William  McNeill,  vice  president  of 
the  V.  W.  artid  Y.  railway,  had  an  In- 
terview today  with  Premier  Borden 
and  Minister  Cochrane,  accompanied 
by  tf.  H.  Stevens,  M.  P..  of  Vancouver 
and  applied  for  a  subsidy  for  a  bridge 
across  the  second  narrows.  It  de- 
veloped in  the  discussion  that  It  was 
very  unlikely  that  any  new  subsidies 
would  be  provided  at  the  present  ses- 
sion. On  this  account  Mr.  McNeill  re- 
quested on  behalf  of  the  Burrard 
Bridge  and  Tunnel  company  for  an  in- 
creased bridge  subsidy,  which  was  un- 
favorably received.  Mr.  McNeill  then 
approached  the  ministers  with  a  re- 
quest for  a  re-vote  of  the  old  appro- 
priation provided  in  the  original  V, 
AV.  and  Y.  application,  which  has 
lapsed,  namely,  1200,000  for  the  bridge, 
and  $8,100  per  mile  for  the  railway  for 
the  first  hundred  miles  north  from 
Vancouver.  This  proposal  was  favor- 
ably received,  and  Mr.  McNeill  was 
practically  assured  that  this  re-vote 
would  be  made  this  session  and  favor- 
able consideration  for  an  additional 
subsidy  next  session.  Hon.  Mr.  Coch- 
rane promised  Messrs.  Stevens  and 
McNeill  to  visit  Vancouver  this  com- 
ing summer.

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  18.— President 
Taft  did  not'  begin  writing  his  message 
today  as  he  intended.  The  bad  cold 
which  the  president  caught  on  the  last 
day  of  his  western  trip  has  affected  his 
throat,  and  the  White  House  doctors 
warned  him  not  to  leave  the  executive 
mansion,  but  to  rest  if  he  intended  to 
keep  his  speaking  engagement  before  the 
good  roads  congress  in  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia, Monday.

In  this  work  they 
have  the  help  of  the  American  sol- 
diers along   the   border.

SEATTLE.  Nov.  18.— During  the  24 
hours  ending  at  noon  today  the  wind 
blew  hard,  the  greatest  velocity  having 
been  44  miles  an  hour.  In  the  afternoon 
the  wind  abated  somewhat,  but  only  to 
prepare  for  another  onslaught.  A  strong 
southeaster  is  due  tonight,  which  will 
rage  probably  for  48  hours  before  blow- 
ing  itself  eastward. 

The  weather  is  warm  and  rainy,  and 
favorable  for  floods  in  western  Wash- 
ington. In  Whatcom  and  Skagit  coun- 
ties the  Nooksack,  Skagit  and  other 
rivers  are  high,  and  railroad  bridges  are 
endangered.  Some  county  bridges  in 
King  and  Pierce  counties  have  been 
washed  away.  Slides  and  soft  roadbeds 
are  delaying  all  trains  in  western  Wash- 
ington. 

No  report  of  weather  conditions  at 
Cape  Flattery  has  been  received  for  two 
days,  the  telegraph  line  being  out  of 
order.  No  serious  damage  to  shipping 
on  Puget  Sound,  in  British  Columbia  or 
Alaska  has  been  reported  since  the  series 
of  storms  began  nearly  two  weeks  ago. 

The  danger  of  serious  floods  appears 
to  be  worse  in  Whatcom,  Skagit  and 
Snohomish  counties  than  In  the  other 
portions  of  Western  Washington,  al- 
though the  rivers  In  King  and  Pierce 
counties  are  rising  rapidly,  threatening 
to  Inundate  the  valley  farm  lands.  Heavy 
ruin  continues  to  fall  tonight.  No  trains 
have  been  eent  forth  from  Seattle  to- 
night, and  the  malls  are  being  handled 
to  Everett  over  the  tnterurban  line.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C..  Nov.  18. — Many 
washouts  along  the  line  of  the  Great 
Northern  railway,  due  to  floods  caused 
hv  the  melting  snow  and  by  the  heavy 
rains  of  yesterday,  are  reported.  The 
morning  train  leaving  here  at  10  o'clock 
was  cancelled,  and  the  "owl"  express 
had  not  arrived  at  midnight  tonight.

On  Thursday.  November  2Srd.  the 
Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  British  Co- 
lumbia will  meet  in  Victoria  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop  to  fill  the 
position  vacated  by  the  Right  Reverend 
W.  W.  Perrin,  now  Lord  Bishop  of 
Willesden. 

There  will  be  two  celebrations  of  the 
Holy  Communion  In  Christ  Church  Ca- 
thedral, one  at  8  a.  m..  the  other  at  10 
a.  m.  At  the  10  a.  m.  celebration  a  ser- 
mon will  be  preached  by  the  Right 
Reverend,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  New 
Westminster. 

Immediately  after  the  service,  the 
members  of  the  Synod  will  proceed  to 
the  cathedral  schoolroom  where  the 
chair  will  be  taken  at  or  about  11:30 
a.  m.  by  the  Very  Reverend  the  Dean  of 
Columbia,  who.  under  the  canons  of  the 
diocese,  Is  called  upon  to  preside  over 
this  special   meeting. 

The  Synod  sits  with  closed  doors 
during  the  whole  of  Its  proceedings; 
that  is.  no  one  who  Is  not  a  member 
of  the  Synod  Is  permitted  to  be  present. 
When  the  Synod  has  assembled  in  the 
cathedral  schoolroom,  the  roll  call  will 
take  place,  and  if  one-half  or  the  cler- 
ical members,  and  one-half  of  the  lay 
members  entitled  to  be  present,  are 
found  to  be  In  attendance,  the  Synod 
will  be  declared  duly  and  canonically 
constituted   for  Its   Important  work. 

Should  there  be  less  than  one-half  of 
the  clerical  members  of  the  Synod 
present,  or  less  than  one-half  of  the 
lay  members  of  Synod  present,  then  no 
election  can  take  plsr'e  and  another 
session  of  the  Synod  must  be  called. 
At  the  Cathedral 
After  routine  business  has  been  trans- 
acted, bylaws  and  regulations  adopted 
for  the  due  and  orderly  conduct  of  the 
proceedings,  the  Synod  will  proceed  to 
the  cathedral. 

Scrutineers  for  the  clerical  and  lay 
vote  will  be  appointed,  and  balloting 
will  at  once  commence.  The  person  who 
shall  he  chosen  bishop-elect  must  re- 
ceive a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the 
clergy  present  and  voting,  and  also  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  laity 
present  and   voting. 

Ballotting  will  proceed  until  an  elec- 
tion takes  place  or  the  Synod .  decides 
to  delegate  Us  power  of  choice  to  some 
person   or  body  outside  of  Itself. 

The  whole  proceedings  will  be  marked 
by  great  solemnity  and  all  results  In- 
cluding the  final  result  will  be  received 
in    silence. 

Should  a  dead-lock  occur,  It  Is  slways 
possible  for  the  Synod  to  adjourn  for 
a  certain  time  to  allow  of  an  Informal 
conference,  taking  place  between  the 
members,  but  In  Synod  Itself,  no  dis- 
cussion is  allowed  to  take  place  after 
voting   has   begun. 

When  the  final  result  has  been  sn- 
nounced,  the  Synod  will  at  once  be  dis- 
missed with  the  blessing,  and  If  an 
election  has  taken  place,  the  name  of 
the  bishop-elect  will  be  forwarded  to 
His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Rupert- 
slsnd.  who  will  take  the  necessary 
steps  for  his  consecration  In  due  time 
the  sacred  order  of  the  Episcopate.

Withdrawal  of  Mr.  Hebert  from 
Suit  Involving  Validity  of 
Marriage  May  Block  "Ne 
Temere"  Litigation 


Beginning  of  Work  on  $4,500,- 
000  Project  at  Tacoma  Will 
be  Marked  by  Ruston's  En- 
terprise 


TO  ENTER  CITY 

ON   WATER   LEVEL 


TACOMA,  Nov.  18.— Plans  for  the 
small  tunnel  at  Ruston,  the  Tacoma 
smelter  district,  which  that  town  Is  to 
construct  as  a  part  of  the  agreement 
with  the  Northern  Pacific  Railwny 
company,  have  been  completed  by  the 
engineer  for  the  town,  and  bids  for  the 
construction  will  be  called  next  week. 

This  will  mark  the  actual  beginning 
of  work  on  the  $4,500,000  project  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  in  main- 
taining a  water  level  entrance  to  Ta- 
coma by  way  of  Point  Defiance  and  the 
Narrows  through  a  curved  tunnel 
about  a  mile  long.  Four  tracks  are  to 
be  built  on  this  line,  which  will  make 
the  ascent  on  a  trifling  grade  by  way 
of  the  Nisqually  to  Tenino  on  the  old 
line.  In  President  Howard  Elliott's 
annual  report,  Issued  a  few  days  ago, 
he  said  work  would  start  In  this  fiscal 
year,  which  ends  June  80. 

By  the  construction  of  the  Ruston 
tunnel  and  connection  with  Front 
street  and  property  which  Tacoma  will 
vacate,  the  town  will  have  a  highway 
to  the  business  district  of  Tacoma.  The 
Ruston  tunnel  will  be  be  BOO  feet  long 
and  will  cost  about  $26,000. 


M'iNTKKAI..  Nov.  18.— As  the  result

New  Structure  in  Course  of 
Erection  on  Corner  of  Gov- 
ernment and  Humboldt 
Streets  will  be  Imposing' 


The  accompanying  drawing  Is  «  re- 
production of  the  design  for  a  •build- 
ing to  be  known  as  -Belmont  House/' 
which  is  now  la  course  of  erection 
on  the  site  at  the  corner  of 
Government  street.  Humboldt  strret 
and  Gordon  street.  It  overlooks  the 
grounds  of  the  Kmpress  hotel  and  has 
a  southern  aspect.  It  is  without  doulit 
one  of  the  finest  positions  in  the  city' 
and  buildings  to  be  erected  upon  it  are 
designed  to  be  worthy  of  this  position, 
and  should  mark  an  epoch  In  the  fu- 
ture designs  and  development  of  the 
architectural    beauty    of    the    city.

Each  of  these  suites  will  contain  largo 
and  bright  rooms  ntted  with  a  recep- 
tion hall,  the  whole  containing  every 
modern  appliance  and  -  convenience. 
There  are  numerous  enquiries  for 
these  suites,  but  the  owners  Intend  to 
select  their  tenants  from  the  list  of 
applications. 

The  buildings  are  fire-proof  and 
sound-proof  throughout  and  will  be  of 
reinforced  concrete  construction,  whilst 
the  exterior  elevations  will  be  in  a 
special    graded    terra    cotta.

For  Instance,  he  was  wont 
to  Inform  the  wives  of  his  intended 
victims  that  through  some  mysterious 
association  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber, he  was  able  to  purchase  provisions 
at  specially  advantageous  rates  It 
they  expressed  a  desire  to  share  In 
these  benefits,  he  would  buy  the  goods 
asked  for  at  current  rates,  pass  them 
<m  to  the  delighted  housewives  at  a 
fraction  of  the  same,  and  for  the  time 
being  defray  the  difference  out  of  his 
own  pocket  He  was  also  profuse  with 
opera  nnd  theatre  tickets,  which  he 
professed  to  obtain  by  virtue  of  his 
high  connection,  but  which  he  really 
bought  at  the  box  offices,  like  any  or- 
dinary mortal 

By  such  devices  he  won  the  confi- 
dence of  small  capitalists,  and  induced 
them  to  entrust  him  with  money  for 
his  patent  transactions.  Their  lirst 
investments  were  always  repaid  with 
handsome  profits,  which  Increased 
their  avarice,  their  confidence,  and  their 
speculations  This  system  of  Muller's 
proved  enormously  remunerative,  for 
his  takings  from  it,  so  far  as  already 
discovered,  amounted  to  no  less  than 
$100,000  in  the  course  of  a  single  year. 
When  he  was  arrested  he  hud  125,000 
on   his  person.

The 
first  court  regarded  the  offence  as 
merely  formal  nnd  inflicted  the  mini- 
mum sentence  of  24  hours,  but  the 
public  prosecutor  appealed,  and  the 
higher  court  Increased  the  penalty  to 
one   month's   hard   labor

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Mayor  Morley  Will  Put  Ban  on 
Aldermanic  Desire  to  Pro- 
ceed with  Market  Hall  Alter- 
ations 


Another  exercise  hy  Mayor  Morley  of 
his  power  of  veto  Is  expected  at  the 
next  session  of  the  city  council.  In  fact 
His  Worship  would  have  delivered  his 
fiat  at  Friday  night's  meeting  hid  there 
been  a  quorum  of  the  council  present, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  sufficient 
number  of  aldermen  were  not  in  their 
seats  no  session  was  held.  His  Wor- 
ship's veto,  the  third  to  have  been  ex- 
ercised by  him  this  year,  Is  consequent 
upon  the  recent  action  of  the  council  In 
determining  that  the  alterations  to  the 
market  building  to  render  It  fit  for  po- 
lice headquarters  shall  be  carried  out. 
Mayor  Morley  has  already  vetoed  the 
project,  but  the  council  again  passed 
the  resolution  favoring  the  alteration, 
and  once  again  the  mayoral  ban  is  to  be 
exercised. 

Two  weeks  ago  when  the  council  at 
the  suggestion  of  Alderman  Moresby 
overrode  the  first  veto  by  again  pass- 
ing the  resolution  authorizing  the  alter- 
ations to  the  market  building,  Alder- 
man Moresby  asked  the  mayor  if  It  was 
the  latter's  Intention  to  again  veto  the 
matter  to  do  so  at  an  early  date  and 
not  wait  until  the  statutory  limit  of  30 
days  within  which  a  veto  by  the  mayor 
Is  legal  had  almost  expired.  Alderman 
Moresby  pointed  out  that  should  His 
Worship  vt.to  the  council's  action  It  was 
the  Intention  to  carry  the  matter  to  t,hc 
courts  and  an  early  veto  would  permit 
of  such  action  being  taken  and  a  legal 
decision  secured  upon  the  point  of  the 
power  of  the  council  to  override  a 
mnyor's  veto.  In  view  of  the  difference 
of  legal  opinion  on  the  point.  Alderman 
Moresby  believed  a  ruling  by  the  court 
would  settle  the  matter  one  way  or  an- 
other. 

While  the  mayor  and  aldermen  were 
at  odds  over  the  matter  of  the  altera- 
tions the  police  oommlsBioners  decided 
to  have  plans  prepared  by  Mr.  J.  C.  M. 
Keith,  and  these  have  been  completed, 
though  they  narrowly  escaped  destruc- 
tion In  the  recent  fire  in  the  Hlbben 
block.

COAST   DWEIfCI! 


Only  a  strong  sense  of  public  duty  has 
led  Lt.-Col.  Hall  to  write  the  letter  on 
coast  defence,  printed  In  thla  morning's 
paper,  and  the  Colonist  to  publish  It.  Tha 
time  lias  come  when  this  matter  must  be 
looked  at  squarely  in  the  face.  Every 
unc  hopes  to  see  Esquimau  made  the 
central  point  of  the  defences  of  the  west- 
ern frontier  of  Canada,  but  the  bestDat- 
tfcriee  that  can  be  built,  the  best  guns 
that  can  '«  Installed,  the  best  docks  and 
repair  shops  that  can  be  devised,  the 
completest  military  stores  that  can  be 
assembled  ape  only  an  Invitation  to  an 
enemy  If  there  are  not  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  men  to  man  the  defences.  Col. 
Mall   statws — the — «hw — m» — olesti'ly  and 


forcibly  that  It  is  needless  to  add  any- 
thing to  what  he  says. 

What  we  wish  to  do  Is  to  impress  upon 
the  young  men  of  Victoria  the  obligation 
reating  upon  them  to  tit  themselves  for 
the  defence  of  the  country.  No  one  has 
any  doulit  that,  if  war  should  come, 
•vary  able-badied  man  in  the  country 
would  be  ready  to  do  his  duty.  Wo 
know-  there  are  those  who  think  other- 
wise, but  they  do  not  know  the  history 
of  Canada.  There  is  plenty  of  the  fight- 
ing spirit  in  the  Canadian  people,  and  a 
tall  to  arms  in  defence  of  our  own 
shores  would  meet  with  a  ready  re- 
sponse. But  the  men  who  would  re- 
spond, would,  In  the  very  great  majority 
of  cases,  be  untrained,  and  what  Is  need- 
ed is  a  force  able  to  man  the  defences, 
while  the  raw  levies  are  being  got  ready 
for  action.  This  Is  so  obvious  that  no 
argument  Is  needed.  Out  some  will  say 
there  is  no  danger  of  war,  which  is.  of 
course  not  the  case;  but  if  it  were  the 
case,  it  would  be  an  argument  against 
defences  and  a  dry-dock.  Once  the  neces- 
sity of  these  Is  admitted,  the  necessity 
for  the  men  follows  as  a  matter  of 
course.  We  can  understand  the  person 
who  says  we  need  neither  defences  nor 
men,  but  we  cannot  understand  one  who 
clamors  for  the  former  and  does  not  ad- 
vocate the  latter. 

At   present  we  have  In  Victoria  the  Fifth 
Regiment  of  Garrison   Artillery,  a   very 
excellent  corps.      It  Is  not  up  to  its  full 
strength,  write. i  is  350.    There  is  a  small 
force  at   Work    1'olnt.   but   If   tomorrow 
mobilization   were  ordered   less   than  500 
oili'-ers   and    men     would     be     available. 
Such  a  force  Is  absurdly  meagre  for  the 
obligation  that  would  rest  upon  it.     The 
first   etep   to   be   taken    Is   to   recruit   the 
Fifth   Regiment  to  its  full  strength.  Our 
own  view  is  that  the  local  garrison  ought 
also  to  be  strengthened,  but  we  are  now 
discussing  only   what.   In  our  Judgment, 
our  citizens  ought  to   do.     Having  filled 
the  complement  of  the  Fifth   Regiment,. 
we  suggest  that     the     next     step  to  be 
taken  in  Victoria  ought  to  be  to  raise  an 
Infantry    regiment.      Such      a,      regiment 
would    he   very    useful    for   defence   pur- 
poses;   indeed   it    is  absolutely  essential. 
« mr   next  suggestion    is   directed   to   the 
young    men   of    Saanlch,    Metchosin    and 
Lowichan,    and    It    Is      that     they   should 
form   a    regiment   of   mounted    Infantry. 
These  would  have  to  be  local  corps,  for 
it  la   hardly   to  be  expected      that     men 
from   so   wide  an   area   could   meet   fre- 
quently   for   regular   drill,   but   to   a   lay 
mind  it  appears  as  If  there  might  be  no 
difficulty  In  having  three  detachments  of 
the  aame  regiment,  one  In  Saanlch.  one 
In  Metchoain  and  one  with  headquarters 
at  Duncan.     These     detachments     could 
drill  at  home,  meeting  once  a  year  for 
regimental  drill.     With  such  a  force — a 
full    regiment    of    garrison    artillery,    a 
full  infantry  regiment  and  a  full  mount- 
ed Infantry  regiment,  the  people  of  Van- 
couver Island  would  be  in  a  position  to 
say  to  the  Department  of  Defence  that 
they   had   done   their   share,     and     they 
could  demand  with  stronger  reason  than 

they  can   now   advance,  that   the  necea- 

e- 
eary   permanent   works  should     be     in- 
stalled. 


East  Saanlch  road  might  be  called  a 
great  road;  the  several  cross-roads 
might  he  called  by-road*.  The  Cariboo 
road  would  he  a  great  road,  so  also 
the  road  from  Golden  to  Crartbrook. 
the  Island  highway,  the  road  from 
SlmiHuimeen  to  Kamloopa  via  Princeton 
and  Merrltt,  and  others  ot  thla  class, 
wnich  Is  a  very  numerous  one.  Almost 
any  one  can  vail  up  many  iWI»,  whWh, 
not  'being  In  this  class,  would  prop- 
erly be  designated  as  iby-roads.  We  lay 
empmwsls  upon  the  distinction  between 
these  two  classes  of  roads,  because  It 
may  ipoastbly  play  apart  In  the  deter- 
mination of  any  fixed  policy  of  road- 
making  in    this   province. 

There  may  exist  differences  "of  opin- 
ion as  to  which  of  those  two  classes  of 
roads  is  the  more  .important;  that  ia 
which  of  thorn  deserves  the  first  place 
in  the  consideration  of  the  government 
Much  i  must  depend  upon  local  condi- 
tions. While  favoring  li'beral  expendi- 
ture on  both,  we  are  inclined  to  think 
that  roads,  no  matter  in  which  category 
they  come,  which  will  prove  of  im- 
mediate advantage  to  the  people  now 
resident  in  the  country,  oug>ht  to  have 
the  first  place.  With  the  policy  of  build- 
ing great   trunk  roads  we  are  in  hearty 

support  in  the  past  and  will  receive 
it  in  the  future.  We  withdraw  nothing 
that  we  have  ever  said  In  favor  of 
the  tranis-provinclal  highway,  of  the  Is-" 
land  highway,  of  a  cross-Island  road 
from  sea  to  sea  tiy  way  of  Albernl  and 
other  large  undertakings.  We  are  only 
drawing    attention   to   the   fact    that    the 


were  in  point  of  fact  up  to  a  few  years 
ago.  Previous  to  the  last  presidential 
election  a  pronounced  feeltlng  had 
arisen  In  the  Republican  party  In  favor 
of  tariff  revision.  Mr.  Taft  was  elected 
on  a  platform  promising  such  a  revi- 
sion, ibut  when  the  Aldrlch  tariff  was 
passed  as  amended  he  assented  to  It,  al- 
though it  imeant  an  Increase  of  protec- 
tion, solving  his  conscience  by  the  claim 
that  his  pdedge  for  tariff  revision  did 
not  necessarily  Imply  revision  donrai- 
wards.  His  course  did  not  check  but 
rather  stimulated  the  demand  for  tariff 
reforms  that  really  would  prove  of  ad- 
vantage to  the  consumer  and  the 
strength  of  the  movement  da  evidenced 
by  this  latest  appeal  of  the  Protective 
League,  wJnich  realizes  that  protection 
must  secure  every  available  supporter 
if  It  Is  to  be  maintained  as  at  present. 
We  repeat  that  this  Is  very  significant, 
and  it  is  all  the  more  Important  'because 
the  action  of  tthe  people  of  the  United 
States  in  regard  to  protection  will  of 
necessity  have  a  powerful  effect  on  pirb- 
llc  opinion  the  wonld  over.

VICTORIA'S   POPULATION 


On  the  frontispiece  of  Goad's  real 
estate  map  of  Victoria,  appears  the 
statement  tha-t  the.  population  of  this 
city  is  about  50,000.  There  is  a  notable 
discrepancy  between  this  figure  and  the 
returns  of  the  government  census.  We 
have  contended  recently  that  the  pop- 
ulation of  Victoria  is  between  40,000 
I  and  45,000  and  in  urging  that  a  civic 
I  census  should  be  taken,  our  desire  was 
■  that  the  city  should  t>c  placed  In  the 
most  favorable  possible  light.  During 
tin*  present  session  of  parliament,  the 
n  turns  of  the  census  will  be  brought 
down  and  probably  discussed,  and  It 
may  be  that  steps  will  be  taken  to  ar- 
rive at  a  more  accurate  estimate  of  the 
population  of  the  country.  Possibly 
the  government  will  decide  to  take  a 
count  every  five  years  Instead  of  as  at 
present,  each  decade.  It  is  too  much  to 
liOpe,  however,  that  a  recount  will  be 
ordered  in  specific  instances  and  unless 
the  civic  authorities  take  action,  It 
seems  that  we  will  have  to  put  up  with 
the  figures  as  published  from  Ottawa. 
The  city  council,  following  a  report  of 
Its  finance  committee,  decided  that 
there  were  no  funds  available  for  taking 
a  municipal  census.  The  cost  would  be 
from  $4,000  to  |fi,ono.  if  the  money  la 
not  available  now,  it  will  bo  early  next 
year,  and  we  think  that  the  city  might, 
with  advantage  to  the  reputation  of 
Victoria,  change  Its  attitude  on  the 
matter  of  a  civic  enumeration.  From 
a  publicity  standpoint,  it  would  be 
money    well    spent.

The  Ottawa  Citizen  learna  that  the 
Militia  department  Intends  to  send  two 
or  three  officers  to  England  shortly  to 
take  lessons  in  aviation.

The  -e^orts  they 
brought  back,  however,  impressed  the 
minister  with  the  desirability  0f  furth- 
er investigation,  and  to  this  end  offi- 
cers will  go  to  Eugland.  It  ia  tn,M 
quite  probable  that  a  branoh  oi  atrial 
navigation  by  war  balloons  cr  ,»rr- 
planes  will  be  established  In  coinec'.lon 
with    the    department." 


If  a  little  of  the  persistent  energy  that 
Is  being  displayed  in  a  certain  quarter 
to  secure  action  on  the  part  of  the  fed- 
eral government  In  regard  to  harbor  im- 
provements here,  had  been  put  forward 
a  year  ago,  there  might  have  bean  some- 
thing doing  by  this  time.  Not  that  we 
object  to  the  aforesaid  exhibition  of  en- 
ergy. Quite  the  contrary.  Our  hope  i« 
that  it  will  be  kept  up.  The  only  criti- 
cism we  have  to  make  is  that  the  energy 
would  be  more  likely  to  assist  in  pro- 
ducing the  desired  results.  If  It  were  not 
so  clearly  animated  more  by  a  desire  to 
strike  at  a  political  opponent  than  to 
advsnee  the  welfare  of  Victoria. 

The  attitude  of  the  government  critics 
in  the  German  Reichstag  towards  Great 
Britain  would  be  amusing,  if  it  were  not 
within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that  it 
might  be  serious.  That  Germany  has 
been  obliged  to  back  down  before  France 
is  as  plain  as  anything  can  be.  The 
800.000  armed  men  that  France  ia  able 
to  put  Into  the  field,  her  splendid  chain 
of  fortresses,  her  network  of  strategical 
railways  present  much  too  formidable  a 
factor  for .  Germany  to  undertake  to 
force.  But  It  would  never  do  for  the 
victors  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  to 
admit  this.  Another  excuse  must  be 
found,  and  the  hardest  is  the  suggestion 
that  it  was  the  British  government  that 
compelled  the  Kaiser  to  back  down.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  tha  Kaiser  and  his  ad- 
visers realized  that  they  had  got  them- 
selves into  a  situation  out  of  which 
there  was  no  other  way  except  retreat. 


The  very  great  success  that  has  at- 
tended the  operations  of  the  creamery 
at  .Duncan  ought  to  stimulate  farmers 
in  other  parts  of  the  province  to  action 
along  the  lines  that  have  proved  so 
advantageous  there.  The  creamery  buys 
cream  from  the  farmers  and  furnishes 
them  with  feed  at  a  small  margin  over 
cost.  It  also  buys  all  the  eggs  that 
are  offered  and  markets  them.  It  buys 
up  all  chickens  that  are  for  sale,  fat- 
tens and  markets  them.

He  had   found   It  hard,   often   Im- 
possible   to    make    English      people    be- 
lieve facts  he  had  told  them  about  Can- 
ada.     The    growth    of    cities    like    Vic- 
toria   aSd    Vancouver,     they    are    never 
likely    to    grasp    until    they    have    seen 
them    with    their  own   eyes.     Nor   could 
they  be  blamed.     England  was  a  grown- 
up country,  had  reached  the  point  when 
progress   must   naturally   end    Inevitably 
slow  down  and  move  forward  by  almost 
Imperceptible    steps.

Tree    library's   Troubles— The    defeat 
of  the  Library  Bylaw  has  created  a  cri- 
tical condition  of  affairs  In  the  admin- 
istration of  the     Carnegie     Public  Lib- 
rary.    By    the   agreement    entered   Into 
with  the  donor,  the  library  commission- 
ers are  pledged   to  spend  not  less  than 
16,000  on  Its  annual  maintenance.  Under 
the  existing  bylaw,  they  are. not  allowed 
to  spent  "more"  than  that  sum.     Faced 
with   the   expense   of   structural     alter- 
ations  end    nooeseary    repairs,   and    with 
the  additional  expenses  involved  In   the 
much  needed  reorganization  and  classi- 
fication of  the  library's  stock,  the  com- 
missioners  are  now   confronted   with  a 
serious  situation.     As  it  is,  no  money  ha* 
been   available   for   the    replenishing   of 
stock  with  new  books  for  two  years;  not 
one   dollar   having   been   spent   on   pur- 
chases lsst  year.    The  $6,000  barely  pays 
the  cost  of  salaries,  which  are  said  to 
bo  unusually  small  for  such  an  institu- 
tion and  for  light  and  fuel.     Some  new 
means  of  raising  money  have  therefore 
to  be  devised,  If  the     library     Is   to  be 
iiiMintelned.      Meanwhile,    ax    a    London 
librarian    said      yesterday      In      looking 
through  the  building,  "a  library  without 
new   books    Is   like   a    museum   without 
antiques."       Poring      the       recent      wet 
weather  serious  complaints  were  made 
of  the  overcrowding.     Only  a  few  days 
ago,  ninety  persons  were  counted  In  the 
main  reading  room,  while  no  less  than 
forty-eight     were     crowded     into     the 
smaller  room.

/  Every  day  little  girls  are  met  coming 
to  attend  the  classes  In  stenography  t» 
various  parts  of  the  city.  These  chil- 
dren have  not  entered  High  School. 
Many  of  them  have  not  even  gained 
high  achool  certificates.  They  huve 
only  a  very  meagre  knowledge  of  liter- 
ature and  are  very  deficient  in  spelling. 
Some  of  them  are  bright  and  will  learn 
shorthand  quickly.  Their  deft  fingers 
will  mwm  enable  them  to  operate  the 
typewriter.  Continual  drill  will  improve 
their  spelling.  But  when  they  have  ob- 
tained their  diplomas  and  gone  Into  of- 
fices, they  will  realise  too  late  the  de- 
fects In  their  education.  The  spelling, 
learned  quickly,  will  soon  be  forgotten. 
The  want  of  general  Information  will 
prevent  their  success  in  many  offices. 
The  idea  that  a  girl  to  be  a  good  sten- 
ographer does  not  need  education,  is  it 
mistaken  one.  She  must  be  able  to  de- 
cide and  to  think  quickly  and  unless 
she  can  compose  a  good  letter  she  is  of 
no  use  to  the  majority  of  employers. 
There  is  merely  mechanical  work,  per- 
haps, in  lhin  Ha*,  but  it  la  poorly  paid. 
There  are,  too.  many  girlB  who,  though 
they  have  not  been  long  at  school,  yet 
have  read  widely  and  have  listened  to 
and  taken  putt  In,  the  education  of  cul- 
tured people.  Such  young  women.  If 
they  have  the  necessary  quickness  and 
adaptability  will  make  excellent  sten- 
ographers. But  parents  who  take  their 
girls  from  school  at  an  early  a*y  and 
expect  them  to  become  good  stenograph- 
..i-w  am)  tyimwrltpra  nre  maktnir  a  mis- 
take as  their  daughters  will  learn  after 
many    bitter    experiences.

"A  point  .has  recently  been  raised  as 
to  whether  the  charm  of  physical  beauty 
In  women  has  ceased  to  attract  to  the 
same  extent  that  it  was  wont  to  do.  At 
one  time  the  possession  of  a  pretty  face 
was  considered  the  surest  way  to  win 
affection  and  admiration,  .but  general 
opinion  would  go  to  prove  that  this  is 
no  longer  the  case.  Beautiful  features 
must  how  be  allied  to  charming  man- 
ners, a  capacity  for  dressing  well,  and 
a  desire  to  please,  h!1  of  which  go  to 
make  the  tout  ensemble  of  the  attrac- 
tive modern  woman.  Indeed,  the  charm- 
ing manners  may  be  placed  high  In  the 
list,  for  a  mere  doll-like  face  and  vac- 
ant mind  only  pleases  the  callow  and 
foolish  youth  who  does  not  wish  to  find 
a  mind  considerably  superior  to  his  own 
or  to  smart  under  the  satire  of  a  witty 
tongue.  It  may  be  that  we  have  leas 
time  to  spend  with  dull  people,  and  the 
girl  who  is  Intelligent  will  readily  find 
partners  nt  a  party,  for  to  sit  out  with 
a  monosyllabic  young  woman,  however 
beautiful  she  may  be.

She  had  resolved  as  a  girl  to 
help  her  enslaved  fellow  countrymen, 
and  the  prospect  of  marrying  even  a 
professor  of  chemistry,  who  was  a 
Frenchman,  was  no  part  of  her  plan. 
But  In  the  end  love  won,  and  soon  the 
two  were  working  together  In  the  lab- 
oratories, a  privilege  for  the  first  time 
granted  to  a  woman.  In  1898  Madumo 
Curie  discovered  radium.  Her  husband 
tfave  up  everything  to  assist  her  to  ex- 
tiuc.t  enough  of  the  wondrous  substance 
to  enable  them  to  muke  the  discovery 
public.  Honors  poured  upon  them  from 
all  directions  except  France.  The  great 
Lord  Kelvin  delighted  to  honor  the  little 
lady,  the  Royal  Society  gave  the  Davy 
Medal,  Sweden  the  Nohel  Prize  und 
IVance  would  have  given  the  Legion  of 
Honor  to  Monsieur  Curie  If  he  had  not 
refused  It  s~  the  f*JSl  dt»«nv«rer.  his  wlfu 
could  not  share  it.

Unless    girls    are    prepar- 
ing   to    be    teachers,      they.     too.      am 
taken     from     school     young.       If   the 
young  people  have  not  made  the  most 
of   their .  opportunities    or    If    they   are 
Intelligent    and      ambitious.      it      very 
often  happens  that  they  find  that  they 
are    ignorant    of    many    things    which 
they  must  learn  in  some  way,  If  they 
are   to   excel    In   their  chosen   occupa- 
tions.    The   probability    Is   that   unaid- 
ed,   technical    books   are  not   of   much 
assistance.         Thousands,   In   the   past, 
have    gone    to    night    schools    and    by 
the  aid  of  masters,  have  overcome  th<- 
defectB   of   their   early    education.     We 
have  learned   lately  that  Oxford   Uni- 
versity has  thrown  open  her  doors  to 
working  men  who  have  taken  advant- 
age of  -the  night  schools  and  who  have 
by  private  study  fitted  themselves  for 
a  wider  knowledge  than  could   be  ob- 
tained   elsewhere.      It    is    needless    to 
say  that  It  is  only  the  exceptional  lad 
who    will   devote   his   nights     after     a 
hard  day's  work,  to  study.       It  is  such 
as    they    who    become  captains   of   In- 
dustry   all    the    world    over.      Another 
plan  has  been  advocated  and  In  some 
places    adopted.        Schools   have    been 
provided,    taught    by   men   and    women 
of  the  highest  attainments,  where  one 
day  In  each  week  young  workers  can 
continue    their    education.      It    Is    sain 
that    the    employers    approve    of    this 
plan   in   t'lnclnnalt,  where  It  has  been 
tried,    and    rind    it    Is    as    profitable    to 
them   as  beneficial   to  their   employes. 
The  necessity  for  educating  working 
people  was  emphasised  by  Mr.  ('.   Mc- 
Carthy,   former    secretary    of    the    In- 
dustrial     Education      Commission     of 
Wisconsin,    who   said   a   few   days   ago 
that   "Society   at   large,   the  state,    will 
have  to  Invest  In  our  workers  In  order 
that  each  worker  will  be  a  more  effi- 
cient factor  In   the  state  and  a  bettor 
citizen,  and  In  order  that  he  may  lcnrn 
through    efficiency    to    take    a    higher 
place    In    any    true    democracy.        \i'n 
cannot  allow   our   agricultural    classes 
to  become  peasants  as  has  been   done 
over  and   over  again   In  the  history  of 
the  world,  to  the  destruction  -ind  lofs 
of  nations.     We  cannot  allow  our  art- 
itan   class   to   sink    Into  city   mobs   as 
was  done  In  ancient  Rome.     The  cor- 
ner stone  of  Industry  as   well  as  the 
same.

Its  veteran 
stars,  captured  from  the  National  League 
In  the  time  of  the  big  baseball  war,  began 
to  outgrow  their  days  of  usefulness,  and  the 
American  League  magnates  had  to  have  the 
Jolts  administered  by  the  Cubs  and  Pitts- 
burg to  Detroit  to  make  them  realise  It. 
When  they  saw  the  need  they  prepared  to 
nil  it.  The  result  Is  apparent  in  great 
teams  of  young  men  such  as  the  Athletics, 
Naps  and   the  White   Box. 

The  old  teams  must  rebuild.  They  are 
doing  so,  but  the  process  Is  a  slow  one  and 
the  supply  of  young  players  is  aot  equal  to 
the  demand. 

Connie  Hack,  wisest  manager  of  the 
American  League,  never  will  be  caught  with 
a  team  of  veterans  who  are  losing  their 
grip.  It  hss  been  his  principle  always  to 
have  youngsters  ready  to  step  into  the  varl.

A  fleet  which  may  not  leave  Ita  base 
owing*  to  inadequate  shore  defence* 
may  Juat  aa  well  be  conaMered  as  a 
part  of  the  shore  defence  and  not  a 
fleet  at  all.  The  stores  of  a  naval  base 
and  the  facilities  of  Its  dry  docks  and 
repair  shops  must  be  a  most  desirable 
abject  for  an  enemy  to  capture  for 
his  own  use  and  surely  no  base  at  all 
is  better  for  a  country  than  one  which 
must  immediately  become  an  advantage 
to  the  enemy  on  the  outbreak  of  war.

District  Soad  Improvements. 
Sir,— Referring    to    the   letter   In   your 
paper    of    Wednesday's      edition,      from 
Mr.    M.    A.    Porter.    I   beg   permission   to 
say    a    few    words    on    the    same    most 
Interesting    subject.      As    a    resident    of 
some    Ave    or    more    years    standing    in 
this      Metchosln      district,— years      thai 
have    seen    the    road    appropriations    in- 
crease   each    year    to    an    extraordinary 
extent,    as    one    who    has    always    taken 
a    •'live11    interest    in    all    district    mat- 
ters, it  is  with   no  surprise   that  I   read 
tills   •strong"   letter   in   the   columns    of 
your   paper.     Others   have   seen   the   ne- 
cessity for  a  radical  change  in  the  road 
system    and    have   worked    to    this    end, 
through    the    various    associations      ex- 
isting:  but   the  struggle  for  recognition 
,haa    oeen    long   and   at    times    it    would 
seem    without    avail;    but    there    is    no 
doubt   the    department    of   public    works 
is  now   in   full   touch   with    the   troubsej 
and   I  suspect   we  are   on   the  eve  of  a 
great    change. 

When  one  considers  the  unique  posi- 
tion. politWlly  this  district  occupies, 
it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  tire 
residents  have  found  it  somewhat  dim- 
it  to  get  the  car  of  the  government, 
and  get  the  changes'  so  absolutely  es- 
sential to  the  welfare  of  the  district. 

It  is  no  secret  (and  certainly  no  resi- 
dent Is  unaware  I  am  sure  of  the  diffi- 
culty the  department  has  labored  un- 
der in  this  respect)  that  certain  sec- 
tions  of  the  district  have  greater  diffi- 
culty in  securing  necessary  and  fair 
attention  from  officials  of  the  public 
works  department,  than  should  be  the 
c»ise.  For  the  amount  of  money  spent 
nid  the  huge  size  of  the  district  of 
K«fy.linalt.  some  far  more  close  system 
of  supervision  should  be  in  effect.  And 
certainly  It  is  time  the  district  had  a 
>nacUcal  engineer  to  go  thoroughly 
through  this  section  and  In  the  future 
have  work  done  that  would  be  perman- 
ent In  character  and  done  to  last  and 
not  just  good  enough  to  hold  out  until 
the  next  appropriation   came  along. 

Visitors      to    the      district      find      the 
mads    lh    fair    shape     when      compared 
With    other    sections    of      the      country; 
y.'t    if   one   pauses   to    think    that    these 
are    the     oldest      made      roads      in    the 
vines,  It  is  really   no  cause  for  sur- 
prise,  hut  rather  astonishment   that   so 
many    bad   little  dip*,  rldgea   and   short 
(urns   still'  exist.

er distance  out  from  the  city.  Last 
year  we  paid  six  dollars  per  ton  for 
hauling  frejght  into  the  city  by  road, 
a  distance  of   IS   miles. 

The  stages  'charge  for  passengers  Is 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  return  and 
one  dollar  single.  Freight  rate  25 
(cents  per  109  lbs.,  if  in  sack  or  the 
same  rate  If  large  parcel,  etc.  The  lat- 
ter  freight   charges  are  very   fair. 

Metchosln  Is  particularly  adapted 
for  small  holdings,  and  if  loads  could 
be  hauled  into  town  by  the  man  with 
one  horse  with  any  success,  there  Is 
no  doubt  this  section  would  be  settled 
much  quicker  and  also  with  the  closer 
or  more  intense  methods  of  truck 
farming,  the  city  would  get  a  much 
better  and  larger  supply  of  gardening 
produce. 

At  the  present  time  the  Chinaman  is 
making  comfortable  profita  which  are 
being  sent  out  of  the  country,  and 
these  said  profits  could  easily  be  earn- 
ed by  white  people  and  kept  In  the 
country  to  further  Increase  the  value 
of  holdings  and  thus  build  up  nur  own 
country  Instead  of  a  foreign  one,  if 
better  means  of  transporting  stuff 
could  be  devised.  To  this  end  I  con- 
sider Letter  road  making  machinery 
should  be  employed  a"  the  cost  of  lab- 
or by  hand.  Is  ever  on  the  Increase  *nd 
thus  less  work  is  done  for  the  same 
amount   of   money   spent   esch   year. 

With    the    steady    advance    In    wagea 
and    materials,    etc.,    some    other   mean* 
will    have    to   be    devised   and    undoubt- 
edly   there    is   room   for   some   Improve- 
ment  In   the  present   methods   employed 
of  making  roads  and  keeping  them  up. 
It    Is    to    be    sincerely   hoped    that    In 
the    future    we    shall    not    have    to    wit- 
ness such  absolute  Indifference,  as  was 
shown    recently    to    the    convenience    of 
the    public    and      thet      fewer      botched 
Jobs   will  be  done.     When   It  Is  remem- 
bered   how    Important    good    roads    are 
and   of    the    millions   of     money      spent 
yearly  It  would  seem  time  for  the  gov- 
ernment   to    Insist      that      all      officials 
shall    have   a   thorough      knowledge      of 
this    subject    In    not    only    a   theoretical 
form,    but   also   practical.      To   this   end 
It    would    be    an    excellent    plan    In    my 
opinion    to    draw    together    all     the    In- 
formation possible  on   this  subject   and 
disseminate    the   same,    either     by    lec- 
ture, literature  or  practical   demonstra- 
tion,   to   all    those   directly   having   any* 
connection  .     with      road        management 
wortt    throughout    tba   province. 

I  am  sure  a  convention  of  the  super- 
intendents, and  road  foremen,  of  the 
provlncs  would  bs  of  considerable  ben- 
efit and  could  h«  held  at  a  time  con- 
venient. And  surely  with  the  amount 
of  road  expense  continually  cm  the  In- 
crease, something  of  this  nature  oould 
be  Inaugurated.  Education  and  the 
elimination  of  patronage  Jobs  la  what 
we  need  and  we  shall  all  live  to  sea 
Improvement  along  these  tinea  In  the 
future  or  It  la  to  be  hoped  for.

Canada's  Wary

"The  United  States  navy  is  now  said 
Li  be  the  second  strongest  In  the  world. 
If  the  United  States  can  in  a  few  years 
build  and  man  a  navy  of  Tsuch  propor- 
tions, aurely  Canada  could  In  the  course 
of  time  build  one  which  would  be  more 
than  "scrap  Iron"  or  "tin-pot"  in  char- 
acter. Canadians  ought  to  be  as  capable 
and  as  brilliant  as  the  United  States 
people. 

"Australia  believes  It  Is  strong  enough 
to,  have  its  own  navy,  and  a  few  days 
ago,  its  first  Dreadnought  was  lannched 
from  a  British  shipyard.  New  Zealand 
la  also  getting  together  a  fieet  of  its 
own.  Surely  Canada  is  able  to  do  aa 
much  as  these  two  sister  I>omlnlons, 
each  with  a  much  smaller  population 
than  ours. 

"Canada  Is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  big 
nations  of  the  world.  The  world  admits 
it  and  Canadians  believe  it.  Then  this 
navy  question  must  be  viewed  In  a  broad 
way.  Canada  should  have  a  navy  aa  big 
aa  that  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
combined.  In  time,  it  should  be  as  Im- 
portant comparatively  as  that  of  the 
United  States.  Hut  it  should  be  and 
must  be  a  Canadian  navy,  built  as  far 
as  possible  in  Canada,  manned  by  Can- 
adians and  ready  for  such  service  as 
Canada  may  desire. 

"The  man  who  says  Canada  cannot 
build  and  man  a  good  navy  la  beUUllng 
his  own  country.  Canada  Is  the  heir  of 
the  ages.  She  possesses  or  may  easily 
acquire  all  the  information  about  navies 
that  the  world  possesses.  There  were 
those  who  said  the  United  States  could 
not  build  a  navy,  but  the  naval  review 
last  week  In  New  York  harbor  was  a 
complete  answer.  What  the  United 
States  has  done.  Canada  can  do  equally 
well." 

Now,  sir,  I  beg  to  submit  the  forego- 
ing as  a  correct  definition  of  Canada's 
position,  as  well  as  a  fair     outline     of 
what  her  naval  policy  should  be.     It  Is 
d<Sp1«r»i>te  that  this  momentous  question 
should  be  made  a  political  party  football, 
and  that  some  of  our  newspapers  should 
ao  far  forget   their   obligations     as     to 
make   it  a   berth   for   cheap   witticisms, 
for  there  is  no  other  subject  before  the 
Canadian  people    which   calls   for   more 
serious  thought. .   As  t-Ord  Oriey  said  In 
his   farewell    speech,   we   have   emerged 
"from   the  status  of  a  daughter     to     a 
•later   nation  of   the  empire,"     and     in 
assuming  that  proud     position  we     are 
bound  to   prepare  to  defend  our  coasts 
and  our  commerce.     We  can  no  longer 
cling  to  our  mother's  apron  strings  when 
danger   threaten*,   but  on   the   contrary 
should  be  ready  to  assist  her  in  time  of 
stress.     Consider   the   question   from   a 
selfish  point  of  view.     Suppose  Britain 
attacked  by  a  tormidable  rival — threat- 
ened   with     Invasion— she     would    need 
every   available  ship,  every   serviceable 
man  and   could  spare  none  for  the  de- 
fm.  <•    of    Canada,   or  any  of    the   other 
"sister  nations."      Umt     enemy   knowing 
our    helplessness   would    Inevitably    raid 
our  coasts  and.  at  the  very  least,  hold 
us  for  ransom  to  recoup  his  war  outl 
On  the  *nd  If  we     had  fighting 

fleets,  no  matter  how  smalt,  if  effective. 
on  our  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  Bri- 
tain would  be  free  to  concentrate  all  hrr 
efforts  on  self-defence,  knowing  that 
cvnada  souM  successfully  resist  attack. 


It  Is  not  pleasant  reading  to  note  the 
sentiment  of  at  least  a   portion  of   the 
press  In   the   Prairie   provinces.     These 
papers  are  Inclined  to  belittle  the  idea  of 
a  Canadian  navy,  claiming  that  our  duty 
would  be  best  fulfilled  by  a  cash  contri- 
bution   to    the    British      admiralty.      The 
premier  of  Manitoba  Is  reported  to  have 
expressed    himself   to    that   effect   quite 
recently,   but  surely   he  was   misunder- 
stood or  misquoted,  for  If  he  attains  his 
ambition  to  make  Manitoba  a  maritime 
province    with  a  seaboard     on     Hudson 
Bay,   he   must  admit   the   possibility  of 
his   ports   being   attacked   by   an  enemy 
sometime  in  the  future.     With  that  new 
grain    route    to    Europe  opened,    who   Is 
to  police  the  bay  and  strait.     The  peo- 
ple of  Manitoba  and   the  other  central 
provinces  should  bear  In  mind  that  one 
of  the  bloodiest  naval  battles  in  our  his- 
tory   (considering    the   number   of   men 
and  ships  engaged)  was  fought  off  York 
Factory    in    September.    1697.    and    that 
when  the  bay  once  more  becomes  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  commerce  of  the 
world,  history  may  repeat  itself. 

Manitoba  can  do  much  better  with  her 
money  by  spending  it  at  home,  where  it 
will  help  In  the  upbuilding  of  the  nation, 
than  by  adding  a  drop  to  the  bucket  of 
British  naval  expenditure.  One  often 
hears  it  said  that  the  expense  of  a  navy 
la  beyond  our  means,  but  It  must  be 
borne  In  mind  that  the  building  of  a 
navy  would  mean  the  creation  of  new 
Industries,  the  expansion  of  our  mer- 
chant marine  and  the  extension  of  our 
corrlmerce.  while  the  expenditure  on  con- 
struction of  war  vessels  and  others  from 
our  own  raw  materials  would  mean  a 
large  amount  of  money  in  circulation 
(most  of  which  would  find  Its  way  back 
to  the  pockets  of  the  taxpayers)  and  a 
great  Increase  In  our  Industrial  popula- 
tion.

— It  appnaf  that  if  the  people  or  this 
province  want  a  fleet  unit,  before  they 
can  expect  the  responsible  expert  ad- 
visers of  the  government  to  reoommend 
anything  being  done,  they  must  Jlrst 
show  that'  they  are  now  furnishing  a 
reasonable  number  of  trained  men, 
available  for  its  defence. 

It  is  no  practical  solution  to  Increase 
the  permanent  corps  here;  present 
policy  limits  this  force  almost  to  a 
mere  training  and  administrative  body 
and  there  Is  no  sense  In  keeping  a 
larger  training  body  here  for  the  few 
miilltla  of  the  province. 

I   do  not   make  any  suggestion   as   to 
mrmfbers    of    men    required    for    the   de- 
fence of  Esqulmalt,   but  there  is  noth- 
ing  to  prevent   any   citizen   forming  an 
opinion  by  studying,  say  the  Metchosln 
or   South   Saanlch    districts   as   possible 
areas    through    which    a      land      attack 
might    be    made.    Surely    it    is    easy    to 
understand   that  until  conditions  change 
any  expenditure  the  Dominion     govern- 
ment   may    make    will    not    unlikely    be 
against    the    advice   of    their   expert    ad- 
visers  and    will  be   forced   on    them    by 
the    exigencies    of   local    politics    rather 
than   the   real    good   of    the    country.    It 
may    not    be    a    very    pleasant    thought 
for   some    of    us    on    the    Pacific    Coast, 
but    how    can    we    Justly      dispute      the 
right  of  the  Maritime  province*  to  have 
the   whole   naval   expenditure,   for   there 
they   recognise   so  much   more   than   we 
do    that    citizenship    has    its    duties    as 
well  as  Its  privileges.

King's  College  for  Women.  Kensing- 
ton Square  has  the  honor  of  being  the 
pioneer  of  a  movement  for  including 
domestic  science  In  the  curriculum 
wf  University  aduoatlon  for  women. 
A  one  year  poet  graduate  course 
Is  provided  for  students  whose 
general  education  has  reached  the 
standard  requisite  for  entry  on 
University  courses  of  the  usual 
Undergraduate  type,  and  those  who 
pass  the  examination  are  awarded  a 
diploma.  The  list  of  subjects  Includes 
not  only  cooking,  laundry  work,  house-, 
cleaning,  etc,  but  also  sanitary  science 
such  as  applied  hygiene,  bacteriology, 
house  and  town  planning,  psychology, 
general  biology,  dealing  with  environ- 
ment, natural  selection  and  heredity, 
while  the  warden  will  deliver  a  course 
of  thirty  lectures  on  ethics. 

So  far  the  movement  has  been  most 
successful.  Many  of  the  students  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  di- 
plomas have  secured  excellent  open- 
ings. One  was  appointed  confidential 
Inquirer  Into  Infant  mortality  In  the 
Polttrles  by  the  Home  Office;  another 
went  as  assistant  to  the  Professor  of 
Economics,  Otago  University,  New. 
Zealand  and  a  third  became  lady-ln- 
charge  of  the  "Florence  Nightingale 
Caravan"  which  the  Women's  Imperial 
Health  association  sent  out  to  the  east- 
ern counties.  In  order  to  meet  the  de- 
mands made  upon  it  by  the  teaching 
of  the  new  science.  King's  College  has 
taken  two  adjoining  houses  to  provide 
kitchens  and  laboratories  for  the  stu- 
dents. It  Is  also  celebrating  Corona- 
tion year  by  founding  a  national  Fund 
for  the  Endowmet  of  Home  Science. 
It  is  hoped  to  raise  as  much  a*  £100,- 
000  and  of  this  sum  £50,000  has  already 
been  promised. 

Much  Interest  Is  felt  in  the  seheme 
by  Her  Majesty,  the  Queen,  who  has 
allowed  her  name  to  the  hostel  which 
Is  to  be  erected  for  the  practical  train- 
ing of  the  students. 

Among  the  well  known  people  sup- 
porting the  movement  are:  The  Count- 
ess of  Aberdeen,  always  foremost  In 
good  works,  Mrs.  Asqutth,  Miss  Words- 
worth, (principal.  Lady  Margaret  "Col- 
lege, Oxford)  the  Bishop  of  London, 
Sir  Oliver  Lodge  and  Dr.  Headlam, 
(principal  of  King's  College,  London.) 
Of  course  the  teaching  of  domestic 
science  Is  not  a  new  departure  In 
Groat  Britain,  for  It  has  been  taught 
in  a  technical  manner  In  the  secondary 
schools  for  quite  a  while.  Several  of 
of  the  largest  High  schools  have 
started  howsewifery  branches,  but  the 
university  colleges,  remembering  their1 
struggte  to  obtain  the  higher  education 
for  women  at  all  were  afraid  up  till 
the  present  that  the  Introduction  uf  a 
new  domestic  science  might  Impede.- 
their  growth  by  begulldlng  the  students 
away  from  the/  mere  strictly  academic 
tlii  jects.

The  state  of  Washington  must  be 
awarded  the  honor  of  owning  the  first 
woman  Judge,  possibly  in  the  entire 
Pacific  Northwest.  In  the  person  of 
Miss  Mildred  Henthorne.  who  for  the, 
three  days  during  the  minor  trial  she 
has  been  In  charge  of,  has  been  entitled 
to  call  herself  "Judge  Henthorne." 
She  Is  a  resident  of  Vancouver,  Wash- 
ington, which  city,  it  may  be  remark- 
ed also  furnished  the  n>st  woman  to 
sit  as  a  Juror  In  a  first  degree  murder 
case.  Says  the  Seattle  Times:  Miss 
Henthorne  was  for  four  years  steno- 
grapher for  Jaimes  P.  Stapleton  when 
ho  was  county  attorney  and  when  In 
that  capacity  attended  court  frequent- 
ly, becoming  familiar  wlbh  the  laws  of 
the  state  add  the  rules  of  procedure. 
When  O.  Lloyd  Davis,  Justice  of  the 
peace  of  Vancouver,  telephoned  that 
he  could  not  be  In  Ms  office  to  hear  the 
case  set  for  trial.  Attorneys  Roy  C. 
Sugg,  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Bert  Tates, 
for  the  defence,  agreed  to  try  the  case 
before  Miss  Henthorne,  If  she  would 
act.  It  being  stipulated  that  »he  was 
to  be  aole  Judge  of  the  evidence  and 
that  both  sides  would  abide  by  her  de- 
cision. '

Liverpool  Report  Says  Big 
Company  Will  Establish 
Route  via  the  Panama  Canal 
as  Soon  as  it  Opens 


NECESSITY  OF  PROVIDING 

GOOD   HARBOR 


How  Ports  Which  Provide  Har- 
bor Works  Benefit  Over  Riv- 
als is/Shown  by  Growth  of 
Rotterdam  Over  Antwerp 


The  Holland-Amerlka  line  will,  it  Is 
reported,  Inauuurate  a  regular  service 
from  Rotterdam  to  the  west  coast  of 
America  Immediately  after  the  opening 
of    the    Panama   canal.      This   announce- 


WflB  recently  made  By — ttre — Liverpool 
Journal  of  Commerce.  That  great  in- 
terest is  being  taken  by  the  large  ship- 
ping companies  of  the  world  in  the  an- 
ticipated development  of^  trade  to  the 
North  Pacific  ports  following  the  open- 
ing of  the  canal  is  shown  by  the  various 
reports  of  projected  lines.  As  was 
stated  yesterday  the  Harrison  line  are 
constructing  three  new  steamers  to  aug- 
ment the  fleet  now  engaged  in  service 
fiom  Liverpool  and  Antwerp  to  this  port, 
an  enterprise  organized  to  be  ready  for 
the  opening  of  the  Panama  canal,  the 
Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet  line  la  report- 
ed to  be  making  ready  to  enter  this  ser- 
vice, and  every  few  days  shipping  papers 
announce  the  prospect  of  other  lines. 
The  Harrison  line  at  present  operates 
three  separate  services,  which  carry 
freight  for  the  North  Pacific,  the  direct 
line  via  the  Magellan  strait,  and  linen  to 
the  Tehuantapec  and  Panama  railroads. 
These  joint  line*  k»v»  a  ffB8tty  service. 
The  vessels  In  the  three  services  alter- 
nate in  their'saillng  dates,  one  going  to 
Colon,  the  Atlantic  port  of  the  Panama 
railroad  to  ship  freight  across  the  canal 
Isthmus,  the  next  to  Puerto  Mexico  to 
ship  merchandise  over  the  Tehuantapee 
Isthmus  and  the  Direct*  liners  sail  once 
a  month.  The  Commodore  left  Liverpool 
on  November  8th  to  follow  the  Director 
to  this  port,  and  the  Student  sails  on  No- 
vember 29th.  When  the  Panama  canal  is 
open  the  steamers  will  come  direct  via 
that  waterway. 

In  view  of  the  prospective  increase  in 
the  shipping  of  the  North  Paciflc  coast 
as  a  result  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
canal  when  It  is  considered,  as  Is  shown 
by  history,  that  the  ports  which  are 
ready  in  anticipation  of  the  development 
are  those  which  secure  the  greatest  por- 
tion of  the  trade,  steps  should  be  taken 
without  delay  to  secure  for  Victoria 
adequate  harbor  works  providing  ade- 
quate and  economical  facilities  for  handl- 
ing the  trade.  Drydock  accommodation 
should  also  be  secured  so  that  any  of 
the  vessels  trading  here  which  meet  with 
accident  could  be  readily  repaired.  With 
Kood  facilities  for  handling  cargoes  and 
for  making  repairs  insurance  rates 
would  be  lower,  and  consequently  freight 
would  be  handled  cheaper. 

How  ports  suffer  in  loss  of  trade  aa 
a  result  of  failure  to  provide  for  Its 
growth  Is  shown  by  the  ca.se  of  Antwerp 
an.l  Rotter.iam.  The  Belgian  port  has 
i,..n  dilatory  in  carrying  out  work* 
whlrh  were  planned  In  1906  and  Rotter- 
dam, energetic  in  providing  requirements 
has  benefitted  In  consequence.  Referring 
to  Antwerp  and  Rotterdam  in  this  con- 
nection   the   Liverpool   Journal   of   Com- 

RHrrca  says: 

•The  equipment  of  and  means  of  ac- 
cess to  the  port,  it  is  pointed  out,  are 
utterly  Inadequate;  they  do  not  afford 
existing  traffic  the  facilities  which  It 
requires,  and  thus  not  only  Is  new  trade 
not  attracted  to  that  port,  but  Its  pros- 
perity and  development  are  seriously 
hindered.  Antwerp's  competitors.  It  is 
muted,  are  fully  aware  of  the  situation, 
and  are  taking  advantage  of  it.  Their 
progress  Is  much  more  rapid  than  that 
of  Antwerp,  and  statistics  prove  that  the 
apparent  growth  of  Antwerp's  trade  la, 
in  reality,  a  relative  retrogression.  Ex- 
i>pri«m<e.  has  shown,  the  memorial  state*, 
that  Antwerp  Is  ten  years  behind  her 
requirements. 


"A  contrast  Is  drawn  between  the  dll- 
atorlness  of  Antwerp  and  the  energy  of 
Rotterdam.  "In  1»0«,  when  the  news- 
papers were  full  of  the  magnificent  pro- 
gramme of  extensions  which  were  quick- 
ly to  place  Antwerp  far  ahead  of  all 
Its  competitors,  the  municipality  of  Rot- 
terdam replied  at  once  by  the  elabor- 
ation of  plans  for  an  immense  dock  of 
400  hectares,  the  Waal  haven,  as  large  as 
all  the  proposed  extensions  at  Antwerp. 
Tlie  work  was  put  in  hand  Immediately, 
and  on  June  13,  1907,  a  beginning  was 
made  with  the  dredging  of  the  dock  for 
a  space  of  40  hectares  to  a  depth  of  be- 
tween 8  and  «  1-2  metres.  Early  In 
1909  the  first  ship  was  able  tot  use  the 
basin,  and  In  1909  the  whole  of  the  first 
portion  was  ready.  Meanwhile,  on  our 
side,  we  began  a  first  portion  of  30  hec- 
tares, which  will  not  be  ready  until  1914. 
On  May  11,  1911,  Rotterdam  voted  the 
money  for  a  new  portion  of  nearly  100 
hectares,  which  will  be  finished  In  four 
or  five  years,  but  of  which  a  first  part 
will  be  available  for  use  in  one  or  two 
years."

The  colislon  between  the  steamer 
Columba  and  the  British  ship  Wiscombe 
Park,  when  the  sailer  was  starting  on  a 
voyage  to  this  port  under  charter  to  R. 
V.  Winch  A  Co.  with  a  cargo  of  cement 
from  Rochester  has  resulted  In  a  claim 
being  brought  in  the  Admiralty  courts 
at  Liverpool  by  the  owners  of  the  Wis- 
combe Park  against  the  steamer  for 
damages  and  the  owners  of  the  Columbia 
Have  entered  a  counter  claim.  The  col- 
lision occurred  on  October  6th  near 
Cowes  lighthouse  in  the  English  Chan- 
nel. 

According    to    the   plaintiffs"    case    the 
weather  was  dark  and  rainy.     The  AVis- 
Combe  Park  was  making  nine  knots,  ami 
lier  regulation  lights  were  duly  exhibit- 
ed and  hurnlng.     In  these  circumstances 
those  on  the  sailing  ship  observed  about 
two  miles  distant  and  about  a  point  on 
the    port    bow,    the    masthead    and    red 
lights  of  the  Column*.     The  lights  were 
carefully  watched  and  the  ship  was  kept 
on  her  course,  but  as  the  Columba  drew 
dangerously  close,  and  it  was  seen   that 
a   collision    was   almost    bound   to   occur, 
the    helm    of    the    Wiscombe    Park    was 
ported  and  steadied.     Almost  Immediate- 
ly afterwards  the  red  light  was  shut  In 
and  the  green  opened  rapidly  on  the  port 
bow.  whereupon   the  helm  was  put  hard 
down  and  the  Columba  was  loudly  hailed 
to  go  astern.     In  spite  of  these  precau- 
tions   the    Columba    came    on    at    high 
speed,    swinging   very     rapidly    under    t 
starboard  helm,  and   with   her  stem  and 
bluff   of   her  starboard   bow   struck   the 
ship   In   the   way  of  her  port  main  rigg- 
ing, doing  her  such  damage  that  she  had 
to   take    assistance.      Plaintiffs      alleged 
that   a   bad -lookout    was      kept      on    the 
steamer,    which    failed    In    her    duty    to 
keep  out  of  the.  way  of  the  sailing  ship. 
The.  defendants    dented       negligence 
Their   case    was    that    the    Columba   was 
making    8  1-2    knots,    when    the    lookout 
man    reported    a    vessel    without    lights 
ahead.    The  of/icer  of  the  watch  at  once 
picked    the  vessel    up,    but    could    see   no 
light  on  her.     Shortly  afterwards  flashes 
of   a    red    light    were    seen    through    the 
glasses   about    half  a   mile  ahead.     The 
•helm  of  the  steamer  was  at  once  ordered 
hard    aport,    but    before    the   order   could 
be    carried    out    a    green    light    was    ob- 
served   and    the    helm    was    accordingly 
ordered    hard    astarboard.      As    soon    as 
the   ship   was  brought   on   the   starboard 
how,    however,   a     red     light      appeared. 
The  engines  were  at  once  put  full  speed 
astern,    but    the   ship,   which    proved,  to 
be  the  Wiscombe  Park,  ran  up  into  the

The  provincial  museum,  which  is  the 
proud  possessor  of  a  flne  display  of  In- 
dian relics,  has  been  further  enriched  by 
th*  wonderful  collection  of  trophies 
secured  during  the  summer  months  by 
Dr.  Newcombe,  of  Victoria,  an  authority 
on  all  matters  pertaining  to  aboriginal 
life  in  British  Columbia,  as  well  as  an 
Indefatigable,  intelligent  and  successful 
collector.  ( 

The  specimens  secured  Include  every- 
thing from  giant  totem  poles  to  polished 
skulls  and  tire  »o  numerous  and  so 
bulky  that  the  present  museum  is  un- 
able to  accommodate  any  part  of  them. 

When  the  new  museum  is  completed 
It  la  hoped  that  a  separate  building  or 
apartment  may  bo  allotcd  where  the 
collection  may  he  properly  housed,  and 
where  the  public  may  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  eee  and  study  this  flne  array 
of  curios,  which  represents  all  that  is 
best  in  the  literature,  the  ar-t  and  handi- 
crafts of  savage  life  on  the  north  Paci- 

Until  that  ttnie,  however.  tW  <-«.l- 
lection  is  being  stored  at  the  house  oJT 
Dr.  N.wcombe  on   Dallas   road,  and     as

filled  with  unnamed,  but  highly  conven- 
tionalized monsters. 

The  sheds  and  outbuildings  are  bulg- 
ing with  their  'treasure  of  nehlng.  and 
hunting  implements,  blankets,  mats, 
masks,  rattles  and  ceremonial  regalia. 
The  overflow  Items,  consisting  of  totem 
poles  and  carvings  monopolise  the  great- 
er portion  of  the  yard  where  they  are 
plied  in  stacks  like  so  much  oordwood  Is 
Intensified  by  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
larger  pieces  have  been  sawed  Into  sev- 
eral lengths  to  facilitate  transportation. 

One  piece  so  treated  Is  a  monument 
from  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  where 
for  half  a  century  it  not  only  marked 
the  resting  place  of  an  Indian  woman 
but  also  sSsrved  as  a  vault  for  her  re- 
mains. This  woman  had  the  misfortune 
to    be    an    occupant    of    a    canoe    which. 


tlve  comfort  and  the  body  safely  land- 
ed  at  Tahu  or  "Old  Klue"  where  It  re- 
mained until  entomfbed  with  appropriate 
ceremony  in  the  carved  and  painted 
monument  which  has  now  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  provincial  govern- 
ment. 

Painted  Screen. 
Another  relic  of  special  interest  1b  a 
large  painted  screen  .from  the.  West 
Coast,  behmd  which  the  young  girls  of 
the  tribe  wou4d  conceal  themselves  for 
several  days  when  arriving  at  the  age 
of  maturity.  The  screen  was  erected 
on  a  scaffolding  from  which  the  chief, 
as  part  of  the  cerermony  would  throw  a 
piece  of  wood,  whtrh  represented  a 
trophy,  to  be  struggled  for  by  the 
crowd  of  youths  btdow.  The  one  whose 
strength  and  agility  enabled  him  to  re- 
tain the  stick  was  presented  with  Quan- 
tities of  oil,  and  bluHber  and  other 
delicacies.  This  strange  custom  was 
noted  by  an  old  Spanish  explorer  at 
Noot'ka  and  an  artist  with  their  party 
made  a  very  creditable  paanting  of 
such  a  scene,  showing  a  screen  of  much 
the  same  design  as  the  one  secured  for 
the  museum.  The  carving  on  this  screen 
represents  in  conventual  form  the 
Lightning. Snake,  the  Thunder  Bud,  and 
the  whale,  which  are  the  three  prime 
motifs   of  Nootka  design.     It  has  been 


repaired  in  places  by  native  workmen 
and  la  now  to  be  seen  In  much  the  same 
condition  as  the  old,  save  that  there  are 
no  dus-ky  damsels  concealed  behind  It. 
Many  other  carvings  aa  well  aa  poles 
and  effigies  of  men  amd  women  are  num- 
bered among  the  government's  new  col- 
lection, which  also  contains  a  flne  var- 
iety of  dishes  for  ordinary  use  as  well 
aa  those  employed  at  potlatches  and 
other  formal  feasts.  One  of  these  latter 
la  a  gr»«t  log  h»wn  into  the  shape  of 
a  whalo.  and  almost  the  size  of  one. 
The  Great  Haldas. 
"It  is  a  bit  large,"  saild  Dr.  New- 
oonrbe,  "but  then,  the  Haldas  who  made 
it  and  used  it  were  big  men  physically 
They  did  big  things  and  thought  big 
things;  they  lived  and  loved,  travelled, 
fought,  and  entertained  in  a  big  way, 
so,  to  represent  them  In  anything  like 
the  proper  spirit,  one  must  employ  big 
things." 

But  big  things  have  a  limit  as  well 
as  everything  else  and  for  that  reason, 
perhapB,  the'  doctor  failed  to  Include 
among  his  spoils  the  famous  bridge 
across  the  Bulkley  at  Hagwelget:  This 
bridge,  which  was  orlglnully  of  a  pure 
cantilever  type,  but  latterly  a  cross  be- 
tween that  and  a  suspension  bridge,  la 
probably  the  most  remarkable  piece  of 
engineering  ever  accomplished  by  any 
primitive  people.  It  spans  a  turbulent 
stream  at  a  height  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  and  is  fastened  at  the  ends 
to  the  rocky  cliffs  In  a  manner  that  ia 
the  wonder  of  all  beholders.  The 
bridge,  although  In  daily  uae.  has  long 
since  been  condemned  by  the  govern- 
ment and  its  neglected  timbers,  split 
and  rolling,  must  soon  give  way.  When 
they  do,  the  bridge  Itself  will  certainly 
be  lost,  but  there  will  remain  for  all 
time  a  falthfu  copy  of  the  structure  in 
the  provincial  museum.  This  model, 
built  by  native  workmen,  shows  every 
timber  and  plank  Just  as  they  were  in 
the  original.     It  gives  a  clean  cut,  clear 


association,  presided.  The  president 
voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  nation; 
Governor  Willaon  of  Kentucky  repre- 
sented Lincoln's  native  state;  General 
John  C.  Black,  former  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  Grand  Army  ctf  the  Repub- 
lic, spoke  for  the  aoldlera  of  the  north, 
and  General  Castleton  of  Kentucky  for 
the  soldiers  of  the  south.  Senator  Borah 
of  Idaho  delivered  an  address  on  "Lin- 
coln— the  Men."  Clarenoe  Mackay, 
treasurer  of  the  Lincoln  Barm  asso- 
ciation, eaid  of  the  memorial:  "It  Is  the 
gift  of  'both  the  affluent  and  the  lowly. 
It  has  come  from  a  gift  of  135,000  from 
one,  and  from  many  thouaanda  like  the 
good  woman  who  sent  me  80  centa  for 
herself  and  seven  children,  and  the  two 
miners,  who  from  their  Alaska  dig- 
gings, sent  me  $10  in  gold  dust.  The 
association  has  raised  a  total  of  about 
9383,000.  The  memorial  la  paid  for  and 
an  endowment  of  f 60, 000  set  aalde  for 
maintenance.  There  la  little  elae  to  say 
— It  la  a  simple,  «irect  tribute  of  a 
grateful  people  to  the  memory  of  a 
great  American.  The  success  of  this 
enterprise  has  been  due  chkfely  to  the 
generous  and  patriotic  spirit  of  Robert 
J.  Collier.  He  made  the  Lincoln  Farm 
association  possfble.  Once  the  plans 
for  the  association  were  formulated  the 
people  of  the  nation  promptly  did  the 
rest.  It  has  been  democracy's  tribute 
to   a   great  democrat."

Lum  How.  a  Chinese  workman  at 
Vancouver,  has  been  awarded  $116.01 
and  $9.44  per  week  until  recovery,  for 
the  loss  of  two  fingers,  under  theo  Wrk- 
mn  Compensation  act  of  British  Co- 
lumbia.

No  less  than  $5,000,000  was  paid  for 
the  relief  of  the  unemployed  members 
of  trade  unions  out  of  the  money  In 
the  union  treasuries  last  year.

The  Victoria  Trades  and  Labor  Coun- 
cil met  In  Labor  hall  last  week.

Credentials 
were  presented  by  C.  Stewart,  as  dele- 
gate from  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers 
Union.  Delegate  Stewart,  the  president 
announced,  has  been  for  years  ona  of 
the  most  active  of  the  leading  labor 
men  of  Vancouver,  and  has  now  become 
a  resident  of  Victoria  and  was  working 
here  at  his  trade  as  a  sheet  metal  work- 
er. 

Not  since  the  days  of  the  gold  rushes 
has  there  been  such  a  general  strain 
on  the  labor  market  In  Australia  as 
exists  at  the  present  time.  In  two 
states.  New  ftsuth  Wales  and  Western 
Australia.  Rtial  Commissions  are  in- 
vestigating the  subject  of  labor  scarcity 
and  from  each  of  the  other  states.  Em- 
ployers' organisations  are  loudly  be- 
wailing their  Inability  to  procure  suf- 
ficient hands  to  cope  with  the  large 
amount  of  work   that   la  waiting    to   be 

done.  » 

Woman  cooks  have  been  employed  on 
several  coastwise  vessels  running  out 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  experiment  1b 
reported  to  have  proved  successful. 
Capt.  H.  W.  Crosby,  of  the  Washington 
Tug  and  Barge  company,  is  profuse 
In  hia  praise  of  woman  steamship  cooks. 
"They're  sober,"  he  said,  "and  make 
hgttol    bread.    Then    there      isn't      that 


companies  Involved  should  not  recognise 
the  existence  of  the  railway  unions, 
or  deal  with  them  as  organised  hodles. 
Undoubtedly  under  this  decision  fu- 
ture complications  win  arise. 

Ben  Ttllet,  referring  to  certain  reg- 
ulations recently  adopted  for  workmen 
in  the  fuel  trades.  In  England,  says: 
"We  want  to  see  our  fellow-workers 
going  home  In  clean  clothes  and  leav- 
ing their  soiled  apparel  at  the  works. 
(here  lo  be  washed  under  the  beat 
conditions  of  sanitation,  so  that  the 
man  may  leave  his  work  as  clean  as  he 
leaves  his  home  to  go  to  work.  It  will 
assist  his  wife,  keep  the  home  cleaner, 
and  give  a  better  chance  for  the  man 
to  maintain  his  good  health.  The  men 
ought  to  see  the  wisaom  of  this  advice, 
for  it  was  the  fell  purpose  of  the  em- 
ployers to  defeat  the  end  We  had  in 
view;  some  of  the  worst  of  the  em- 
ployers were  only  too  well  served  by 
the  weaklings  among  our  own  ranks. 
Intimidation  by  foremen  and  the  threats 
of  the  loss  of  work.  The  best  of  high- 
ly paid  counsel  were  employed  to  defeat 
us,  but  the  truth  Is  nearer  Justice  than 
the  law.  and  we  have  been  able  to  fight 
the  employers  and,  I  hope,  make  a  win 
that  will  endure  and  will  be  appreciat- 
ed by  the  men  at  the  worka" 

The  great  coal  strike  In  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  probability  of  which  was 
mentioned  in  this  paper  several  weeks 
ago,  is  drawing  nearer-  every  day.  A 
cable  from  London  says  that  "the  pos- 
sibility of  a  national  strike  of  miners 
in  the  near  future  haiiKB  ilko  a  ClouS 
over  the  market,  and  this  possibility 
was  by  no  means  lessened  by  the  fail- 
ure of  a  conference  of  masters  and 
men  held  a  few  days  ago,  to  arrive  at 
an  agreement."  Fully  500,000  men  will 
be  Involved  when  the  word  in  given  tb 
strike.  While  the  miners  have  put 
forth  as  their  main  issue  a  demand  for 
extra   pay    for    those    employed    in    "ab- 
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probability  of  mutiny.  The  galleys  are 
kept  much  cleaner  and  the  sailors  and; 
passengers  alike  appear  to  be  better 
satisfied  with  home  cooking."  Woman 
cooks  are  paid  $5  a  month  more  than 
were   the  men. 

The  threatened  strike  of  the  Lanca- 
ster, cotton  operatives  over  the  Ques- 
tion of  non-unionists  working  In  the 
Gatefleld  mill.  Burnley,  has  been  avert- 
ed Four  non-unionists,  who  formerly 
declined  to  Join  the  union,  reconsidered 
their  sttltude  and  became  members  of 
the  Textile  Union,  thus  averting  * 
strike  which  would  have  involved  over 
200.000  workers. 

There  has  been  inaugurated  la  Great 
Britain  a  Federation  of  Manufacturers 
and"  a  circular  Has  been  sent  to  a  large 
number  of  prominent  firms,  asking  them 
to  Join  In  the  scheme.  It  is  stated  that 
the  new  federation  Is  to  provide  means 
whereby  strike  breakers  can  be  procMred 
In  case  of  industrial  disputes  and  at  | 
Burning  the  same  functions  as  are  founu 
In  employers'  associations  in  America, 

The  International  Union  of  Pavers. 
Rammermen  and  Flag*  Layers  reports 
that  It  has  been  successful  In  advancing 
the  wages  of  its  men  In  Che  laying  of 
wood  block  pavement  from  $3.iO  to  $5 
per  day  without  friction.  This  Inter- 
national union,  while  not  large,  has 
been  extremely  successful  in  increasing 
the  wages  of  its  members  and  securing 
splendid    working    conditions.        . 

Standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  with 
"Tha  concern  of  one.  the  concern  of 
all"  as  their  motto,  the  garment  work- 
ers of  New  York  have  gained  another 
substantial  victory.  In  the  past  the 
struggles  between  the  garment  workers 
and  their  employers  have  been  long 
and  bitterly  contested.  Now  the  gar- 
ment workers  are  united.  and  the 
struggles  are  growing  fewer  and  of 
much  shorter  duration.  The  strike  re- 
cently ended  lasted  a  week,  and  the 
strikers  have  practically  gained  every 
one  of  their  chief  demands. 

A  special  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  New  Zealand  government  life 
insurance  department  by  which  a  pur- 
chaser of  a  worker's  dwelling  may.  on 
entering  Into  his  agreement  to  purchase 
effect  with  that  department  an  insur- 
ance on  his  life  throughout  the  period 
of  his  agreement  for.  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable, the  amount  owing  on  his  dwel- 
ling from  time  to  time,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  the  death  of  the  purchaser 
the  balance  owing  on  his  dwelling  would 
at  once  be  payable  by  the  life  Insurance 
department  and  the  dwelling  would  be- 
come part  of  his  estate. 

Agreements  are  practically  completed 
for  the  inauguration  of  an  organisation 
campaign  among  carpenters  and  general 
woodworkers  in  Toronto  and  vicinity, 
which  will  probably  result  In  placing 
the  carpenters  In  a  stronger  position 
than  they  have  ever  before  held  In  this 
city.  In  this  work  both  the  existing 
organizations,  the  Amalgamated  Car- 
penters and  the  United  Brotherhood  of 
Carpenters,  have  agreed  to  act  Jointly 
and  will  at  once  put  organisers  into 
tha    field.  t  » 

The  labor  organisations  In  Great  Bri- 
tain are  seeking  closer  affiliation  and 
amalgamation.  The  Amalgam****  So- 
ciety of  Carpenters  and  Joiners,  repre- 
senting 68,000  members,  have  Just  Join- 
ed forces,  and  the  textile  workers  of 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  have 
arranged  a  working  agreement.'  A  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  committee  for  the 
consolidation  of  the  building  Industry's 
trade  unions  into  one  organization  will 
be  held   shortly. 

Owing  to  the  strike  of  ttie  Great 
South  Western  Railway  in  Ireland,  traf- 
fic returns  for  the  past  three  weeks 
show  a  decrease  of  $165,000  as  compsred 
with  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
There  has  also  been  a  strike  of  Irish 
bakers,  which  began  recently  In  Dublin. 
The  Belfast  Bakers  have  now  decided 
to  coma  out  on  strike  unless  an  advance 
of  60c  per  week  is  granted.  An  effort 
is  being  made  to  form  an  Irish  Feder- 
ation of  Labor  to  bring  all  the  trades 
into  closer^  relations.

Mr.  J.  8.  Konenkamp.  International 
president  of  the  Commercial  Telegraph- 
ers' union  of  America,  paid  a  visit  to 
Victoria  last  week.  Mr.  Kokenkamp  Is 
here  in  the  interests  of  the  commercial 
telegraphers.  On  Sunday  he  addressed 
a  large  gathering  of  union  men  of  all 
crafts  In  Vancouver.  Mr.  Kononkamp, 
•with  his  wife.  Is  at  t<he  present  time  on 
a  9000-mile  tour,  in  the  Interests  of  the 
union,  with  the  intention  of  organizing 
a  campaign  for  the  betterment  of  con- 
ditions. During  a  short  talk  with  a 
Colonist  representative.  Mr.  Konenkamp 
said  that  throughout  the  country  he  had 
found  considerable  dissatisfaction  on 
the  part  of  operators,  because  of  their 
wages  not  having  advanced  with  the 
cost  of  living,  yet  withal  considerable 
nrogress  has  been  made  at  all  points. 
It  was  a  fact  that  wages  of  operators 
were  even  lower  now  than  they  were 
twenty-five  years  ago.  In  endeavoring 
to  organise  the  Western  Union  men, 
Mr.  Konenkamp  said  that  he  had  met 
with  strong  opposition  from  the  com- 
pany, but  that  he  had  found  the  con- 
ditions of  the  a  P.  R.  a  trifle  in  ad- 
vance to  those  of  any  other  company 
in  ,  the  Dominion. 

General  Harrison  Gray  Otis,  who  has 
tried  to  fasten  the  crime  of  blowing  up 
the  Times  building  on  organized  labor, 
will  now  have  to  strive  to  keep  the 
crime  from  being  fastened  on  himself. 
Relatives  of  some  of  the  workmen  who 
lost  their  lives  In  the  explosion  have 
awakened  to  the  realization  of  the  fact 
that  the  general  and  not  the  union 
la  responsible  for  the  death  of  their 
loved  ones.  The  following  dispatch 
from  Los  Angeles  appeared  in  the 
Washington  Star:  "Suit  for  $50,000 
damages  has  been  brought  aganst  the 
Los  Angeles  Times  by  the  widow  and 
mother  of  A.  Churchill  Harvey  Elder, 
who  died  as  a  result  Of  the  disaster 
at  the  plant  of  that  newspaper  October 
1,  1910.  The  suit  was  directed  against 
Harrison  Gray  Otis,  president  and  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Times;  Harry 
Chandler,  treasurer  and  assistant  man- 
ager, and  Harry  E.  Andrews,  managing 
editor.  The  plaintiffs  allege  that  the 
explosion  in  the  Times  building  was 
caused  by  gas.  They  charge  the  defend- 
ants with  hsvlng  negligently  permitted 
the  establishment  to  become  filled  with 
gas  and  with  having  failed  to  provide 
proper  means  of  escape  from  the  build- 
ing in  accordance  with  city  ordinances. 
Elder  was  assistant  city  editor  of  the 
Times  when  the  explosion  occurred,  he 
Jumped  from  the  third  storey  window 
and  was  so  severely  Injured  that  he 
died."

The  most  extraordinary  town  in  British 
Columbia  is  Hazelton,  at  the  head  of  naviga- 
tion on  the  Skeena  river.  Other  places  have 
their  interesting  points,-  but  Hazleton  bristles 
with  points.  You  never  get  tired  studying 
Hazleton.  To  begin  with  it  is  one  of  the  most 
beautifully  located  cities  in  this  province  of 
scenery. 

Roch  Deboule,  the  most  amazing  mountain 
that  ever  happened,  stands  at  the  back  of  Haz- 
leton and  greets  you  with  a  different  expres- 
sion every  time  you  look  at  it.  Between  hi* 
peaks  is  a  mighty  glacier,  and  men  who  have 
climbed  to  its  heights  have  discovered  ric{} 
veins  of  galena  and  copper,  but  to  the  chance 
investor  it  is  the  varying  hues  of  the  ever- 
changing  expressions  of  the  old  mountain  that 
hold  the  most  interest.  After  a  while,  when 
things  get  settled  down  a  little,  Hazleton 
should  contain  more  artists^  to  the  square  inch 
than  any  other  town  in  British  Columbia.  It 
lacks  those  artists  at  present. 

Then  Hazleton  has  another  unique  feature 

it  is  built  for  the  most  part  on  an  Indian 

reserve.  British  Columbia  contains  more 
monied  Indians  than  it  know*  what  to  do  with, 
and  especially  plutocratic  are  the  Hazleton 
Siwashes.  The  townsite  of  Hazleton  contain* 
nine  acres  only.  The  town  itself  covers  an 
area  six  or  siven  times  as  great  a?  tht*,  the 
white  man  renting  his  land  from  the  Indians. 
There  are  more  Siwashes  in  this  little  corner 
of  the  province  than  in  anyOfc»rand  every 
tribe  envies  the  Hazleton  red  men  for  the  hold 
they  have  on  the  whites. 

Apart  from  these  two  features.  Hazleton  i» 
today  probably  the  greatest  pack-train  camp  in 
North  American.  Even  before  the  railroad 
.  came  in  sight  the  town  at  head  of  navigation, 
on  the  Skeena  jeached  a  considerable  size  and 
a  very  flourishing  state  through  its  stiategic 
poitsion.  From  here  the  goods  that  are  landed 
from  the  little  Skeena  steamers  are  carried  on 
little  Indian  pontes  many  miles  into  the  In- 
teior  to  the  Omineca  mines,  to  the  Babihe, 
to  Francois  and  Ootsa  lakes;  in  fact  to  the 
verge  of  Fraser  lake,  at  which  point  the  Qu€s- 
nel  influence  begins  to  be  felt.  From  Hazle- 
ton the  government  pack-train  which  supplies 
all  the  telegraph  Stations  along  the  govern- 
ment line  to  the  Yukon,  sets  out  each  year. 

Day  after  day  you  can  sec  pack-trains 
starting,  following  these,  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  Engineers  parties  outfit  at  Hazleton 
with  Indians  and  ponies  to  carry  their  supplies 
east  along  the  right-of-way.  The  1 
themselves  move  to  and  fro  along  the  U 
gcaph  trail  with  pack-trains.     The  only  dif-

dogs  and  squaws  as  well  as  the  horse. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific it  has  been  well  knefwn  that  the  old 
Iowa  ©t  Haaletoii  coast  move.     The  railroad 


crosses  to  the  east  bank  of  the  Skeena  some 
miles  below  the  old  town  and  follows  up  this 
bank  to  the  junction  of  the  Bulkley  river 
below  Hazleton ;.  thence  turning  east  along 
the  south  bank  of  the  Bulkley.  Hazleton,  un- 
fortunately for  the  old  town,  is  situated  on  a 
peninsula  at  the  north  of  the  Skeena  and  Bulk- 
ley  junction.  So  it  is  sidetracked.  For  years 
hundreds  of  real  estate  men  throughout  Brit- 
ish Columbia  have  been  wondering  where  the 
railroad  town  would  be  located,  and  many  of 
them  have  backed  their  theories  by  investing 
in  land  along  the  line  from  the  point  where  the 
four  or  five  miles  east  of  the  old-  town,  south 
railroad  crosses  the  Skeena  to  a  distance  of 
four  or  five  miles  east  of  the  old  town  south 
of  the  Bulkley  river.  The  railroad  itself  first 
settled  on  what  was  known  as  Ellison,  south 
several  miles  from  Hazleton,  on  the  bank  of 
the  Skeena  but  this  location  has  now  been 
abandoned  by  them  owing  to  the  grade  and  re- 
cently it  was  announced  that  the  town  would 
be  placed  on  a  bench  south  of  the  junction  of 
the  Bulkley  and  Skeena  rivers,  about  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  old  town. 

,  At  the  point  where  the  two  rivers  actually 
meet  is  a  flat  of  considerable  size,  known  as 
Mission  point,  and  owned  by  the  Methodist 
Mission  Society.  The  railroad  line  follows 
the  brow  of  a  bench  back  of,  and  above, 
this  low-lying  point.  The  bottom  land 
is  too  far  below  the  grade  to  be  valuable  for 
townsite  purposes,  so  the  railroad  company 
fixed  on  the  bench  for  this  purpose.  While 
we  were  at  Hazleton  all  the  busines  men  of 
the  old  town  were  simply  waiting  for  the. rail- 
road to  make  its  decision  and  were  ready  to 
move  bag  and  baggage  to  the  site  selected. 
They  will  probably  have  made  Up  their  minds 
by  this  time  to  a  flit  of  a  mile  and  a  half. 

The  new  townsite  will  be  connected  with  the 
present  system  of  government  roads  and  trails 
by  means  of  a  high  level  bridge  over  the  Bulk- 
ley.  Even  after  the  building  of  the  railroad, 
when  the  pack-train  in  general  will  become  a 
thing  of  the  past,  Hazleton  must  continue  to 
'  be  an  enormous  distributing  centre ;  indeed  the 
coming  of  the  railroad  will  vastly  increase  its 
ortance  in  this  respect.  The  reason  for 
this  is  that  the  town  is  centrally  located  to  be 
the  supply  point  of  great  mineral  deposits. 
The  Babine  country,  rich  in  copper  and  silver 
is  tributary.    The  Copper  river  with  its  copper, 


silver  arid  lead  is  within  easy  reach.  The 
mountains  surrounding  Hazleton  itself,  such 
as  Roch  Deboule,  Four-Mile  and  Nine-Mite 
mountains,  have  been  found  to  teem  with  min- 
erals and,  perhaps  the  most  important  thing 
of  all  a  vast  deposit  of  anthracite  coal  has 
been  discovered  on  the  west  fork  of  th* 
Skeena,  a  short  distance  above  Hazleton.  The 
importance  of  this  coal  deposit  to  the  city 
cannot  be  overestimated.  Anthracite  coal  ia  a 
rarity  in  this  part  of  the  world,  and,  experts 
who  have  examined  these  deposits,  declare 
that  the  coal  in  area,  as  well  as  in  quality, 
rivals  that  found  in  Pennsylvania;  indeed  it 
seems  that  the  optimism  of  the  Hazleton  peo- 
ple as  to  the  future  of  their  town  is  not  a* 
all  misplaced. 

The  railroad  line  will  be  in  operation  to 
a  point  within  twelve  miles  of  Hazleton,  in 
December,  of  this  year.  In  the  meantime  the 
mode  of  travel  between  Hazleton  and  the  out* 
side  world  is  by  river  steamers  owned  by  the- 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  and  by  Foley,  Welch 
&  Stewart,  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  contrac- 
tors. The  Skeena  is  a  woeful  stream  to  navi- 
gate, crooked,  rocky  'and  abounding  in  can- 
yons. Going  down  stream  the  steamers  make 
great  speed,  but  coming  up  they  merely  crawl 
along  and  the  complaining  of  their  engines 
as  they  buck  the  current  can  be  heard  for 
many  miles.  As  soon  as  the  bridge  crossing 
the  Skeena  is  completed,  steel  can  be  laid 
very  rapidly  for  a  considerable  distance  be- 
yond Hazleton,  as  the  grade  ia  practically 
complete  there. 

The  resent  town  of  Hazleton  has  many  in- 
teresting side-lights.  One  of  these  is  the  In- 
dian cemetery,  which  is  situated  on  a  hill  at 
the  back  of  the  town.  This  is  a  regular  village 
of  the  dead,  each  tomb  being  a  little  house 
built  over  the  grave  and  containing  little  nick- 
nacks  that  were  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  de« 
parted.  In  the  case  of  the  men  such  articles, 
as  shaps,  hats,  etc.,  are  hung  up  in  the  tomb, 
while  the  women's  graves  have  little  article* 
of  clothing  which  they  fancied  in  life.  In  one 
of  these  graves  we  saw  a  pair  of  corsets  hang- 
ing up.  The  deceased  was  no  doubt  pr< 
of  this  possession  as  pi  it  was  the  only 

one  owned  by  the  tribe  m  her  day. 

Three  miles  east  of  Hazleton,  on  the  Bulk- 
ley   river,  is  the   Indian  village   of   Hagwel-

Speaking  at  the  banquet  in  his  honor  given 
by  tbc  Royal  Colonial  Institute,  Lord  Grey, 
who  had  a  magnificent  reception,  said  the  fact 
that  the  toast  had  been  proposed  by  his  old 
friend,  Mr.  Harcourt,  had  added  a  rare  zest  to 
the  pleasure  which  he  had  derived  from  that 
entertainment.  It  was  quite  true  that  for  the 
last  23  years  they  had  invariably  differed  in 
opinions,  but  he  rejoiced  to  think  that  they 
were  about  to  embark  upon  a  new  era.  and  that 
Mr.  Harcourt,  like  everybody  else  in  England, 
could  not  fail,  by  the  conditions  and  circum- 
stances of  the  time,  to  be  as  good  an  Imperial- 
ist as  hhnself.  (Laughter.)  In  acknowledg- 
ing the  kind  things  that  had  been  said,  he 
wished  to  say  that  the  success  of  his  Gover- 
nor-Generalship was  in  large  measure  due  to 
the  whole-hearted  enthusiasm  with  which 
Lady  Grey  and  his  two  daughters  had  identi- 
fied themselves  with  the  life,  the  sports,  and 
the  best  hopes  of  the  Canadian  people,  and  he 
must  not  forget  to  mention  the  willing  and 
ungrudging  co-operation  of  the  devoted  staff, 
for  it  was  on  the  iacl  and  zeal  Siiown,  not 
only  by  the  family  of  the  Governor-General, 
but  by  a  cheerful  and  sympathetic  staff,  that 
the  success  of  a  Governor-General  depended. 
(Cheers.) 

Some  Lessons  of  the  Canadian  Elections. 

Lord  Grey  continued:       Referring  to  Can- 
ada, with  the  shadow  of  the  Governor-Gener- 


alship  still  upon  me,  it  would  be  bad  taste  to 
give  expression  to  any  individual  views  on 
controversial  topics.  There  arc,  however,  a  few 
questions  which  I  understand  are  at  present 
occupying  the  mind  01  England  on  which  I 
may  safely  give  expression  to  what  I  believe 
to  be  the  views  of  practically  the  whole  Do- 
minion. I  can  say  with  the  greatest  confi- 
dence that,  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional 
crank  here  and  there,  it  is  impossible  to  find 
an  annexationist  within  the  whole  length 
and  breadth  of  the  Dominion.  (Cheers.)  1 
can  also  say  with  equal  confidence  that,  not- 
withstanding sonic  desire  to  the  contrary, 
there  is  no  expectation  in  Canana  that  the  re- 
cent Canadian  elections  should  be  used  as  an 
argument  for  introducing  any  changes  in  the 
tariff  of  the  United  Kingdom.  (Hear,  hear.) 
It  cannot  be  too  clearly  understood  that 
Canadians  are  as  adverse  to  the  idea  of  inter- 
fering in  your  local  affairs  as  they  are  to  any 
interference  on  your  part  with  theirs.  (Cheers) 
The  method  in  which  the  various  self-govern- 
ing units  of  the  empire  may  collect  the  rev- 
enue required  to  enable  them  to  fulfil  the'.t 
national  and  imperial  obligations  is  regarded 
by  Canadians  as  a  local  matter  within  the  sole 
jurisdiction  of  the  Dominion  concerned.  They 
claim  the  right  to  tax  British  imports,  should 
their  revenue  and  national  requirements  ren- 
der such  a  tax  in  their  opinion  desirable,  and 
they  do  not  wish  to  interfere  with  the  desire 
of  the  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  rai  e 
their  revenue  in  such  way  as  may  seem  best 
to  them. 

The  Destiny  of  Canada. 

Another  question  of  great  interest  to  Eng- 
land is — What  is  the  relation  of  Canada  to  the 
empire,  and  how  far  does  Canada  recognize 
her  obligation  to  take  her  share  in  carrying  its 
burdens? 

The  answer  to  the  question.  What  is  the 
relation  of  Canada  to  the  empire?  was  given 
in  large  letters  on  the  wall  at  the  dinner  141  ven 
to  me  by  the  Canadian  Club  in  1004.  shortly 
before  f  left  for  Canada.  The  proud  boast 
that  greeted  me  from  the  wall  of  the  banquet- 
ing chamber  on  that  occasion,  reflecting  the 
Confident  belief  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  in  the 
destinv  of  his  country,  was  that  "The  -JOth 
century  belonged  to  Canada."  (Cheers.)  Now 
if  it  be  true,  as  has  beet*  well  said,  that  the 
century  just  passed  was  the  century  of  nations 
and  that  the  current  century  will  be  known  to 
history  as  the  century  of  empires,  it  must  be 
obvious  that  Canada's  only  chance  of  appro- 
priating to  herself  the  proud  distinction  claim- 
ed for  her  by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  is  by  beconv- 
ing  the  strongest  factor  in  the  strongest  em- 
pire of  the  century.  If  there  is  any  doubt 
that  the  people  of  Canada  are  inspired  by  the 
faith  that  it  is  the  destiny  of  the  Dominion,  by 
reason  of  its  size,  its  fertility,  its  climate,  its 
wealth,  and  still  more  because  of  the  increas- 
ing number  and  high  character  of  her  popula- 
tion to  become  the  strongest  part  of  the  Brit- 
ish empire  before  the  close  of  the  present  cen- 
tury that  doubt  ought  to  be  dispelled  hv  the. 
greeting  which  hung  across  the  main  stre«  1  <>f 
Ottawa  in  large  letters  welcoming  the  Duke 
of  Connaught  on  his  arrival  in  the  federal  city 
of  the  Dominion,  with  the  following  words : 
"What  is  our  Country?  The  Empire  is  our 
Country,  Canada  is  our  Home."  (Loud 
cheers.)  The  fact  that  the  author  of  this  In- 
spiring slogan  is  Mr.  Graham,  the  ex-minister 
of  railways  in  Sir  Wilfrid's  cabinet,  ought  to 
be  accepted  as  evidence  that  the  government 
of  Sir  VVilfrid  Laurier  was  animated  by  no  an- 
nexationist sentiment  in  advocating  the  policy 
which  was  defeated  at  the  polls. 

In  order  that  I  may  convince  you  that  Can- 
ada is  absolutely  and  passionately  loyal  to  the 
Imperial  connection,  let  me  point  out  to  you 
that  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier.  whom  some  of  you 
have  been  taught  to  regard  with  suspicion,  was 
fully  persuaded  that  Iky  would,  if  ad- 

opted, strengthen  both  Canada  and  the  crown. 
(Hear,  hear.)       Justice  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
and  my  affection  and  admiration  for  that  dis- 
tinguished statesman  require     mc 
much.      To  secure  the  free  pro*

market  of  ncarlv  a  hundred 
the  reciprocal  ad- 
oducts  from   the    United 


States  and  by  a  trifling  reduction  of  the  duties 
on  agricultural  implements,  which  had  been 
energetically  demanded  by  the  agricultural  in- 
terests, appeared  to  him  to  be  an  economic  ad- 
vantage which  it  was  his  bounden  duty  to 
secure  for  his  country  when  the  unexpected 
opportunity  placed  it  within  his  reach.  His 
policy,  which  aimed  at  providing  extended 
markets  for  the  producers  of  Canada  while  at 
the  same  time  carefully  preserving  by  protec- 
tive safeguards  the  home  market  for  Canadian 
manufactures  may  have  been  a  good  or  a  bad 
policy — it  is  not  for  me  to  say — but  it  was  cer- 
tainly in  no  sense  the  policy  of  disloyalty  to 
closer  connection  with  the  Mother  Land. 
(Cheers)- On  the  contrary,  it  was  the  belief  ot 
those  responsible  for  this  policy  that  its  adop- 
tion would  bring  increased  prosperity  to  the 
producer  of  Canada,  with  a  resulting  increase 
in  the  home  demand  for  Canadian  manufac- 
tures, and  also  for  the  manufactures  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  whose  preference  would  not 
have  been  substantially  affected. 

I  have  p-iven  the  above  .sum ma rv  nf  th«»  1.0J- 
icy  of  the  party  which  was  defeated  at  the  De- 
cent election  with  the  hope  of  dissipating  from 
the  minds  of  Englishmen  any  suspicion  that 
the  ambitions  of  the  Liberal  party  in  Canada 
were  in  any  way  inconsistent  with  a  jealous 
regard  for  the  best  interests  of  the  empire." 
(Cheers.) 

Canadian  Attachment  to  the  Empire, 

The  people  of  Canada  however  sniffed  dan- 
ger in  these  proposals  (loud  cheers) — rightly 
or  wrongly,  it  is  not  for  me  to  say.  Thous- 
and and  thousands  of  Liberals  feared  that  their 
adoption  might  start  their  country  on  an  in- 
cline which  might  eventually  land  them  in  the 
lap  of  the  United  States.  The  suspicion  that  a 
secret  American  ambition  aimed  at  the  incor- 
poration of  Canada  in  the  United  States;  the 
recollection  by  Canadians  in  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces, and  in  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and 
Quebec  of  the  past  harsh  treatment  that  they 
had  suffered  from  the  United  States ;  the  pres- 
ent great  and  unbounding  prosperity  of  the 
Dominion — all  combined  to  strengthen  the  na- 
tional resolve  to  vote  down  a  policy  however 
advantageous  it  might  be  to  their  material  in- 
terests, in  which  they  scented  possible  danger 
to  their  fiscal  independence  and  national  au- 
tonomy.      (Cheers.) 

Just  as  Epaminondas  the  Theban  would  not 
allow  the  whole  riches  of  the  world  to  enter 
into  competition  with  the  love  of  his  country, 
and  thereby  raised  Thebes  to  the  highest  pitch 
of  glory,  so  the  Canadians  have  shown  and 
not  for  the  first  time,  that  the  love  of  their 
country  is  superior  to  every  other  considera- 
tion, thereby  justifying  the  belief  of  the  em- 
pire of  the  coming  greatness  of  the  splendid 
destiny  which  awaits  them.  (Cheers.)  To 
those  who  do  not  know  the  Canadian  people 
the  revelation  afforded  by  the  recent  elections 
of  the  strength  and  vigor  of  the  national  senti- 
ment of  Canada  must  have  been  a  most  wel- 
come and  refreshing  surprise.  It  did  not, 
however,  require  this  new  revelation  of  the 
traditional  spirit  of  Canada  to  convince  those 
who  were  already  acquainted  with  her  history 
and  with  the  character  of  her  people  that  their 
attachment  to  their  national  instituions  and  to 
their  connection  with  the  empire  is  too  deeply 
rooted  ever  to  be  overthrown.       (Cheers.) 

The  history  of  Canada,  I  would  remind  you, 
is  founded  on  sacrifice,  on  the  heroic  lives  and 
indomitable  courage  of  the  French  Jesuits  and 
of  the  early  settlers  of  French  and  English  de- 
scent who  at  the  risk  of  their  scalps  and  at  the 
cost  of  the  broken  backs  and  broken  hearts  of 
more  than  one  generation,  have  converted  a 
savage  wilderness  into  the  granary  of  the  em- 
pire. I  would  further  point  out  that  the  pulse 
of  the  United  Empire  Loyalists,  who  preferred 
to  abandon   their  homes  in  the  revolting  colon- 
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ies  and   to  nay — good-bye — to  ease  and  affluence 


imperialism  is  the  best  security  for  local  na- 
tionalism, Canadians  are  all  Nationalists  and 
all  imperialists.  How  to  co-operate  more  ef- 
fectively for  the  promotion  of  objects  .rm-i'v 
dear  to  all.  or  in  other  words,  for  British  union 
is  the  problem  of  the  new  imperialism  which 
the  condition  of  the  times  is  bringing  ever 
more  and  more  before  every  subject  of  the 
crown,  in  whatever  part  of  the  empire  he  may 
reside.  (Cheers.)  If  I  were  to  give  expression 
to  my  individual  views  as  to  how  this  all-im- 
portant problem  can  best  be  solved.  I  should 
be  trespassing  on  ground  on  which  I  have  al- 
ready stated  my  resolve  not  to  tread  this  ev- 
ening. You  may  however  as  practical  men 
ask  what  eidence  of  this  new  imperialism  docs 
Canada  supply  in  the  shape  of  a  readiness  to 
co-operate  with  the  overburdened  people  of 
these  little  islands  in  their  determination  to 
maintain  that  supremacy  of  the  seas  on  which 
the  continuance  of  British  liberties  depends. 

I  find  a  satisfactory  answer  to  that  question 
in  the  resolution  that  was  passed  by  the  Fed- 
era!  House  of  Commons  in  Ottawa  on  the  last 
day  of  March,  iqoq:  "The  house  expresses 
its  firm  conviction  that  whenever  the  need 
arises  the  Canadian  people  will  be  found  ready 
and  willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  that  is  re- 
quired to  give  to  the  imperial  authorities  the 
most  loyal  and  hearty  co-operation  in  every 
movement  for  the  maintenance  of  the  integrity 
and  honor  of  the  empire."       (Cheers.)     From 


question  from  the  standpoint  of  self  interest 
alone  there  is  no  race  of  men  in  the  world  who 
stand  to  gain  or  to  preserve  more  by  the  main- 
tenance of  naval  supremacy  than  the  habitants 
of  Quebec.  Passionately  attached  as  they  arc 
to  their  land,  to  their  homes,  to  their  local 
rights,  there  is  one  institution  to  which  they 
cling  with  an  attachment  more  passionate  still 
— the  Roman  Catholic  Church — and  in  no  part 
of  the  world  does  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
enjoy  equally  great  and  free  privileges  for  its 
work,  its  worship,  or  its  schools  as  are  guar- 
anteed to  it  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  by  the 
British  North  America  Act,  and  all  these  ex- 
ceptional privileges  are  secured  to  Quebec  by 
the  British  navy,  on  which  they  float  as  cer- 
tainly as  the  British  navy  itself  floats  upon  the 
sea.  .Cheers.)  Indeed  the  truth  of  what  I 
have  said  has  been  emphatically  asserted  to 
me  by  a  distinguished  prelate  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  in  terms  more  graphic  than 
any  which  I  can  employ.  In  summing  up  the 
political  position  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  he 
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contents  que  j'ai  peur :  un  changement  quel- 
conque  serait  un  desastre." 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  put  the  idea  be- 
fore the  Canadian  people  whenever  opportun- 
ity offered  that  the  empire  of  which  Canada 
realizes  she  is  one  day  destined  to  become  the 
controlling  part  stands  not  for  aggressiveness. 
not  for  the  wanton,  arrogant  or  unscrupulous 
exercise  of  force,  but  for  the  ideals  of  fair  play 
freedom,  duty  and  righteousness,  and  for  ail 
ungrudging  recognition  of  the  equal  rights  of 
others.  Yes,  it  is  because  these  are  the  noble 
and  inspiring  ideals  of  the  British  empire  that 
every  patriotic  Canadian  like  every  patriotic 
Briton  in  whatever  part  of  the  empire  he  may 
reside  regards  it  as  a  privilege  the  value  o'f 
which  no  wealth  can  measure  to  be  able  to 
call  himself  a  British  citizen. 

It  is  because  the  British  empire  stands  for  a 
community  of  ideals,  ideals  of  the  highest 
practical  manly  Christianity,  that  the  allegi- 
ance of  the  empire  in  all  parts  of  the  world  is 
so  whole  hearted  and  universal.  Not  long  ago 
I  visited  a  factory  in  Ontario.  There  I  saw 
two  plates  of  steel  bound  together  by  no  vis- 
ible bond  but  by  the  invisible  force  of  an  elec- 
tric current.  No  power  could  force  those 
plates  asunder  until  the  current  of  electricity 
ceased  to  flow.  They  were  kept  in  indissol- 
uble union  by  the  binding  force  of  a  magnetic 
clutch.  It  is  the  magnetic  clutch  of  common 
ideals,  common  interests,  common  hopes,  and 
common  aspirations  that  today  keep  the  Brit- 
ish empire  one  and  indivisible.       (Cheers.) 

Need  of  Organic  Union. 

But  I  would  point  out  that  although  this 
may  be  true  of  today  it  may  be  equally  true 
that  the  interests  of  the  empire  will  require 
before  long  some  form  of  organic  union  which 
will  prevent  the  binding  force  of  the  magnetic 
clutch  from  ever  becoming  weak.  ( Loud 
cheers.)  At  the  same  time  it  is  obvious  that 
it  is  not  desirable  to  force  unduly  the  pace  of 
natural  evolution.  When  you  reflect  that  a 
population  smaller  than  that  of  London  is  en- 
gaged in  the  tremendous  task  of  reducing  a 
continent  the  size  of  Europe  from  primeval  to 
civilized  conditions  covering  it  with  railways, 
canals,  tramways,  roads  and  magnificent  pub- 
lic buildings  you  will  be  able  to  understand 
how  natural  it  is  that  there  should  be  a  uni- 
versal cry  wherever  you  go  in  Canada  for 
more  population,  and  for  further  capital. 
(Cheers.) 

Canada  is  bringing  forth  with  every 
new  development  fresh  strength  to  the 
empire.  Those  who  like  myself  have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  live  in  Can- 
ada during  the  last  seven  years  have 
felt  and  seen  the  imperial  spirit  growing;  and 
if  I  might  enture  a  bit  of  advice  to  my  friends 
I  would  remind  them  that  good  husbandry  re- 
frains from  tapping  the  sap  from  the  trunk  of 
a  young  and  growing  tree.  Do  not  weaken 
the  growing  tree  of  future  imperial  strength  by 
premature  tappings.  Feed  and  water  its  roots 
with  generous  and  ungrudging  sympathy.  Di- 
rect to  Canada  and  to  the  other  self  governing 
dominions  the  surplus  population  which 
swarms  annually  from  these  islands  across  the 
seas.  Continue  to  give  the  preference  of  your 
investments  to  enterprises  which  will  help 
the  growth  of  Greater  Britain.  In  your  pur- 
chases also  give  a  preference  to  the  products 
of  your  overseas  kinsmen.  (Cheers.)  Bring 
you/  overseas  kinsmen  nearer  and  nearer  to 
the  Mother  Land  by  quickened  and  cheapened 
transportation  and  by  lower  cable  rates.  There 
is  much  to  be  done  in  these  and  in  other  direc- 
tions. 

And  may  I  most  respectfully,  but  most  ear- 
nestly, make  one  special  appeal  to  this  most 
distinguished  and  influential  audience?  Let 
it  be  a  point  of  honor  with  those  who  have  not 
yet  crossed  the  Atlantic  and  who  have  the 
power  to  do  so,  to  visit  Canada.  Believe  me 
it  is  impossible  to  understand  Canada  by  re- 
maining on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  (Cheers.) 
Believe  me  it  is  impossible  for  Englishmen  and 
Canadians  to  know  and  to  love  each  other 
without  frequent  and  prolonged  visits  to  each 
other  s  housed  and  1  am  satisfied  that  just 
in  the  case  of  Canadians  visiting  the  United 
Kingdom  so  in  the  case  of  Englishmen  visit- 
ing the  Dominion  nine  out  of  ten  will  come 
back  prouder  than  ever  of  fheir  British  citizen- 
ship ami  more  confident  than  ever  of  the  bright 
and  glorious  future  which  .7,r.

(Loud  cheers.) 
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The  Italian  theft  of  Tripoli,  the  amazin  • 
negotiations  between  France  and  Germany 
over  Morocco,  which  belongs  to  neither,  the 
outbreak  of  revolution  in  China  against  Man- 
<hu  corruption,  is  leading  tire  cynics  to  de- 
clare that  force  is  the  only  remedv.  that  peace 
is  a  dream,  and  that  the  optimist  "is  blind.  The 
Observer  in  particular  rubs  in  this  interpreta- 
tion of  the  events  of  the  day. 

"There  is  nothing  new  in  pacificist  philog- 
ophy,"  says  the  Observer.  "There  arc  few 
things  so  old  as  their  arguments  and  theft 
failure.  Nature  was  'red  with  beak  and  claw' 
before  the  appearance  of  the  most  remarkable 
of  her  bipeds.  From  the  dim  beginnings  of 
human  strife  upon  earth — strife  springing 
from  Instinct*  earlier  than  the  human  species 
— men  and  women  between  struggles  have 
longed  again  and  again  for  everlasting  peace 
without  being  able,  to  obtain  it.  Century 
upon  century  has  passed  since  saj^es  first  de- 
clared war  to  be  not  only  wicked  and  cruel. 
but  senseless  and  wasteful.  Their  reasoning* 
have  been  shattered  by  two  main  facts. 

pojj  the  one  hand,  war  has  continually 
raised  human  activity,  and  even  human  in- 
tellect, to  a  higher  power,  and  has  so  bfOUghl 
out  the  best  as  well  as  the  worst  in  men  that 
the  final  impression  left  upon  the  imagination 

the  world  as  a  whole  b  er  been  one 

of  pure  horror.  On  the  other  hand,  some  na- 
tion more  t  with  the  cxi^tin^ 
distrib  itory  1  he  demo* 
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rather  than  betray  their  allegiance  to  the  Brit- 
ish crown  and  who  armed  with  no  other  equip 
ment  but  their  character  and  their  flag,  bravely 
set  forth  to  carve  out  for  themselves  new 
homes  in  the  wild  and  unkempt  forests  of  the 
frozen  north,  still  beats  lustily  through  the 
Veins  of  the  Canadian  people.  There  is  no 
fact  so  clear  to  me  in  the  whole  orbit  of  British 
politics  as  the  fixed  determination  of  the  Can- 
adian people  to  work  out  their  own  salvation 
under  the  sheltering  folds  of  the  Union  Jack, 
safe  and  immune,  thanks  to  the  power  of  the 
British  fleet  from  the  slightest  pressure  from 
outside.       (Cheers.)      1 

Imperial  Defence. 

Now  if  I  have  succeeded  in  making  you 
share  my  conviction  that  the  aim,  ambition, 
and  destiny  of  Canada  is  to  become  the  strong- 
est and  controlling  portion  of  the  British  em- 
pire and  perhaps  within  the  limits  of  the  pres- 
ent century,  what  assistance  may  you,  the 
people  of  the  United  Kingdom,  who  are  carry- 
ing practically  single  handed  the  whole  debt 
and  burden  of  empire  expect  to  receive  in  the 
future  from  the  people  of  Canada  in  your  ef- 
forts to  ensure  the  continued  supremacy  of 
the  seas,  on  which  depends  the  sacred  and 
cherished  autonomy  which  is  the  very  breath 
of  the  self-governing  Dominions  of  the  King: 
The  declaration  in  the  Ottawa  Mouse  of  Com- 
mons by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  that  the  empire 
may  count  on  the  last  dollar  and  the  last  drop 
of  blood  in  the  Dominion,  if  such  sacrifice  is 
necessary  to  secure  the  continued  enjoyment 
of  their  autonomous  rights,  and  the  speeches 
of  Mr.  Borden  (loud  cheers)  showing  that  his 
party  are  behind  him  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
as  a  solid  unit  in  the  imperial  determination, 
should  be  in  themselves  sufficient  to  set  anv 
unfounded  apprehension  at  rest.       (Cheers.)" 

While  the  strength  of  this  imperial  deter- 
mination, so  far  as  Canada  is  concerned,  is 
beyond  all  question,  let  it  be  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  people  of  Canada  are  not  in 
sympathy  with  any  form  of  imperialism  which 
involves  the  idea  of  the  subjection  of  a  self- 
governing  people  to  the  authority  of  an  out 
side  parliament  in  which  they  are  not.  repre- 
sented or  with  any  form  "of  imperialism 
which  involves  the  idea  of  jingo  aggressive- 
ness or  arrogant  refusal  to  acknowledge  the 
equal  rights  of  others.       (Hear,  hear.) 

Now  that  it  is  recognized  in  Canada     that 


the  intent  of  this  resolution  there  has  been  and 
there  will  be  no  turning  back.  It  is  true  that 
political  parties  have  differed  as  to  the  means 
of  giving  effect  to  a  policy  to  which  all  are 
pledged.  Opinions  may  legitimately  differ  in 
Canada,  no  less  than  in  Great  Britain,  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  total  expenditure  which  should 
be  incurred,  as  to  the  relationship  which  Can- 
adian battleships  should  bear  to  the  other  bat- 
tleships of  his  majesty's  navy,  or  as  to  Can- 
ada's share  in  the  control  of  .the  policy  of  em- 
pire which  a  share  in  the  control  ol  .'he  defence 
may  entitle  her  to  claim  ;  but  the  fundamental 
proposal  that  Canada  like  the  other  self  gov- 
erning dominions  of  the  crown,  is  a  partner  in 
a  wlfole,  and  that  the  whole  must  be  defended, 
if  necessary  by  Canadian  money  and  Canadian 
lives — no  less  than  English,  Scotch,  Welsh, 
Irish,  New  Zealand,  Australian,  Newfound- 
land and  South  African — is  affirmed  by  Tories 
and  Liberals  alike.     (Cheers.) 

It  may  be  objected  here  that  some  of  the 
people  of  Quebec  and  perhaps  also  of  other 
provinces  are  opposed  to  any  participation  by 
Canada  in  the  naval  defence  of  the  empire.  For 
the  moment  that  is  true,  but  for  the  moment 
oqly.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  reluctance  of 
the  French  descended  citizens  of  Quebec  to 
keep  pace  with  their  fellow  citizens  of  the  rest 
of  the  empire  is  due  not  to  any  lack  of  appre- 
ciation of  what  the  British  empire  means  to 
them,  but  to  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  what  are 
the  requirements  of  the  empire  and  to  an  ex- 
aggerated idea  of  its  omnipotence.  To  them 
the  British  empire  appears  as  a  power  all  per- 
vading and  unassailable.  To  tell  them  that 
the  great  British  empire  requires  the  assistance 
of  the  habitant  of  Quebec  is  to  suggest  what 
to  them  seems  at  present  an  absurd  idea.  It  is 
as  though  one  should  tell  them  that  they  must 
hold  up  the  heavens  with  their  hands.  (Laugh- 
ter.) To  dispel  so  touching  a  faith  may  seem 
an  ungrateful  task,  but  it  is  not  an  impossible 
one.  It  cannot  require  more  than  a  patient 
process  of  education  to  convince  them  that  to 
enable  the  British  empire  to  ensure  a  continu- 
ance of  the  security  they  enjoy  each  man  must 
be  prepared  to  play  his  part.  Once  let .  the 
habitants  of  Quebec  firmly  grasp  the  true  facts 
of  the  situation,  they  will  prove  themselves  to 
be  as  ready  to  do  their  duty  for  their  flag  as 
they  were  in  the  days  of  Montcalm  or  on  the 
field  of  Chateauguay.

That  is  what 
the  prophets  of  the  millennium  have  never  yet 
reckoned  with.  The  pacificists  who  think 
they  can  dispose  oi  war  by  figures  of  speech, 
such  as  that  which  describes  it  as  an  'optical 
illusion,'  are  themselves  the  dreamers  of 
dreams,  who  do  not  understand  the  conflicts 
of  passion  and  desire  which  still  agitate  the 
world.  »

About  two  centuries  after  Christ  there 
lived  in  Rome  iElianus  Claudius,  a  writer  tA 
great  repute  and  a  learned  Greek  scholar.  He 
selected  from  the  Greek  authors  many  anec- 
dotes and  narratives  and  short  biographies, 
which  he  put  into  a  volume  and  called  it  the 
•'Baria  Ilistoria."  This  work  is  valuable  now. 
because  many  of  the  old  books  from  which  he 
quoted  have  since  been  lost  or  destroyed.

Hercules,  as  some  say,  assuaged  the  tedi- 
ousness  of  his  labours,  which  he  sustained  in 
open  and  common  games,  with  playing.  This 
Hercules,  I  say,  being  an  incomparable  war- 
rior, and  the  son  of  Jupiter  and  Latona,  made 
himself  a  playfellowe  with  boys.  Euripides, 
the  poet,  introduceth  and  bringeth  in  the  self- 
same god,  speaking  in  his  own  person,  and 
saying,  "I  play  because  choice  and  chaunge  of 
labour  is  delectable  and  sweet  unio  mc,"  wliicu 
wordes  he  uttered  holdings  a  boy  by  the 
hande.  Socrates  also  was  espied  by  Albibi- 
ades.upon  a  time,  playing  with  Lamprocles, 
who  was  in  manner  but  a  childe.  Agesilaus 
riding  upon  a  rude,  or  cock-horse,  as  they 
term  it,  played  with  the  same,  being  but  a  boy : 
and  when  a  certayn  man  passing  by  sawe  him 


so  do  and  laughed  there  withall,  Ageslans 
sayde  thus,  Now  hold  thy  peace  and  say  noth- 
ng;  but  when  thou  art  a  father  1  doubt  not 
thou  wilt  doe  as  fathers  should  doe  with  their 
children.  Archias  Tarcntinus  being  both  in 
authoritie  in  the  commonwealth,  that  is  to  say 
a  magistrate,  and  also  a  philosopher,  not  of  the

Professor  Franz  Boas'  recently  published 
book,  "The  Mind  of  Primitive  Man,"  is  the 
subject  of  a  full  page  article  in  the  New  York 
Sunday   Times   on    the   question,    "Docs    the 
white    race   give   the    highest   human    type?" 
"The  belief,"  the  Times  says,  "seems  to  be 
growing  that  man  of  whatever  color  or  race  is 
endowed   with   similar   mental    and    physical 
capacity  notwithstanding  the    diffeiences    in 
actual  achievement.     Perhaps  the  most  com- 
plete and  revolutionary  statement  of  this  new 
anthropological  theory  is  to  he  found  in  "The 
Mind  of  Primitive  Man."    Its  author.  Profes- 
sor Boas,  has  for  many  years  been  engaged 
in  investigations  which  have  led  him  to  pro- 
long first  hand  studies  of  existing  primitive 
races  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  and  his 
conclusions  on  these  subjects  have  been  ac- 
cepted as  authoritative.    In  his  latest  book  he 
summarizes  what  he  has  discovered  in  the  do- 
main of  anthropology  and  advances  a  theory 
which   he   shows   to  be  vitally   applicable   to 
some  of  the  important  race  problems  of  the 
present  day  in  discoveries." 

Following  this  the  editor  of  the  Times 
quotes  some  of  the  conclusions  and  opinions 
of  Professor  Boas  on  racial  supremacy.     He 


has  found  particularly  interesting  the  author's 
investigations  made  among  foreign  immi- 
grants in  New  York  city  and  the  conclusions

FIVE  GREAT  PHILOSOPHIES 

The  five  centuries  from  the  birth  of  So- 
crates to  the  death  of  Jesus  produced  five  prin- 
ciples :  the  Epicurean  pursuit  of  pleasure,  geni- 
al but  ungenerous;  the  Stoic  law  of  self-con- 
trol, strenuous  but  forbidding;  the  Platonic 
plan  of  subordination,  sublime  but  ascetic ;  the 
Aristotelian  sense  of  proportion,  practical  but 
uninspiring;  and  the  Christian  spirit  of  love, 
broadest  and  deepest  of  them  all.  The  pur- 
pose of  "The  Five  Great  Philosophies  of  Life," 
by  William  DeWitt  Hyde,  President  of  Bow- 
doin  College,  which  is  published  this  week,  is 
to  let  the  masters  of  these  sane  and  whole- 
some principles  of  personality  talk  to  us  in 
their  own  words ;  with  just  enough  of  com- 
ment and  interpretation  to  bring  us  to  their 
point  of  view  and  make  us  welcome  their 
friendly  assistance  in  the  philosophical  guid- 
ance of  life. 

The  book  is  in  reality  a  rewritten  edition 
of  "From  Epicurus  to  Christ."  The  reason 
which  the  author  gives  for  the  change  in  title 
is  particularly  interesting  and  shows  some- 
what the  trend  of  modern  letters.  "Why  a 
new  edition  under  a  new  title?"  President 
Hyde  asks.  "Because,"  he  replies,  "From 
.  Epicurus  to  Christ"  had  an  antiquarian  flavor; 
while  the  book  presents  those  answers  to  the 
problem  of  life,  which,  though  offered  first  by 
the  ancients,  are  still  so  broad,  deep,  and  true 
that  all  our  modern  answers  are  mere  varieties 
of  these  five  great  types.  Because  the  former 
title  suggested  that  the  historical  aspect  wait 
a  finality;  whereas  it  is  here  used  merely  a« 
the  most  effective  approach  to  present-day  so- 
lutions of  the  fundamental  problems  of  life."

STARVING  POPULAR  COMPOSERS 

A  couple  of  decades  ago  everyone  was  sing- 
ing a  charming  popular  song  named  "Sweet 
Marie."  Today  the  papers  report  its  compo- 
ser Raymon  Moore  penniless  and  a  physical 
wreck  and  seriously  ill  at  the  Massachusetts 
general  hospital. 

For  years  it  has  been  customary  to  pass  the 
word  along  in  America,  until  the  whole  nation 
appeared  to  believe  it,  that  the  only  way  to 
make  money  as  a  composer  is  to  write  popular 
"hits,"  and  that  the  one  way  to  prevent  every 
possibility  of  making  money  is  to  write  music 
of  a  high  and  serious  order.  This  is  a  sort  of 
fallacy  peculiarly  common  to  America  with  its 


rapid-fire  commercialism  and  slow  understand 
ing  with  regard  to  things  of    more    enduring 
worth. 

The  present  condition  of  Raymon  Moore 
does  not  in  itself  disprove  the  common  popu- 
lar belief  but  it  strongly  suggests  the  possibil- 
ity of  such  a  disproof.  One  has  to  reflect  but 
a  moment  to  realize  that  the  world's  great 
composers  of  the  long-lived  sort  have,  as  a 
rule,  not  died  penniless  and  broken,  but  in  a 
condition  ranging  from  competence  to'  opu- 
lence. On  the  other  hand  one  must  look  tar 
to  find  the  writer  of  popular  songs  who  has 
risen  to  and  maintained,  a  position  of  inde- 
pendency. 

Every  year  or  so  one  sees  in  the  papers  that 
So-and-So,  the  composer  of  the  once  immense- 
ly popular  song.  Such-and-Such  is  penniless 
and  ill  and  in  dire  need  of  assistance.  From 
Stephen  Foster  to  Raymon  Moore  this  is  the 
rule.  Certain  exceptions  present  themselves 
immediately  to  the  mind,  it  is  true,  but  these 
are  cases  not  of  men  who  remain  popular  song 
writers  but  who,  having  written  one  or  two 
"hits,"  become  business  men,  and  amass  for- 
tunes through  the  publication  of  songs  of  other 
writers.  The  popular  song  writer  who  'has 
no  such  business  capacity  or  intention  if  he 
succeeds  in  making  a  hit,  finds  the  money  com- 
ing so  easily  that,  according  to  the  rule  in  such 
matters,  it  disappears  with  equal  ease.  The 
life  which  he  leads  is  not  apt  to  be  conducive 
to  the  continued  development  of  his  best  pow- 
ers, because  his  ideals  are  not  great,  and  do 
not  simulate  the  ambition  and  will  needful  for 
lifelong  developments. 

The  minstrel — the  spontaneous  lyrist — is 
very  careless  of  worldly  affairs.  It  is  usually 
more  fortunate  when  he  is  one  of  the  meteoric 
sort  that  dies  young.  Whether  great  in  gen- 
ius or  merely  clever  in  catching  the  ear  of  the 
public,  this  predestined  sort  never  has  to  face 
the  lamentable  effects  of  worldly  carelessness 
upon  later  life. 

The  truly  great  composer,  on  the  other  hand 
is  of  necessity  something  of  a  philosopher,  and 
takes  into  consideration  every  aspect  of  his  re- 
lation to  the  world.  We  find  great  composers 
therefore  (excepting  those  who  died  before  ar- 
riving at  years  of  philosophical  discretion)  in 
the  end  managing  their  affair  fairly  well  and 
profiting  by  precisely  the  kind  of  serious  work 
which  Americans  are  constantly  proclaiming  to 
be  wholly  unprofitable. 

It  is  the  old  story — American  hurry.  The 
short-lived  geniuses  who  burn  themselves  out 
in  a  flash  seem  to  have  pre-vision  of  the  short- 
of  their  stay  on  this  earth;  waiting  and 
endurance  are  left  out  of  their  calculations.  For 
the  long-lived  one  can  almost  say  that  it  is  the 
test  which  mark  once  for  all  the  difference  be- 
tween the  great  and  the  little  artist — this  will- 
ingness to  endure  and  wait.

KUBELIK  AS  ANIMAL  TRAINER 


Few  musicians  are  versatile.  Usually,  said 
a  prominent  violinist  of  New  York,  an  artist, 
has  skill  in  his  profession  and  iff  nothing  else. 
Jan  Kubelik,  the  Bohemian  genius  of  the  vio- 
lin, is  declared  an  exception  proving  the  pro- 
verbial rule.  This  distinguished  artist,  who 
will  be  heard  in  Victoria  in  concert  this  sea- 
son, prides  himself  on  his  ability  to  do  many 
things  more  than  ordinarily  well-  His  latest 
departure  form  the  paths  of  music  is  in  the 
direction  of  animal  training. 

Kubelik  found  many  interesting  things  to 
occupy  him  during  his  three  weeks'  stay  in 
New  York,  and  one  night,  after  he  had  report- 
ed a  boxing  contest  for  a  daily  newspaper,  he 
decided  he  must  visit  the  Bronx  zoo.  Ar- 
rived in  that  place,  he  was  shortly  engaged  in 
making  friends  with  a  baby  zebra  that-liad  but 
recently  been  added  to  the  zoo  colony.  With- 
in ten  minutes  after  Kubelik  had  made  friends 
with  the  striped  little  animal  he  was  causing  it 
to  follow  htm  about  the  enclosure.  This  mk- 
ce  ipted  the  violinist  to  go  farther  in  the 

direction  nf  animal  training. 

shake  hands,"  commanded  Kube- 
lik. The  handsome  animal  pricked  it  sears 
and  appeared  puzzled.  The  musician  touched 
the  right  >f  the  zebra,  lifted  it  from 

the  gi  and  went  through  a  brief  hand- 


shaking motion.  In  no  time  at  all  the  zebra 
responded  to  the  touch  upon  his  fetlock  and 
half  raised  his  small  foot  for  Kubelik's  shapely 
fingers,  whereas  Kubelik  laughed  in  boyish 
glee  and  departed  in  high  spirits.

OLD   SHADOW   PLAYS 

A   remarkable   find,    says    the    Illustrated 
London  News,  is  reported  from  Egypt.     In  a 
small  cafe  in  Cairo,  it  is  still  possible  to  see 
curious  shadow  plays,  the  last  existing  relic  of 
a  form  of  entertainment  that  in  old  days  was 
popular  in  the  Egyptian  capital,     fn  ancient 
times    these    performances    were    the    chief 
amusement  of  rich  and  poor.    Poets  wrote  the 
words,  which  often  were  set  to  music,  and  the 
performer  was  a  celebrity.     The  plays  were 
written  in  blank   verse,  and   the  plot  served 
inainly  to  bring  before  the  audience  all  sorts 
of  wild  animals  and  grotesques,  battles  on  land 
and  sea,  and  even  ghosts.    As  in  "Punch  and 
Judy"  and  the  French  "revue,"  there  were  two 
prominent  personages   which   made  their  ap- 
"caranc?  more  or  le**  in  everv  play.    The  do- 
ings of  sultans,  chiefs  and  ministers  frequently 
formed  the  substance  of  these  plays.    Most  of 
the  figures  that  appeared  had  no  connection 
with  the  plot,  and  no  raison  d'etre,  and  there 
was  almost  always  a  comic  element  in  the  ac- 
tion. 

Shadow  plays    are    frequently    mentioned. 
Georg  Jacob,  of  Eriangen,  in  "Geschichte  des 


Schattentheaters,"  states  that  Sultan  Saladin 
commanded  a  performance  in  his  palace.    The 
Wezir  immediately  rose  to  leave  the  hall,  when 
Saladin  said,  "If  these  plays  were  forbidden  I 
should  not  be  present."    The  Wezir  remained 
to  the  end.    In  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  cen- 
turies we  read  of  a  number  of  renowned  per- 
formers.   Mention  ofplays  we  find  even  in  the 
eleventh    century.     The   performances   lasted 
from   evening  fill   morning;    the    stage    was 
formed  by  a  thin  sheet,  and  the  figures  were 
moved  with  two  sticks  fastened  in  the  middle 
of  the  back.     They  were  made  of  a  specially 
prepared  leather  (reported  to  have  come  from 
India),  beautifully  carved  out,  and  the  small 
openings  were  covered  with  thinner  skins  in 
colors.    The  character  of  the  plays  was  always 
highly  romantic.    There  were  elopements  and 
fights,    with   assistance   given   by   the   saints, 
while  magic  was  often  invoked  to  aid  the  plot. 
It  was  only  very  recently  that  a  traveler  in 
Egypt,  Dr.  Paul  Kahle,  of  the  University  of 
Halle,  interested  himself  in  these  old  shadow 
plays,   ai.d   succeeded   in   unearthing  a   large 
number   of   ancient   figures,   which   evidently 
had  been  hidden  for  some  hundreds  of  years. 
They  are  of  various  periods ;  but  it  is  quite 
certain  that  even  the  latest  of  them  are  more 
than  200  years  old.    As  recently  as  1909,  in  an 
essay  on  this  subject,  Dr.  Kahle  deplored  the 
fact  that  nobody  could  really  know  how  the 
Egyptian  figures  looked,  as    none    could    be 
found.    Since  then  he  has  not  only  discovered 
a  large  collection,  but  they  are  now  his  pro- 
perty, and  are  naturally  unique. 

These  figures  are  made  similarly  to  the 
modern  ones,  but  are  much  finer,  exquisitely 
cut.  and  with  richer  colors.  Extraordinary 
car,e  has  been  taken  with  the  cutting  out  in  tin- 
body,  and  even  the  thin  leather  covering  is 
again  cut  out  and  covered  with  still  thinner 
"skins  of  different  color,  making  a  most  charm- 
ing mixture  of  coloring. 

Unfortunately  the  very  fine  leather  co\  ex 
has  been  destroyed  in  some  cases  by  time.  The 
figures  could  be  made  to  move,  tor  example, 
in  the  case  of  the  bird  shown  in  one  of  the 
photographs,  the  neck  and  tail  were  movable. 
In  the  figure  of  a  boat  the  oars  were  movable 
and  gave  the  ship  the  appearance  of  motion. 
The  age  of  the  figures  is  ascertained  by 
many  signs  and  proofs,  and  especially  by  the 
coats-of-arms  of  the  mamelukes,  which  were 
used  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuriess 
and  which  are  found  as  ornaments  on  many  of 
the  figures.  One  of  the  remarkable  features 
of  these  figures  is  their  great  variety.

The  Lacedaemonians  were  of  this  judge- 
ment, that  measurable  spending  of  time  was 
greatly  to  be  esteemed,  and  therefor  did  they 
conforme  and  apply  themselves  to  any  kinde  of 
laboure  moste  earnestly  and  painfully,  not 
withdrawing  their  handes  from  works  of  much 
bodyly  mooving,  not  permitting  any  particular 
person,  being  a  citizen,  to  spend  his  time  in 
idleness,  to  waste  it  in  unthrifty  gaming,  to 
consume  Ht  in  trifling,  in  vain  toyes  and  lewd 
loytering,  all  whiche  are  at  variance  and  en- 
mity with  vertue.  Of  this  latter  among  many 
testimonies  take  this  for  one. 

When  it  was  reported  to  the  magestrat  of 
the  Lacedaemonians  called  Ephori.  in  manner 
of  complaint,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Deceleia 
used  afternoone  walkings,  they  sent  unto  them 
messengers  with  their  commandment,  saying: 
Go  not  up  and  down  like  loyterers.  nor  walke 
not  abrode  at  your  pleasure,  pampering  the 
wantonness  of  your  natures  rather  than  ac- 
customing yourself  to  exercises  of  activity. 
For  it  becometh  the  Lacedaemonians  to  re- 
garde  their  healthe  and  to  maintaine  their  safe- 
ty not  with  walking  to  and  fro,  but  with  bodily 
labours. 

How  Socrates  suppressed  the  prydc  and  hauti- 
nesse  of  Alcibiadcs. 
Socrates,  seeing  Alcibiades  puft  up  with 
pryde  and  broiling  in  ambitious  behavioure 
(because  possessor  of  such  great  wealth  and 
lorde  of  so  large  {and)  brought  him  to  a  place 
where  a  table  did  hang,  containing  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  worlde  universale.  Then  did  So- 
crates will  Albibiades  to  seeke  out  the  situa- 
tion of  Athens,  which  when  he  found  So- 
crates proceeded  further  and  willed  him  to 
point  out  that  plot  of  ground  where  his  land 
and  lordships  lay.  Alcibiades  having  sought  a 
long  time  and  yet  never  the  nearer,  sayde  to 
Socrates  that  his  livings  were  not  set  forth  in 
that  table,  nor  any  description  of  his  posses- 
sion therein  made  evident.  When  Socrates  re- 
buked with  this  secret  quip:  "And  art  thou 
so  arrogant,"  sayeth  he,  "and  so  haughtic  in 
heart  for  that  which  is  no  parcell  of  the 
world?" 

The  law  of  the  Lacedaemonians  against  covet- 
esnous. 
A  certain  young  man  of  Lacedaemonia  hav- 
ing bought  a  "plot  of  land  for  a  small  and  easy 
price  (and,  as  they  say,  dogge  cheapc),  was 
arrested  to  appear  before  the  magistrates,  and 
after  the  trial  of  his  matter  he  was  charged 
with  a  penalty.  The  reason  why  he  was 
judged  worthy  of  this  punishment  was  because 
he  being  but  a  young  man.  £aped  so  gredely 
after  gain  and  yawned  after  filthy  covetesnous. 
For  it  was  a  most  commendable  thing  among 
the  Lacedaemonians  not  only  to  fighte  against 
the  enemic  in  battell  manfully;  but  also  to 
wrestle  and  struggle  with  covetesnous  (that 
raisschievous  monster)  valHcntly. 

Of  certain  wastewoodes  and  spendthriftes. 

odigall  lavishing  of  substance,  unthrifty 
and  wastifull  spending,  voluptuo-  of  life, 

and  palpable  'ii-lcs  Cal-

stop  at  that.  We  look  for  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  our  scientists  do  not  rest  until  they 
have  found  it,  though  they  spend  a  lifetime  in 
the  search,  and  maybe  sacrifice  life  itself;  and 
when  the  cause  is  found,  a  campaign  is  begun 
for  stamping  out  the  disease,  at  its  fountain- 
head,  the  breeding-place  of  the  germs.  Mod- 
ern civilization  would  be  ashamed  simply  to 
find  a  remedy  for  a  thing.  The  disease  itself 
must  not  be  allowed  to  exist.  What  a  pity 
doctors  of  science  and  divinity  cannot  com- 
bine to  stamp  out  this  curse  of  the  twentieth 
century,  this  disease  of  divorce,  at  its  foun- 
tain-head, the  fountain-head  that  it  profanes, 
the  altar  of  God,  where  the  marriage  rites  are 
performed.  When  the  physically,  mentally,  or 
morally  unfit  marry,  what  can  the  result  be? 
Of  course  you  realize  all  this,  and  I  realize 
this,  and — what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 
Nothing. 

In  "Rebellion,"  a  story  by  Joseph  Medill 
Patterson  (Copp,  Clark  Co.,  Toronto,  Canada), 
we  are  brought  face  to  face  with  conditions 
that  are  unhappily  not  So  uncommon  as  we 
would  like  to  believe.  It  is  a  strong  story, 
a  story  to  make  one  think.  Much  of  it  is  un- 
pleasant reading,  much  of  it  is  not.  It  deals 
with  the  troubles  of  a  young  woman  who  is 
married  to  a  drunkard.  The  two  belong  to 
the  vast  army  of  the  middle-class,  but  the  wife 
is  infinitely  superior  to  the  husband.  They 
and  their  families  are  Roman  Catholics. 

When  life  with  the  man  becomes  no  longer 
endurable,  the  wife  refuses  to  remain  longer 
with  her  husband.  He  goes  West,  and  she 
continues  to  earn  her  living  as  she  has  done 
since  the  first  few  months  after  their  mar- 
riage, by  working  as  a  stenographer 

The  "other  man"  comes  on  the  scene 
shortly  after  this.  He  is  honorable,  straight- 
forward, successful  in  business,  and  ignorant 
that  she  is  a  married  woman,  as  she  is  known 
in  her  business  world  by  her  maiden  name. 

True  to  her  religion,  although  she  has  not 
the  vestige  of  love  or  respect  for  her  husband, 
the  woman  refuses  to  get  a  diVorce.  She  is 
pitifully  glad  of  the  "other  man's"  friendship, 
but  would  like  their  intimacy  to  stop  at  tha* 
Then  suddenly  her  husband  returns. 

He  is  improved  in  looks  and  healh,  and  he 
loves  her  with  as  deep  a  love  as  he  is  capable 
of  feeling.  Her  family  and  her  priest  insist 
upon  a  reconciliation.  Her  husband  has  not 
drunk  since  he  left  her.  She  feels  that  she  will 
be  forced  to  live  with  him  again  and  ruin  her- 
self body  and  soul,  so  she  agrees  to  the  impetu- 
ous demands  of  her  lover  and  promises  to  try 
and  procure  a  divorce  and  then  marry  him 

A  serious  illness  strikes  her  down.  When 
she  is  convalescent  the  priest  visits  her,  ami 
appeals  to  her  spiritual  self,  which  is  then,  on 
account  of  her  weakness  of  will  and  body,  up- 
permost. Swayed  by  his  importunities,  feel- 
ing herself  a  martyr  to  her  church,  lifted  her 
above  her  suffering  by  the  greatness  of  her 
sacrifice.,  she  agrees  to  live  with  her  husband 
and  never  to  see  her  lover  again. 

At  the  end  of  a  few  short  months  she  is  en- 
during the  oldtime  agony  over  again.  At  the 
end  of  a  year  her  baby  is  born,  lives  a  few  piti- 
ful weeks  and  dies.  Once  more  the  woman's 
spirit  reassures  itself.  She  appreciates  that  if 
she  continues  to  live  with  her  husband,  she  is 
not  only  wrecking  her  own  life,  but  that  any 
children  born  to  her  must  bear  the  curse  of 
their  father's  sin.  She  leaves  him  never  to  re- 
turn. 

No  one,  not  even  the  old  priest,  would  have 
her  do  otherwise.  Whether  everyone  will 
agree  that  she  did  right  in  divorcing  her  hus- 
band and  marrying  the  "other  man"  is  a  dif- 
ferent matter.

EDNA  TURPIN 


Edna  Turpin,  the  author  of  "Honey 
Sweet,"  comes  of  an  old  Virginia  family.  For 
more  than  two  hundred  years  her  ancestors 
have  lived  in  and  around  Antlers,  while  "Echo 
Hill,"  Miss  Turpin's  farm,  has  been  her  home 
since  her  birth.  It  is  an  old-fashioned  Virginia 
estate,  where  open  house  and  old-time  customs 
are  maintained.  Miss  Turpin  received  her 
early  education  at  Montgomery  College, 
Christianburg,  where  she  went  when  she  was 
ten  years  old.  She  later  attended  Hollins  In- 
stitute near  Roanoke.  Ever  since  her  child- 
hood she  has  been  writing,  and  at  Hollins  was 
the  editor  of  the  cr'lege  annual.  Her  actual 
school  days  ceased  when  she  was  only  sixteen 
because  of  eye  trouble,  but  not  her  study,  for 
she  mastered  French.  German,  Italian,  Greek 
art  and  literature  all  by  herself;  also  civics 
and  politics  under  Dr.  Woodrow  Wilson. 

For  six  years  Miss  Turpin  taught,  and  the

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THE    ROMAN    EMPERORS 

After  the  death  of  Aurelian,  Rome  was 
without  an  emperor  for  eight  months.  The 
ancient  republic  was,  in  point  of  fact,  restored, 
although  the  Senate  did  not  seem  to  be  con- 
scious of  the  fact,  or,  being  conscious  of  it,  did 
not  feel  equal  to  the  responsibilities  of  gov- 
ernment. Disuse  of  the  powers  of  self-gov- 
ernment begets  unfitness  to  exercise  it.  More 
than  three  centuries  had  passed  since  Julius 
Caesar  had  made  himself  supreme  in  Rome, 
and  in  ten  generations  the  whole  character  of 
a  people  may  become  changed.  Conquest  after 
conquest  had  added  to  the  wealth  of  the  Ro- 
man people ;  luxury  had  bebased  the  Roman 
character;  a  succession  of  tyrants  had  almost 
exterminated  the  idea  of  personal  liberty ;  the 
conception  of  a  citizen  soldiery  had  given  place 
to  one  of  hired  mercenaries,  and  thousands  of 
Barbarians  were  performing  for  money  what 
at  one  time  had  been  regarded  as  the  obliga- 
tions of  patriotism.  The  time  was  auspicious 
for  the  reassertion  of  senatorial  supremacy. 
The  very  fact  that  the  army  was  composed  of 
nearly  half  a  million  mercenaries  made  the 
situation  easier  to  be  dealt  with.  These  men, 
recruited  largely  from  the  newer  provinces,  or 
from  beyond  the  confines  of  the  Empire,  were 
imbued  with  a  sense  of  the  majesty  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  would  readily  have  acquiesced  in 
whatever  that  body  might  decide  upon.     In- 


deed,  events  showed  this  to  be  the  case.  The 
army  petitioned  the  senators  to  appoint  an 
emperor;  the  timorous  Senate  declined,  and 
asked  the  army  to  name  a  man ;  and  so  matters 
went  on  for  the,  period  mentioned  above.  At 
length  the  need  of  some  authority,  whom  the 
various  generals  throughout  the  provinces 
would  recognize  as  supreme,  became  so  evi- 
dent that  the  Senate  was  constrained  to  act. 
At  a  meeting  held  for  that  purpose  Tacitus,  a 
descendant  of  the  great  historian  of  that  name, 
was  mentioned  for  the  high  office,  but  he,  on 
hearing  of  it,  retired  to  his  estates  to  avoid  be- 
ing chosen.  Listening  to  the  persuasions  of 
his  friends  that  he  should  return  to  Rome  and 
aid  in  the  selection,  Tacitus  unwillingly  came. 
When  the  time  arrived  for  him  to  address  the 
Senate,  he  had  no  sooner  stood  up  than  he  was 
hailed  on  every  side  as  Emperor.  In  vaiu  he 
protested  that  his  advanced  years — he  wan 
then  seventy-five — precluded  him  from  sharing 
with  the  army  the  perils  and  exposures  of  the 
camp  .  His  objections  were  of  no  avail,  ami 
he  was  forced,  against  his  own  good  judgment, 
to  accept  the  supreme  power. 

Tacitus  proved  himself  to  be  an  exceeding- 
ly capable  ruler,  although  he  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  Emperor  at  an  age  when  most 
men  seek  repose.  He  set  out  immediately  for 
the  eastern  frontier,  and  was  received  by  the 
army  with  every  demonstration  of  loyalty. 
Meanwhile  by  the  assent  of  the  new  Emperor, 
the  Senate  was  reinvested  with  practically  all 
of  its  more  important  functions.  Indeed,  if 
Rome  had  not  become  hopelessly  degenerate, 
her  greatest  glory  might  have  been  restored 
and  she  might  have  continued  to  exist  as  a 
free  state,  setting  an  example  to  mankind  of 
the  principles  of  popular  government.  But 
the  restoration  was  only  temporary.  It  was 
lost  within  a  few  years.  Tacitus  displayed 
great  activity  in  the  field.  He  suppressed  a  re- 
bellion, which  to  some  extent  was  an  invasion 
of  the  Alani,  a  tribe  of  whom  little  is  known, 
except  that  they  had  become  settled  in  some 
of  the  eastern  provinces.  He  drove  out  the 
Sythians  and  restored  peace  to  Asia  Minor  and 
Scythia.  But  his  fears  for  his  own  strength 
proved  only  too  well  founded.  On  April  12, 
276,  he  died  at  a  town  in  Cappadocia  from  an 
illnc-s  resulting  from  exposure,  and  just  two 
hundred  days  after  he  had  been  elevated  to 
the  imperial  throne. 

Floriamis,  brother  of  the  deceased  emperor, 
at  once  assumed  the  purple.  He  did  not  wait 
for  the  sanction  either  of  the  Senate  or  the 
army,  and  his  act  aroused  the  greatest  indig- 
nation. This  feeling  found  expression  in  the 
action  of  Probus,  a  distinguished  general,  who 
was  commanding  in  the  East.  He  asserted  the 
authority  of  the  Senate  against  Florianus, 
whose  troops  revolted  and  slew  him.  The 
way  to  the  throne  was  now  open,  and  Probus 
reached  it  with  the  approbation  of  all  classes. 
He  was  a  man  of  obscure  origin,  but  of  a  sin- 
gularly noble  spirit,  great  administrative  pow- 
ers and  military  genius.  Aurelian  had  ad- 
vanced him  from  one  post  to  another,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  he  was  of  all  the  Ro- 
man people  the  best  fitted  for  the  imperial 
office.  He  permitted  the  Senate  to  exercise 
the  powers  of  civil  government,  but  retained 
to  himself  the  absolute  charge  of  military  mat- 
ters. Thus  formally  was  the  Senate  deprived 
of  one  of  the  functions  that  up  to  this  time  it- 
had  possessed  at  least  nominally.  Probus 
reigned  six  years,  and  during  that  period  he 
restored  peace  to  every  province  of  the  Em- 
pire. His  greatest  achievement  was  in  Gaul, 
Which  country  the  Germanic  tribes  had  in- 
vaded. There  is  a  great  deal  of  confusion  as 
to  the  identity  of  these  tribes.  In  fact,  it  may 
be  said  that  very  much  of  what  we  are  told 
concerning  the  Teutonic  peoples  of  the  first 
four  centuries  of  the  Christian  Era  is  little 
more  than  guesswork.  A  number  of  names 
have  come  down  to  us,  such  as  the  Franks,  the 
Burgundians,  the  Frisians,  the  Batavlans,  and 
so  on.    Sometimes  these  people  are  all  includ- 

under  the  general  term  of  Vanda  !  a 

matter  of  fact  there  is  much  uncertainty  as  to 
the  relationship  to  each  other, 

t  of  fact,  existed.  The  most  ven- 
turous of  these  tribes  were  the  Franks,  whose 
at  they  claimed  to  be  free- 
been  given  to  France,  although 
there  i  hty  were  tne 


ancestors  of  any  considerable  part  of  the 
French  people.  The  Franks  were  a  fine  fight- 
ing race,  and  had  been  enlisted  in  very  con- 
sidrable  numbers  in  the  Roman  *«rmy.  A  de- 
tachment of  them  was  stationed  on  the  shores 
of  the  Black  Sea,  and  the  men  were  seized 
with  the  ambition  to  go  by  water  from  their 
station  to  the  mouth  of  the  Rhine,  where  their 
relatives  resided.  Accordingly  they  revolted, 
seized  a  number  of  vessels  and  set  out  upon  . 
their  journey.  They  plundered  such  cities  on 
their  way  as  seemed  most  likely  to  afford  an 
easy  prey,  and  finally  passed  out  of  the  Strait 
of  Gibraltar  and  sailed  up  the  coast  to  their 
proposed  destination.  The  success  of  this 
daring  expedition  produced  a  profound  effect 
upon  the  history  of  Europe.  It  was  the  first 
great  maritime  adventure,  and  it  demonstrated 
that  the  sea  was  not  an  obstacle  but  really  an 
assistance  to  the  efforts  of  brave  and  ambitious 
men. 

Probus  proposed  to  add  Germany  to  the 
Empire,  and  perhaps  if  he  had  lived  long 
enough  he  would  have  matured  plans  to  .that 
end.  While  he  was  engaged  in  framing  his 
future  policy,  he  erected  a  wali  of  stone  from 
the  Rhine  to  the  Danube,  a  distance  of  two 
hundred  miles.  He  devoted  his  efforts  affer 
the  restoration  of  peace  to  internal  improve- 
ments, and*  employed  the  army  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  soil  and  in  draining  marsh  land. 
The  soldiers  chafed  under  this  unaccustomed 


labor.  They  had  never  shirked  the  privations 
of  war,  because  they  had  always  been  permit- 
ted to  enjoy  licentious  pleasures  in  times  of 
peace.  Probus  on  on*  occasion  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  time  was  near  at  hand  when 
the  mercenaries  could  be  disbanded.  This 
coming  to  their  ears,  a  number  of  them,  who 
were  working  in  the  marshes  on  a  hot  summer 
day,  rushed  to  a  tower  where  Probus  stood 
supervising. their  work,  and  slew  him.  Thus 
perished  one  of  the  best  and  ablest  men  who 
ever  wore  the  purple.

CLOUDS 


At  the  point  where  the  V.  V.  &  E.  Railway 
crosses  the  international  boundary  in  the  val- 
ley of  the  Similkameen  there  is  a  lofty  moun- 
tain, which  about  half-way  to  its  summit  open* 
into  a  wide  basin  closed  in  on  three  sides  and 
having  an  area  of  several  square  miles.  Re- 
cently on  a  fine  morning,  when  the  sun  shone 
brightly  everywhere,  a  little  wisp  of  cloud  sud- 
denly appeared  in  the  valley  about  half-way 
between  its  base  and  the  mountain  summit.  It 
seemed  quite  out  of  place  as  it  floated  there, 
but  it  grew  in  size,  and  in  less  than  half  an 
hour  it  had  covered  the  whole  valley  with  a 
great  snow-white  mass,  which  not  only 
reached  up  the  mountain  side,  but  also  out  over 
the  plain.  Something  like  this  occurs  daily  in 
a  thousand  places  in  this  land  of  mountains 
and  valleys,  and  it  is  only  mentioned  here  to 
draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  cloud  came 
from  nowhere,  but  was  formed  out  of  the  air  in 
that  little  mountain  lap.  Clouds  are  formed 
from  moisture  already  in  the  atmosphere.  \ 
cloud  may  be  driven  by  the  wind  across  the 
face  of  the  sky,  but  the  birthplace  of  clouds 
may  be  directly  over  our  heads.  This  may 
serve  to  explain  how  it  is  that  a  day  of  bright 
sunshine  is  often  turned  in  a  few  minutes  to 
a  day  of  shadow. 

Here  a  word  of  definition  may  be  useful. 
The  custom  is  to  speak  of  clouds  as  vapor,  but 
water  is  vapor  before  it  becomes  a  cloud.  Va- 
por is  invisihJe.  For  illustration,  take  the  ex- 
haust pipe  of  a  steam-engine,  or  what  is  more 
convenient,  the  spout  of  an  ordinary  tea-kettle. 
What  we  see  issuing  from  the  pipe  or  the 
spout  is  not  vapor;  it  is  cloud.  The  vapor  is 
between  the  cloud  and  the  pipe  or  spout,  where 
you  will  observe  a  small  space  of  apparently 
clear  air.  This  small  space  is  full  of  vapor. 
which  as  it  comes  in  contact  with  the  cold  air 
is  forthwith  converted  into  cloud,  and  the 
cloud  is  simply  a  mass  of  minute  particU- 
water — water-dust,  as  it  is  sometimes  called. 
If  the  day  is  bright  and  warm,  in  the  case  of 
the  pipe,  or  the  kitchen  is  warm,  in  the  case  of 
the  tea-kettle,  the  cloud  of  water-dust  soon 
becomes  reconverted  into  vapor  and  is  in- 
visible. You  know  it  is  there  just  the  same, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  tea-kettle,  if  the  weather 
happens  to  be  cold,  you  will  find  the  vapor  in 
the  form  of  running  water  on  the  window  pane, 
and  even  perhaps  in  the  form  of  ice.  The  at- 
mosphere carries  a  burden  of  moisture,  the 
amount  it  is  able  to  hold  depending  upon  tem- 
perature and  some  other  things.  A  sudden 
fall  of  temperature  may  cause  the  atmosphere 
to  give  its  moisture  in  the  form  of  a  cloud,  or 
in  the  form  of  rain,  or  in  the  form  of  snow.  In- 
stances have  occurred  in  Russia,  where  the 
windows  of  a  crowded  ballroom  have  been 
thrown  suddenly  open,  when  the  invisible  va- 
por tti  the  heated  room  has  fallen  in  snowflakes. 

Clouds  very  often  form  on  the  windward 
sides  of  mountains,  especially  when  they  face 
the"  sea.  The  explanation  of  this  is  that  the 
water-laden  atmosphere  being  carried  inland 
from  the  sea  is  forced  upwards  into  colder 
levels,  and  the  rarificd  and  colder  air  is  unable 
to  keep  the  vapor  in  solution,  and  ftp  it  forms  a 
edoud.  which  is  likely  to  be  further  condensed 
into  rain.

one  who  has  traversed  them  often,  "is  the  very 
home  of  snow,"  and  yet  just  east  of  the  moun- 
tains are  semi-arid  areas  where  only  bunch- 
grass  and  a  few  trees  grow.  If  you  will  get 
uthe  geography  of  this  part  of  the  country  in 
your  mind,  you  will  see  that  the  Hope  Moun- 
tains form  the  eastern  boundary  of  a  struc- 
tural valley  extending  out  into  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  The  southern  boundary  of  this  valley 
is  Mount  Baker  and  the  Olympic  Range;  the 
northern  boundary  is  formed  by  the  moun- 
tains seen  from  Vancouver  and  the  elevations 
in  the  southern  part  of  Vancouver  Island.  The 
valley  itself  consists  of  the  lowlands  also 
through  which  the  Fraser  river  runs,  the  Gulf 
of  Georgia,  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  and 
the  waters  connecting  them.  In  centuries 
upon  centuries  the  Fraser  river  has  filled  up 
about  one-third  of  the  valley  with  fine  debris 
from  the  rocks  of  the  Interior,  and  the  debris 
which  was  carried  out  to  sea  was  deposited  off 
Cape  Beale  to  form  Swiftsure  Bank.  This 
valley,  which  is  perhaps  two,  hundred  miles 
long  and  twenty  miles  and  more  wide,  presents 
itself  like  a  funnel  to  the  winds  from  the  Pa- 
cific, which  pass  up  it,  possible  reinforced  by 
winds  from  the  south  that  come  up  by  way  of 
Puget  Sound  and  the  relatively  low  lands  ly- 
ing between  the  head  of  that  arm  of  the  sea 
and  the  low  coast  line  at  Gray's  Harbor.  This 
moisture-laden  air  is  driven  up  the  valley,  not 
always  at  great  speed,  but  with  greater  or  less 


rapidity,  until  it  comes  to  the  Hope  Mountains, 
which  say  to  it:  "Thus  far  shalt  thou  come 
and  no  further."  The  Fraser  canyon,  which 
extends  at  right  angles  to  the  valley,  is  too 
narrow  to  permit  the  winds  to  proceed  in  that 
direction,  and  so  if  they  must  go  on,  and  they 
must,  for  there  is  constant  pressure  behind 
them,  they  must  climb  the  mountain  sides. 
But  it  is  just  the  same  with  the  wind  as  with 
a  man;  if  it  must  climb  an  elevation  it  must 
lay  down  part  of  any  burden  which  it  may  have 
been  carrying  on  the  level.  And  so  the  south- 
west wind  begins  to  climb  the  mountains,  and 
as  it  climbs  it  drops  its  burden.  In  summer  it 
falls  as  rain ;  in  winter  as  snow,  and  it  is  as  air 
that  has  been  partly  dried  that  finds  its  way 
over  the  bunch-grass  lands  lying  to  the  east 
of  the  mountain  range. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  very  imperfect  ex- 
planation how  it  is  that  there  is  such  a  wide 
difference  in  the  amount  of  rainfall  in  differ- 
ent localities  in  this  province.  The  genesis  of 
the  rain  is  in  ocean,  but  it  is  vapor  in  the  first 
instance;  then  it  becomes  cloud,  and  then  rain. 
It  is  the  rain  or  snow,  dependent  upon  the  ele- 
vation and  time  of  year  when  it  is  precipitated, 
that  feeds  the  rivers.  As  the  rain  and  snow 
are  formed  from  the  moisture  which  the  air 
carries,  and  the  air  is  laden  in  the  Equatorial 
regions  chiefly,  it  follows  that  the  real  source 
of  the  Fraser,  the  Skeena.  the  Kootenay,  the 
Stikine.  and  all  the  other  rivers  of  British  Co- 
lumbia is  in  the  heart  of  the  Pacitic  Ocean,  to 
which  the  water  flows  back  again  in  due 
course.  Thus  we  have  an  endless  chain  from 
the  ocean  to  the  air  by  evaporation  or  by 
waterspouts,  then  through  the  air  across  the 
surface  of  the  sea,  then  across  the  lower  levels 
of  the  continental  shore,  then  over  the  moun- 
tains, then  down  to  the  mountain  peaks  and 
valleys,  then  in  numberless  little  streams  to 
the  main  structural  valleys  of  the  continent, 
then  down  these  in  the  form  of  rivers  again  to 
the  sea,  an  endless  water  chain  passing  from 
sea  water  to  vapor,  from  vapor  to  cloud,  from 
cloud  to  rain  or  snow,  from  rain  or  snow  to 
springs,  from  springs  to  rivulets,  from  rivu- 
lets to  rivers,  and  so  back  to  Mother  Ocean 
again,  and  that  is  why  "all  the  rivers  run  into 
the  sea  and  yet  the  sea  is  not  full."

TALES    OF   ANCIENT    CIVILIZATIONS 


A  Picture  of  Ancient  Chaldea 
Under  a  brassy  sky,  the  Chaldean  city  of 
Uru  lay  panting  in  the  noonday  heat.  Not  a 
breath  of  wind  stirred  the  sultry  air  in  her 
narrow,  sinuous  streets.  The  dogs,  the  city's 
unkempt  scavengers,  too  overcome  by  the 
blaze  of  the  sun  to  stir  themselves  to  seek 
their  mid-day  meal  in  the  piles  of  refuse  which 
stood  here  and  there,  stretched  at  full  length 
in  any  spot  where  a  shadow  afforded  shelter. 
There  were  few  customers  in  the  bazaars,  and 
the  proprietors  were  too  listless  to  press  their 
wares  with  their  usual  effusion.  In  the  poorer 
f|ii.irter<  nf  the  town,  where  the  mud  and  clay 
huts  jostled  one  another  for  room,  naked  chil- 
dren lolled  under  the  shadow  of  the  eaves,  the 
heat  making  their  eyes  and  limbs  heavy  with 
sleep.  Even  the  women  ceased  for  a  little 
while  from  their  interminable  round  of  labor, 
and  tried  to  catch  a  refreshing  breath  from 
doorway  or  window.  About  the  palaces 
which  reared  their  massive  bulk  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  city,  were  green  oases,  where 
fountains  played  under  the  date-palms  and 
acacia  trees,  and  in  the  green  courts  upon 
which  the  harems  opened,  the  children  wan- 
dered in  a  desultory  fashion:  inside  the  wo- 
men tried  to  sleep,  fanned  by  the  tireless  arms 
of  their  slaves.  The  temples  which  stood  here 
and  there  throughout  the  city  became  in  the 
sun's  blaze  things  of  countless  beauties.  There 
was  no  brilliancy  of  ornamentation  in  the  dull, 
un^lazcd  bricks  of  the  palaces,  but  the  tem- 
ples were  adorned  with  cedar  inlaid  with  gold, 
.owl  encrusted  with  precious  gems,  and  their 
minarets  were  wholly  covered  with  gold,  and 
tHc  walls  were  studded  with  brilliant  mosaic 
work,  so  that  at  noonday  they  blazed  with 
color,  paining  the  eyes  that  beheld  them. 
As  the  day  wore  on,  renewed  activity  be- 
mtn  and  women  alike  filled  the  streets 
aml  the  men  in  short 

1  gam- 
to  •!'  vga ;  the  woman,  many  of  them 
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with  head  and  face  uncovered,  wearing  their 
long  draped  garment  of  hairy  texture.  Slaves 
were  everywhere,  some  on  their  own  or  theii 
master's  business,  others  in  attendance  upon 
their  owners.  On  the  roofs  of  the  low  houses 
the  women  began  to  gather  to  resume  their 
labor,  to  bake,  to  wash  or  the  hang  the  linen 
to  dry;  or,  when  they  had  slaves  to  do  their 
Tienial  tasks,  to  sew  or  embroider,  and  to  gos- 
sip back  and  forth.  The  children,  awaking  to 
normal  life,  played  in  the  alleys  between  the 
houses,  and  the  narrow  streets,  romping  with 
one  another,  chasing  the  dogs  and  throwing 
stones  at  the  flocks  of  ravens.  In  the  closed 
courtyards  of  the  palaces,  the  gates  of  which 
were  guarded  by  eunuchs,  and  where  an  army 
of  slaves  stood  ready  for  duty,  the  princesses, 
followed  by  their  women,  walked,  dressed  in 
brightly-dyed  garments,  confined  at  the  waist 
by  a  narrow  girdle,  their  fingers,  their  arms 
and  their  ankles  glittering  with  gold  and  gems, 
their  hair,  kept  in  place  on  the  forehead  by  a 
fillet,  fell  in  thick  plaits  or  was  confined  in  a 
coil  at  the  nape  of  the  neck.  Perhaps  the  mas- 
ters of  the 'house  joined  them,  for  save  on  the 
days  of  religious  sacrifice,  the  ordinary  daily 
life  of  a  prince  was  not  arduous,  though  then 
his  work  was  as  heavy  as  that  of  a  slave,  and 
dressed  as  a  slave  he  must  go  about  his  du- 
ties. Again  in  times  of  trouble,  when,  as  often 
happened,  wild  beasts  attacked  the  flocks  and 
herds,  the  princely  rulers  were  expected  to  go 


out  alone  and  destroy  the  enemy,  while  if  war 
broke  out,  his  place  was  always  in  the  danger 
zone,  at  the  head  of  a  picked  body  of  troops. 

As  the  sun  drew  nearer  the  west,  a  woman 
left  the  city  gates  and  journeyed  to  where  the 
river  wound  its  way  through  the  dry  reeds 
and  the  sun-parched  grass.  She  carried  a  bun- 
dle in  her  arms,  close  against  her  breast.  Her 
unveiled  face  was  still  young,  but  drawn  with 
suffering,  her  body  was  pitifully  thin,  and  the 
half-starved  flesh  gleamed  here  and  there 
through  the  rents  in  her  ragged  tunic;  on  her 
neck,  hanging  from  a  slender  cord  she  wore 
the  badge  of  her  shame,  a  small  silver  disc, 
stamped  with  the  representation  of  an  olive, 
which  shotved  her  to  be  an  unwed  wife.  The 
hands  that  held  the  bundle  trembled,  and  when 
in  a  spot  where  the  grass  grew  thickly,  she 
laid  it  down,  the  woman  groaned  aloud,  and 
lifted  her  empty  arms  to  heaven  in  supplica- 
tion ;  then  suddenly  crossing  them  before  her 
eyes,  she  ran  through  the  reeds  to  where  the 
deep  stream  of  the  river  hurried  musically 
through  the  rushes.  There  was  a  flash  of 
white,  a>  sharp,  quickly-smothered  cry,  and 
then  silence,  a  long  silence. 

The  dying  sun  bathed  the  city  in  a  golden 
glow,  and  painted  the  dancing  waters  of  the 
river,  and  fell  upon  the  gay  colors  of  a  gor- 
geous procession  that  wound  its  way  down 
the  hill  and  towards  the  city  gates.  Black 
eunuchs  walked  ahead,  their  skin  like  pol- 
ished metal,  then  came  the  palanquin  of  the 
princess,  borne  by  four  attendants,  the  cur- 
tains scarlet,  fringed  with  gold,  and  beside  it 
trotted  pretty  page  boys,  naked  save  for  their 
scarlet  loinclotTi  and  the  chain  of  gold  about 
their  necks.  More  palanquins  followed,  all 
gaily  decorated  and  festooned,  bearing  the 
princess'  women,  and  then  came  the  retinue 
of  servants  and  slaves,  their  tunics  and  loin- 
cloths dyed  in  gay  colors,  for  it  was  the  whim 
of  this  princess  that  brightness  and  beauty 
should  be  everywhere  about  her.  The  bear- 
eis  of  the  palanquin  chanted  as  they  walked, 
a  slow  swinging  melody,  and  not  a  face  in  the 
company  but  wore  a  smile,  for  their  princess 
was  lovely  and  gracious  and  kind,  and  it  was 
a  joy  to  serve  her.  Now  and  then  she  parted 
the  curtains  of  her  canopy  to  show  her  charm- 
ing face  and  smile  appreciation  at  the  golden, 
dancing  river,  or  to  nod  approval  of  the  musi- 
cal chanting,  or  the  special  smoothness  of 
some  bit  of  the  road. 

Then  the  bright  eyes  of  one  of  the  little 
page  boys  spied  something  lying  where  the 
reeds  grew  thickest,  and  he  whispered  to  one 
of  the  eunuchs,  and  the  big  black  man  left  his 
place  to  reconnoitre.  Returning,  he  spoke 
through  the  closed  curtains,  and  in  a  moment 
the  face  of  the  princess  appeared,  her  eyes  ' 
bright  with  eagerness.  The  gay  procession 
came  to  a  halt,  and  there  was  a  whisper  of  ex- 
pectancy through  the  crowd  of  slaves. 

The  bundle  which  the  trembling  hands  of 
the  woman  of  shame  had  left  by  the  river 
bank,  for  the  wild  dogs  or  the  serpents  to  dis- 
cover, was  brought  to  the  princess,  and  when 
it  was  unwrapped,  it  proved  to  be  a  little  baby 
boy,  sleeping  a  drugged  sleep,  from  which  the 
poor  mother  had  thought  it  would  never 
awaken.  It  was  a  beautiful  baby,  and  the 
princess  wept  over  it,  and  called  upon  Ea  and 
the  other  gods  to  aid  in  its  restoration. 

So  tfhe  baby  thus  recovered  was  taken 
home  to  the  palace,  and  the  Chaldean  law 
made  it  the  princess'  own,  and  in  time  he  be- 
came a  famous  scribe,  honored  by  kings  and 
people. 

This  is  a  true  story  of  old  Chaldea,  that 
famous  country  that  flourished  three  thou- 
sand years  before  the  Christian  era.  and  the 
proof  of  its  truth  may  be  found  on  the  old 
Assyrian  tablets  inscribed  at  the  time,  and 
whose  characters  arc  still,  in  many  cases,  as 
legible  as  when  first  made.

SUNDAY 

Apart  altogether  from  any   moral   obliga- 
tion we  may  be  under  to  observe  Sunday 
cause  one  of  the  laws  of  the  Jewish  people  re-

Sunday  observance.    Trn  ue  not  only  of 

the  day  a*  a  period  of  rest  from  labor,  but  as 
one  during  which  a  portion  of  the  time,  at 
least,  may  be  specially   dovoted   to  what  is 


I  called  worship,  and  would,  perhaps,  be  more 
accurately  described  as  spiritual  exercises. 
The  man  or  woman,  who  takes  no  note  of  the 
existence  of  a  spiritual  side  to  human  nature, 
misses'  one-half,  and  possibly  the  more  im- 
portant half,  of  life.  It  is  certainly  the  more 
permanent  half.  To  many  persons  Sunday  is 
only  a  day  of  recreation.  Let  it  be  granted 
that  they  need  the  recreation,  and  that  they  are 
ail  the  better  for  it  physically ;  there  must  in- 
evitably come  a  time  when  recreation  will  be 
impossible.  "Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  the 
strength  of  thy  youth."  If  you  like*  to  take 
your  gun  and  go  about  into  the  woods,  or  your 
fishing-rod  and  whip  the  water  of  some 
stream,  or  your  motor-car  and  sweep  along 
the  country  roads,  you  no  doubt  have  a  perfect 
right  to  do  so;  but  if  this  is  all  you  do  on  Sun- 
day, if  you  never  stimulate  your  spiritual  na- 
ture, if  you  never  think  of  those  things  which 
make  a  man  independent  of  external  things  for 
peace,  happiness  and  contentment,  you  are 
missing  a  great  opportunity ;  for  if  you  live  to 
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time  will  come  when  you  will  say  of  mere  phy- 
sical enjoyments  "there  is  no  pleasure  in  them." 
The  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  its  wisdom 
requires  of  its  adherents  that  they  shall  attend 
mass  once  on  Sunday.  That  being  done,  the 
rest  of  the  day  may  be  devoted  to  recreation. 
In  this  as  in  many  other  things  that  Church 
shows  its  profound  knowlt 


ture.  It  treats  the  Sabbath  as  "made  for  man, 
not  man  for  the  Sabbath."  It  expects  its  ad- 
herents to  utilize  Sunday  for  both  their  spirit- 
ual and  physical  welfare,  and  wisely  makes  its 
first  application  obligatory.  The  Protestant 
churches,  on  the  other  hand,  do  not  teach  that 
church  attendance  is  obligatory,  but  as  a  rule 
they  debar  recreation  on  Sunday.  There  is  no 
virtue  in  omitting  to  go  to  your  office  or  keep- 
ing your  store  closed  on  Sunday.  The  virtue 
consists  in  the  manner  in  which  you  use  the 
day  from  which  business  has  been  excluded. 
But  some  will  say  that  there  is  nothing  in  a 
church  service  that  is  attractive  to  them.  Such 
persons  should  not  be  too  sure  that  the  fault 
is  not  chiefly  in  themselves.  To  sit  a  church 
service  through  simply  as  an  act  of  duty  is  to 
be  bored;  to  participate  in  it  actively  is  a 
source  of  strength  and  pleasure.  Most  people 
expect  too  much  from  the  man  in  the  pulpit. 
They  go  to  church  once  in  a  blue  moon  and, 
because  they  are  not  thrilled  by  something  the 
minister  says,  they  vote  the  whole  thing  a 
bore.  If.  on  the  contrary,  they  attended  not 
simply  to  hear  the  preacher  or  the  singing,  but 
for  the  sake  of  the  spiritual  uplift  which  comes 
from  the  full  participation  in  the  whole  ser- 
vice, they  would  come  to  take  a  new  view  of 
church-going.  » 

There  is  another  aspect  to  the  case.  Min- 
isters are  frequently  blamed  because  the  ser- 
vices, and  especially  the  sermons,  are  not 
more  interesting;  but  if  such  persons  would 
think  of  the  position  occupied  by  the  minister, 
they  might  change  their  views.  Sunday  after 
Sunday,  and  usually  twice  each  Sunday,  the 
average  minister  stands  up  before  the  same 
people  to  talk  on  the  same  subject.  The  con- 
gregation is  likely  to  consist  of  a  few  men,  a 
number  of  women  and  perhaps  as  many  chil- 
dren. He  has  little  incentive  to  deep  thought, 
little  incentive  to  the  discovery  of  new  phases 
of  the  eternal  truths  relating  to  mankind.  If 
he  knew  the  pews  would  be  filled  by  people 
who  represent  the  active  life  of  the  com- 
munity, he  would  be  a  different  preacher. 
Sometimes  it  may  be  the  fault  of  the  pulpit 
that  the  pews  are  empty ;  but  if  men  and  wo- 
men would  learn  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
what  has  been  called  above  the  spiritual  up- 
lift which  comes  from  the  public  worship  of 
God,  and  would  attend  church  not  simply  to 
hear  what  the  preacher  might  have  to  say,  but 
in  order  that  for  a  brief  space  of  time  they 
might  get  themselves  into  contact  with  the 
spiritual  things,  that  are  eternal.  they„would 
expect  less  from  the  pulpit,  but  would  un- 
doubtedly receive  more,  for  the  consciousness 
that  he  was  addressing  men  and  women,  who 
are  present  for  that  purpose  would  give  him 
an  inspiration,  which  is  in  too  many  cases 
painfully  lacking. 

But  church-going  is  not  the  only  way  in 
which  Sunday  may  be  profitably  spent,  for  it 
is  not  only  by  going  to  church  that  spiritual 
strength  can  be  developed.  In  these  days  of 
intense  activity  wc  have  left  very  little  oppor- 
tunity for  contemplation.  This  is  a  great  mis- 
take. The  great  leaders  of  the  world  have  been 
men  who  gave  up  much  time  to  contemplation. 
We  speak  of  such  persons  as  "men  with 
vision";  but  visions  only  come  to  those  who 
open  their  minds  to  them.  '  You  may 
remember  that  Paul,  speaking  of  spiritual 
gifts,  said:  Howbeit  this,  kind  cometh 
not  but  by  prayer  and  fasting."  Prayer 
and  fasting  are  simply  means  whereby  spiritual 
force  is  given  an  Opportunity  to  develop.  Read 
the  story  of  all  the  greatest  of  men,  and  you 
will  be  convinced  that  much  of  their  greatness 
was  developed  from  within,  and  was  not  due 
to  influences  from  without  Now  we  cannot  all 
be  great.  We  cannot  all  guide  the  destinies 
of  nations;  we  cannot  all  influence  mankind 
for  generations;  wc  cannot  all  exercise  the 
faith  that  moves  mountains.  But  we  can*  all 
make  ourselves  the  better  and  stronger  by 
contemplation,  by  learning  our  own  natures 
through  introspection.  Sunday  might,  in  part 
at  least,  be  very  profitably  devoted  to  thought 
and  the  study  of  ourselves.  On  week-days 
our  business  cares  occupy  our  minds ;  on  Su 
da  an  lay  these  aside  and  give  ourselves

Autumn-Sown  Sweet  Peas 

It  is  always  well  to  have  a  proportion  of 
the  sweet  peas  in  the  garden  sown  in  Septem- 
ber. When  they  are  about  3m.  one  grower 
transplants  them  to  their  permanent  winter 
quarters  and  believes  the  moving  promotes 
the  right  root  growth.  Plants  sown  in  Sep- 
tember seem  to  make  stouter  growth,  yield 
more  blooms,  but  from  the  writer's  experience, 
hardlv  gives  as  large  blooms  as  those  sown 
next   spring.

THE   HORSES   OF   THE   ISLAND 

A  pair  of  grey  ponies  of  about  14.2  in  a 
farmer's  buggy  on  Government  street  the 
other  day  were  an  excellent  type  of  the  stamp 
of  animal  for  a  small  holding.  They  looked 
like  a  pair  of  miniature  Percherons,  able  to  do 
a  day's  plowing  with  a  light  plow  and  to  trot 
their  ten  miles  into  Victoria  when  not  wanted 
on  the  farm.  Many  of  the  small  holders' 
loads — especially  those  of  the  fruit  and  poultry 
men — are  light  loads.  Their  cultivation  is  of 
a  light  nature.  There  is  no  sense  in  taking  an 
axe  to  kill  a  butterfly. 

The  pony  of  this  type,  weight  for  weight, 
outmatches  the  horse  in  the  work  he  will  do, 
is  easier  to  handle,  cheaper  to  feed  and  seems 
less  liable  to  the  ills  horseflesh  is  heir  to.  Cul- 
tivation between  strawberries  or  in  the  garden 
generally  is  more  easily  performed  with  the 
lighter  animal. 

The  trouble  is  that  a  pony  of  this  stamp  is 
harcj  to  count  on  when  breeding.  The  same 
difficulty  confronts  the  breeder  of  the  polo 
pony — the  most  remunerative  animal  of  his 
species  in  England.  Too  often  the  result  is  a 
15-hd.  horse  or  a  weed;  but  the  value  of  one 
animal  of  the  right  stamp  makes  up  for  many 
failures.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the 
one  strain  of  blood  to  be  avoided  for  practical 
purposes  is  the  Hackney. 

From  racing  down  to  hard  farm  work  blood  ' 
will  tell  every  time,  but  the  only  place  for 
the  modern  Hackney  is  the  show  ring  or  the 
park.  That  magnificent  front  action  that  at- 
tracts the  admiration  of  the  crowd  is  apt  to 
disappear  at  the  end  of  a  10-mile  drive:  to 
give  place  to  a  shuffle  which  often  precedes 
a  pair  of  broken  knees.  The  best  coach  horses 
of  the  present  day  include  no  Hackney  sires 
in  their  pedigrees.

SHIRE  HORSE  BREEDING  IN  ENGLAND 

The  prices  given  at  Mr.  Max  Michaelis'  sale 
last  month  in  England  show  how  profitable 
the  keeping  of  pedigree  Shires  is:  1600  guineas 
($8,400)  was  given  for  a  stallion,  1200  gs. 
($8,300)  for  a  brood  mare,  400  gs.  ($2,200)  for 
a  2-year-old  filly,  and  310  gs.  ($1,630)  for  a 
filly  foal.  Two  years  ago  the  gold  medal  of 
the  Shire  show  was  carried  off  by  a  tenant 
farmer,  who  would  be  able  for  years  to  come 
to  command  at  least  $500  a  piece  for  all  his 
yearlings,  and  more  and  more  farmers  are  real- 
izing that  the  well-bred  shire  horse  is  one  of 
the  best  paying  assets  of  a  farm.

GARDENING  NOTES  FOR  BEGINNERS. 

In  Victoria  there  will  always  be  two 
schools  of  taste  to  be  considered  in  laying  out 
the  garden :  the  one,  perhaps  predominating  on 
this  continent,  which  is  unselfish  enough  to  de- 
sire that  the  public  shall  share  with  the  owner 
all  the  beauties  the  garden  and  house  have  to 
offer;  the  other,  which  follows  the  English 
theory  that  before  all  things  privacy  is  the 
one  thing  to  be  achieved.  The  open,. fenceless 
front  with  the  veranda  looking  on  to  the  boule- 
vard and  the  boulevard  on  to  the  veranda  will 
suit  the  former.  For  the  latter  the  garden 
designer  must  plan  leafy  screenwork  of  trees, 
shrubs  or  lattice.  Wooden  palings  can  be, 
often  are,  delightfully  picturesque  when  made 
of  unpainted  timber  such  as  oak,  and  tinted 
with  weather  and  lichens.  Fir- wood,  if  used, 
should,  if  possible,  have  the  bark  left  on.  But 
in  the  majority  of  cases  the  sooner  the  fence 
gives  way  to  the  natural  hedge  the  better,  at 
any  rate  in  the  suburbs.  Privet  lends  itself 
to  clipping  and  regularity  of  outline,  but  is  so 
common  that  a  change  is  a  relief.  Holly  will 
prove  useful  in  keeping  out  small  boys  and 
tfogft,  but  takes  time.  Whatever  is  grown  on 
the  small  lot  must  be  kept  rigidly  within 
bounds  or  the  house  loses  sunlight  and  air 

The  Violet 
The    Daily   Telegraph    reports    a    disease 
among  English  violets  this  season  which  is  dis- 
astrous to  the  flower-girls'  trade.    Here  violets 


A  striking  feature  of  farm  stock  sales  at 
this  time  of  the  year  is  the  shyness  of  buyers 
of  anything  that  eats  hay.  The  scantiness  and 
high  price  of  this  is  at  present  a  condition 
which  limits  both  the  dairying  capabilities  of 
the  Island  and  the  number  of  horses  kept  to 
do  the  farm  work.  Thirty  dollars  a  ton  is 
enough  to  make  any  farmer  leave  undone 
much  that  he  might  otherwise  attempt,  if  only 
he  can  keep  down  this  item  of  expenditure. 
In  this  city  it  tends  to  eliminate  the  private 
stable  (though  for  this  the  cost  of  labor  is  also 
responsible),  and  brings  increased  trade  to  the 
libery  stables,  who  stand,  feed  and  groom 
horses  at  an  inclusive  charge.  Possibly  with 
the  opening  up  of  the  new  territories  opposite 
on  the  mainland  it  may  be  possible  to  obtain 
larger  supplies  shipped  across  at  lower  rates, 
but  at  present  ranchers  seem  to  value  it  every 
bit  as  much  as  the  farmers  of  Vancouver  Isl- 
and. It  might  well  be  considered  whether 
wheat  straw  might  not  be  shipped  here  from 
the  prairies.  Put  through  a  chaff  cutter  and 
mixed  with  other  food,  its  value  as  a  nutrient 
is  considerable.  At  present  it  is  burnt  in  huge 
piles  on  the  harvest  field.  A  proposal  to  send 
it  over  to  England  in  compressed  bales  at  a 
profit  has  been  already  mooted.  There  a  price 
of  $5  a  load  can  readily  be  obtained.  No  chemi- 
cal manure  has  an  equal  physical  effect  in 
lightening  the  texture  of  the  soil.

ROOT  PRUNING  FOR  FRUIT 


If  a  tree  is  making  too  much  wood  growth, 
and  is  not  bearing  what  might  be  considered 
a  fair  crop,  it  should  be  deprived  of  a  few  of 
its  roots.  In  order  to  illustrate  the  value  of 
this,  I  well  give  one  of  my  experiences  along 
that  line.  A  few  years  ago  I  received  a 
Wealthy  apple  aree  and,  if  my  memory  serves 
me  right,  it  was  of  one  year's  growth  and 
about  12  to  15  inches  high,  branched  out  as  a 
dwarf,  and  so  I  let  it  remain.  It  grew  to  be 
eight  feet  high  and  six  fcrt  in  width  and  with 
no  sign  of  fruit.  I  said  to  it  one  day,  "You 
have  got  to  stop  this.  I  don't  want  so  much 
wood ;  I  want  fruit."  I  dug  a  hole  about  30 
inches  from  the  trunk  and  then  tunnelled  in 
under  it  and  there  I  found  four  large  roots. 
I  cut  these  off  and  put  the  soil  back  again.  The 
next  year,  I  had  to  prop  up  every  branch  but 
one  on  the  opposite  side  to  where  I  dug  the 
hole,  and  in  the  fall,  I  had  about  three  bushels 
of  splendid  apples. 

My  boys  found  they  were  good  to  eat,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  branch  nearest  the  wall 
was  striped  of  its  load  quite  a  while  before 
the  rest.  The  next  year,  the  branch  which  did 
not  require  to  be  propped  and  the  one  which 
the  boys  stripped,  had  to  be  propped.  Alto- 
gether, the  trees  bore  about  one  and  one-half 
bushels  and  the  third  year  it  bore  about  two 
could  wish  to  pick  up.  This  instance  is  not  a 
solitary  one  but  one  of  scores,  and  always  with 
about  the  same  results.  To  my  knowledge,  it 
has  been  practiced  through  three  generations, 
I  myself  having  been  taught  it  over  40  years 
ago  by  my  grandfather,  who  was  a  nurseryman 
and  knew  whereof  he  spoke.  :.- 
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GREASE  AND  GREASE  HEEL. 

The  term  grease  is  applied  to  that  abomin- 
able condition  of  the  b^ack  of  the  legs,  under 
the  knees  and  hocks,  in  heavy  draft  or  lighter 
horses,  which  is  characterized  by  thm, 
greyish,  soapy  feeling,  extremely  offensive 
smelling  discharge  which  com'es  from  cracks, 
sores  or  fungoid  growths  called  grapes  by 
horsemen  ,  and  most  usually  found  on  the 
parts  covered  by  long  hair  or  leather.  In  such 
cases  the  back  part  of  the  leg  including  the 
fetlock  and  under  it,  is  involved  and  the  leg  is 
found  immensely  swollen  and  at  the  outset  of 
the  trouble  is  feverish  and  sore.  In  grease 
heel  the  disease  is  confined  to  the  heel  and  ■  to 
the  skin  between  the  heels  and  th*  back  of  the 
fetlock  where  ordinary,  scratches  are  found, 
and  in  bad  cases  it  may  implicate  the  entire 
coronet  which  will  be  found  with  hair  erect,  or 
in  tags,  clusters  of  grapes  studding  the  skin 
and  giving  forth  the  fetid  exudate  mentioned 
and  which  is  often  so  profuse  that  it  flows 
from  the  affected  part  onto  the.  stable  floor  or 
ground. 

While    horsemen  differentiate    between  the 
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NEW  MARGUERITE  DAISY 


The  new  Marguerite,  or  Paris  Daisy, 
"Chrysanthemum  Frutesceus  Mrs.  F.  Sander, 
shown  in  the  above  illustration.  will 
have  a  great  reception  next  season.  With  all 
the  sturdy  habits  of  the  Marguerite  we  know, 
but  without  the  yellow  centre,  this  new  variety 
bears  blossoms  "(as  large  as  5  inches  across 
when  disbudded)  a  mass  of  closely  arranged 
fringed  florets,  wtih  broad  pure  white  petals. 
An  American  firm  of  horticulturists  brought 


it  from  Europe  last  year,  and  the  plant  illus- 
trated is  the  only  one  of  a  small  batch  procured 
by  a  florist  in  this  city  {Mr.  W.  Norman) 
which  has  been  allowed  to  flower. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  foresee  the  day  when 
varieties  will  be  bred  with  curled  leaves  and 
all  the  elaboration  of  detail  that  characterizes 
the  modern  Chrysanthemum.  The  flower  is 
singularly  beautiful  in  form  and  pure  white 
coloring. 


conditions  just  described  they  are  identical  in 
character  and  cause,  grease  being  simply  a 
more  generalized  outbreak  of  the  same  skin 
disease  localized  in  the  parts  affected  in  grease 
heel.  The  trouble  starts  with  erythema  (sim- 
ple inflammation  of  the  skin)  and  soon  impli- 
cates the  deeper  structures  of  the  skin,  includ- 
ing the  hair  follocies  in  the  sebaceous  glands ; 
then  comes  a  swollen  condition  accompanied 
by  sluggish  circulation  of  blood,  outpouring  of 
inflammatory  lymph  into  the  tissues,  appear- 
ance of  the  fetid  exudate  and  with  it  necosis  or 
death  and  sloughing  of  external  layers  of  the 
skin  with  pus  containing  micro-organisms 
(streptocci)  and  white  corpsules  (leucocy- 
tes.) Later  the  grapelike  tumors  or  fungoid 
growths  appear  and  are  of  a  red  or  purplish 
color  and  bleed  easily,  being  highly  vascular, 
and  tend  to  grow  quickly  when  removed.  This 
disease  proves  chronic  is  most  difficult  to 
remedy,  and  must,  from  the  description  given, 
be  familiar  with  most  men  who  have  had  to  do 
with  draft  horses  although  it  is  alleged  that 
a  certain  celebrated  Scottish  horse  breeder 
once  sniffed,  sneered,  and  said:  "Surely  here 
must  have  been  a  skunk  aboot,"  when  his  ol- 
factory nerves  were  assailed  by  an  odor  which 
reallv  had  emanated  from  the  grease-affected 
legs  of  a  stallion,  of  a  breed  in  which  he  was 
not  particularly  interested.  This  expression 
of  opinion  will  serve  to  suggest  one  of  the 
most  characteristic  indications  of  grease,  viz., 
its  atmosphere-impregnating  stench. 

Although  the  disease  in  question  is  well- 
known  to  importers,  dealers  and  breeders  who 
handle  heavy  draft  horses,  it  cannot  be  said 
that  they  sell  stallions  affected  with  the  dis- 
ease. To  be  sure  every  heavy  draft  horse 
possesses  a  more  or  less  strong, tendency  to 
develop  grease  under  certain  aggravating  and 
wholly  unnatural  and  unnecessary  conditions 
and  circumstances,  but  the  wise  horseman  ob- 
viates these  causative  factors  and  so  elfepes 
the  penalty,  or  merely  has  to  deal  with  a  few 
cases  turned  over  to  him  by  disgusted  patrons 
who  have  only  their  own  ignorance  and  negli- 
gence to  blame  for  the  appearance  of  the  dis- 
ease in  the  horse  they  have  purchased— and 
abused.  For  it  is  abuse  of  the  heavy  draft 
horse  that  brings  out  the  disease  and  the 
abuse  runs  along  well  defined  lines  which  eas- 
ily might  be  avoided. 

In  the  first  place,  it  should  be  remembered 
by  the  buyer  of  the  heavy  draught  stallion  that 
every  horse  of  such  temperament  inclines  to 
become  fat,  heavy,  sluggish,  and  phlegmatic, 


and  these  are  the  conditions  that  inevitably 
lead  to  such  ailments  as  grease  and  lymphan- 
gitis. Then,  too,  it  should  be  understood  that 
the  legs  of  the  heavy  draft  horse  are  coarser 
than  those  of  the  light  horse,  having  more  con- 
nective and  adipose  tissue,  coarser  skin  and 
more  profuse  hair.  Their  circulation  is  some- 
what sluggish  compared  with  that  of  the  thin- 
skinned  light  horse  of  nervo-sanguineous  tem- 
perament, hence  the  tendency  to  stagnation 
and-  effusionof  watery  plasma  of  the  blood  into 
the  loose  tissues  of  the  extremities  is  greater  in 
heavy  horses,  and  at  the  same  time,  where  long 
hair  grows  upon  their  legs,  oxfoliation  of  outer 
skin  (dandruff  or  epithelium)  is  in  excess  on 
such  parts.  With  these  facts  in  mind  the  ex- 
pert attendant  uses  his  best  endeavor  continu- 
ously to  stimulate  circulation  of  the  blood  and 
and  activity  of  the  excretory  organs  so  that  ef- 
fete matters  of  the  body  may  be  thrown  off, 
and  to  this  end  gives  his  horse  ample  exercise 
every  day — work  in  harness  is  best — and  also 
grooms  all  of  the  body  thoroughly,  and  if  wash- 
ing of  the  extremities  proves  necessary  follows 
it  with  perfect  drying  of  the  parts,  which  is  ab- 
solutely requisite  if  grease  is  to  be  avoided. 
Then.too,  he  feeds  generously  but  intelligently 
He  tempers  the  amount  and  quality  of  food  to 
the  work  in  hand  and  of  the  season's  needs,  and 
in  everything  tries  to  maintain  the  pink  of  con- 
dition conjointly  with  the  perfection  of  health. 

How  different  is  it  with  many  a  well  mean- 
ing man  who  finds  himself  entrusted  with  the 
care  and  management  of  a  heavy  draft  stallion 
and  with  no  special  training  or  liking  for  the 
work.  It  is  men  such  as  he  that  give  the  horse 
that  kind  of  unintelligent  attention  which  in- 
evitably ends  in  the  inducement  of  such  a  dis- 
ease as  "grease,"  and  with  it  not  uncommonly 
comes  the  other  bane  of  the  stallion  seller's 
business,  viz.,  complaints  of  indifference,  par- 
tial impotency  or  actual  sterility. 

Here  is  the  history  of  a  victim  of  such  ill- 
treatment  frim  the  time  he  left  his  impor- 
ter's hands  until  he  returned  to  him  in  two 
years — a  lifeless,  sluggish,  dirty,  woebegone 
object,  stinking  and  covered  with  sores,  his 
legs  ragged,  ulcerated,  studded  with  grapes 
and  weeping  an  ichorous  discharge.  On  ar- 
rival at  the  farm  he  was  put  into  an  8x12  box 
stall  away  from  all  stock,  with  no  window  or 
door  to  look  out  of,  with  little  ventilation 
other  than  that  unintentionally  provided,  with 
nothing  to  do  and  nothing  to  see  and  no  one 
to  say  a  kmd  word  to  him  or  pay  him  frequent 
friendly  visits.      On  many  a  farm  a  basement 
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barn  was  the  spot  selected,  and  here  the  stal- 
lion stood  for  months  at  a  time  from  the  close 
of  the  breeding    season     to  its     opening    in 
spring.    For  a  time  the  attendant  tried  unskil- 
ful methods  of  grooming,     but  irritated     the 
horse,  of  which  he  was    scared  from  the  start, 
kicks  ended  in  actual  vice,  and  the  groom    or 
farmer,  fearing  to     enter  the  stall,     left     the 
horse  alone,     standing  in     ever-accumulating 
filth,  and  fed  him  corn,  corn,  corn,  and  then 
more  corn  through  a  hole  in  the  wall.    Natur- 
ally these  unnatural  conditions  induced  tilth 
of  skin  and  overfatness  and  sluggish,    impure 
blood,  and  all  manner  of  ills  inevitably  follow- 
ed in  their  wake.      One  of  these,  and    the  one 
most  sure  to  come,  was  the  grease  that  proved 
incurable  and  so  he  led  the  owner  toretura  the 
horse  to  the  seller  for  "repairs"  which  a  new 
stallion    (of  course  some     other  breed      was 
bought  in  his  place  to  be  similarly    ill-treated 
to  the  detriment  of  all  concerned. 
'   On  the  contrary,  the  stallion,  on  arrival  at 
his  new  home     should     have  been     given  a 
roomy,  airy,  light,  cheerful  boxstall    not  in  a 
basement,  and  with  a  large  paddock  attached 
in  which  to  take  exercise,  so  that  he  would  not 
feel  'lonely,  a  prisoner  like  a  wild  beast  in  a 
menagerie;   for   a   horse   is   a   companionable 
fceast,  wanting   and     needing  company     and 
friends,  liking  to  look  about  him  and  to  know 


mc  iw,  v"  ../mg  wit., 
butes  of  nature  such  as  fresh  air,  sunlight, 
fresh  water,  mixed  ration,  the  little  luxuries, 
of  bites  of  green  stuff  and  nibbles  of  clean 
earth  and  the  great  and  necessary  care  of 
thorough  grooming,  muscle  massage,  expert 
attention  to  skin  and  feather  and  abundance 
of  exercise  in  company  with  a  kind,  appreci- 
ative expert,  fiend  and  "boss"  on  every  suit- 
able day  the  year  round.  Work  in  harness 
is  always  very  profitable. 

Drugs  cannot  take  the  place  of  these  na- 
drugs,  internal  or  external,  with  certainty 
cure  the  grease  that  has  come  from  the  unin- 
telligent and  inhuman  treatment  of  the  horse. 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  best  to  prevent  the 
disease  by  maintaining  the  health  of  every 
organ  of  the  body— not  by  administration  of  / 
drugs,  but  by  exercise,  through  grooming,  \ 
intelligent  feeding  and  sanitary  stablmg,  but 
if  a  case  at  any  time  has  to  be  treated,  as 
early  as  possible  inaugurate  all  of  the  healthy 
and'natural  methods  of  care  and  management 
outlined  here  and  there  will  then  be  some 
hopeof  restoring  the  horse  to  his  normal  pos- 
session of  health  and  vigor. 

As  to  the  treatment  the  aim  should  be  to 
get  rid  of  every  trace  of  effete  matter    in  the 
body  and  this  is  best  done  by  the  adminis- 
tration of  purges  and  then  by  outdoor    living 
throughout  an  entire  year,  during  which  time 
if  possible  make  the  horse  work  for  his  feed 
and  let  the  feed  be  of  the  plainest  sort— in  bad 
cases  hay,  fodder,  roots  and  bran  but  no  oats, 
com,  or  other  grain  or  soft  mashes.  Just  make 
the  stallion  an  ordinary  work  horse  for    the 
time  being,  but  feed  him  spare  rations  so  that 
he  may  work  the  fat  off  and  out  of  his  sys- 
tem and  in  so  doing  gather  an  entirely  new 
complement  of  new  blood   and   renovate  the 
tissues  it  builds  and  nourishes.     Apart  from 
this  there  is  no  royal  road  to  success  in  treat- 
ment, and  each  practitioner  has     his  favorite 
remedy  or  system  of  treatment.       It  may  be 
said,  however,  that  Fowler's   solution  of  ar- 
senic given  in  half  ounce  doses  Wo  or  three 
times  daily,  is  usually  employed  with  benefit, 
and  after  removing  the  long  hair  from     the 
legs  (in  bad  cases)  either  powdered  or  liquid 
astringents  are    to    be  employed  to  help  dry 
up  the  discharge  and  relieve  the  inflammation 
and  soreness  of  the     skin.       In  cases  where 
grapes  are  abundant  these  growths  have  to 
be  got     rid     of  by  use  of  the  actual  cautery 
which  may  be  the  special   instrument  of  the 
trained  veterinarian*  where     he     can  be  em- 
ployed or,  if  that  is  impossible,  one  may  resort 
to  the  old   plan   of  cutting  off  the   growths, 
one  at  a  time,  with  the  edge  of  a  blacksmith's 
shovel  heated  red  hot  applied  against  the  neck 
of  the  growth  under  which  a  wet,  cold  shovel 
is  held  against  the  skin  to  prevent  scorching 
of  healthy  parts. 

As  a  sample  of  local  treatment,  somewhat 
different  from  that  so  often  prescribed,  we 
republish  the  following  from  the  columns  of 
he  Australasian : 

"First  clip  the  hair  away  and  wash  the 
parts  thoroughly  with  war  m water,  soap  and 
washing  soda.  Wipe  dry  with  soft  clean 
cloth.  Then  apply  gently  by  dabbing  (not 
rubbing  with  a  piece  of  cloth  tied  on  a  stick, 
a  little  of  the  following  mixture:  I.  Formalin, 
1  1-2  ounces,  in  one  pint  of  water.  2.  Sul- 
phuric acid  •dilute)  5  ounces,  in  a  pint  of 
water.  Numbers  1  and  2  are  to  be  used  on 
alternate  days.  Finally  dust  the  parts  once  or 
twice  daily"  with  equal  parts  of  oxide  of.  zinc 
an  dcalcium  carbonate  (chalk)  well  powdered 
and  mixed.  Tie  horse  to  prevent  biting." — A. 
S.  Alexander,  V.S.,  Wisconsin  Experimental

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Some  remarkable  facts  concerning  the  ca- 
reer of  Sun-Yat-Sen,  the  head  of  the  present 
revolutionary  movement  in  China,  and  already 
named  a?  the  first  president  of  a  prospective 
republic  were  given  to  the  London  News 
Agency  by  Dr.  James  Cantlic,  the  celebrated 
surgeon.  Dr.  Cantlie,  who  has  had  a  distin- 
guished career,  probably  knows  more  about 
Sun-Yat-Sen  .and  the  Young  China  party  than 
any  other  man  in  this  country ;  says  the  Lon- 
don Daily  Telegraph  in  a  recent  issue.  He  has 
traveled  extensively  in  the  East,  but  has  now 
settled  on  Harley  street.  The  story  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  Chinese  rebel  leader  reads  al- 
most like  a  novel,  and  one  of  the  incidents  of 
the  friendship  existing  between  them  produced 
an  enormous  sensation  a  few  years  back.  They 
first  met  at  Hongkong,  where  Dr.  Cantlie  was 
professor  and  Sun-Yat-Sen  a  medical  student. 
Afterwards  the  Chinaman  became  mixed  up  in 
a  conspiracy,  and  had  a  most  exciting  escape 
from  Canton.  He  managed  to  reach  England, 
but  on  October  ii.  i&>'».  was  lUTeu  by  a  icuuvv- 
countryman  into  the  Chinese  Legation,  where 
he  was  made  prisoner.  Sun-Yat-Sen.  however, 
succeeded  in  throwing  a  newspaper  from  the 
window  of  a  room  in  which  he  was  locked  up.. 
On  the  paper  was  written  his  story,  and  a  re- 
quest that  it  should  be  forwarded  to  Dr.  Cant- 
lie.    It  fortunatelv  reached  the  doctor's  hands, 


not  tell  you  that.  He  left  here  for  America, 
and  after  that  he  would  not  tell  me  his  destin- 
ation." 

"I  take  it  that  you  were  about  his  best 
friend  in  this  country?"  I  think  so.  He  has 
been  here  often  within  the  last  ten  years ; 
sometimes  twice  in  the  year.  1  should  think- 
within  the  last  twelve  years  he  has  been  here 
six  or  seven  times  since  that  row  with  the  Le- 
gation, when  he  was  kidnapped.  I  know  that 
this  is  his  party  that  is  doing  this  now  in  China, 
on  account  of  the  principles  on  which  they  are 
starting,  and  they  are  these:  First  of  all,  they 
are  opposed  to  the  Manchu  dynasty,  and  wish 
to  establish  a  republic  in  China.  1  have  often 
laughed  at  him,  and  told  him  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  rouse  the  people  against  the  throne, 
people  who  live  by  the  throne,  and  who  are 
built  up  upon  loyalty  to  the  throne.  I  have 
told  him  it  was  impossible,  because  the  king 
there  is  not  a  king.  He  is  a  god.  and  there- 
fore that  is  a  sort  of  respect  which  they  have 
for  him  which  you  cauiiOl  get  '.id  of.' 

'•What  did  he  say  to  that?  "He  has  replied 
that  perhaps  we  do  not  understand  things  out 
there  as  well  as  he  does,  lie  says  the  different 
provinces  of  China  are  more  independent  than 
the  different  states  in  the  United  States.  More 
independent  even  than  Canada  is  of  this  conn 
try.

ami  Dr.  Cantlie  made  such  "tremioiis  efforts ovince  has  absolute  power.    1  le  only  reports 


o|  medicine  at  the  college  in  Hongkong,  which 
1  founded.  He  was  our  first  president,  but  he 
turned  out  to  be  a  revolutionary,  and  he  was 
associated  with  eighteen  others.  All  those  are 
dead,  except  Sun-Yat-Sen.  The  last  lost  hia 
head  about  seven  years  ago." 

"Then  thev  all  died  a  violent  death  except 
Sun-Yat-Sen?"    "Yes,"  was  the  reply. 

"You  knew  him  very  well?  What  do  you 
think  of  his  chances  of  success  now?  You  say 
he  is  a  most  extraordinary  man?" 

••Well."  replied  the  doctor,  "in  the  first 
place,  he  has  got  plenty  of  money." 

"Where  does  he  get  that  from?"  "That  I 
cannot  tell  you.  Then  he  has  got  plenty  of 
men.  The  foreign-drilled  troops  of  China  are 
not  loyalto  the  Manchu  dynasty.  I  know  all 
about  them,  and  have  done  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years." 

"When  did  it  come  to  you  that  this  man 
might  write  history  in  China?"  "The  very  first 
moment  that  he  rebelled.  As  I  said,  he  came 
to  study  medicine  in  Hongkong  In  ify?.  and  he 
was  with  us  for  four  years  and  graduated. 
Then  he  went  to  the  Portuguese  island  of  Ma- 
cow  to  begin  practicing  there.  The  Chinese, 
with  their  usual  magnanimity,  said  to  him, 
'All  right,  we  will  give  you  every  facility.  You 
can  have  this  end  of  the  hospital  for  native 
medicine,  and  the  other  end  of  the  hospital  for 
foreign   medicine,' — As   you  will  see."  contin-

A  Narrow  Escape 

"After  that  Sun-Yat-Sen  went  to  Canton, 
and  it  was  there  he  first  got  in  with  the  party 
which  was  trying  to  modernize  China.    There 
was  a  row.  and  there  was  some  talk  of  having 
an  armed  rebellion,  but  Sun-Yat-Sen  escaped 
over  the  wall  of  Canton  in  a  basket,  and  he 
came  back  and  managed  to  get  back  to  me.

We  had  a  job  to  get  him  out,  but  he 
managed  to  smuggle  a  note  out  to  me,  which 
I  received  at  nearly  midnight  on  a  Saturday, 
rill  see  all  about  this  in  the  hook."

£100,000  On  His  Head 

"Did  he  ever  seem  worried  by  the  fact  that 
a  large  sum  of  money  was  put  upon  his  head?"

halfpenny.  He  is  a  perfect  patriot.  I  suppose 
£100,006  is  the  price  put  upon  his  head,  but 
no  one  will  ever  get  it.  and.  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
Sun-Yat-Sen  is  walking  about,  and  has  been 
walking  about  among  them."

.  The  heroic  figure  which  stands  out  in 
this  dramatic  recital  of  things  gone  by  is  that 
of  the  famous  Capt.  Jack  Allan,  of  the  North- 
west Mounted  Police  fame.  The  character 
of  this  Canadian  soldier  is  told  with  faithful 
minutemess  and  to  his  'old  comrades  who

He  added,  he  had  located  D01  ovan  at  »i"s 
r- r.dczvous,  a  little  fru*  store  hCBi  Woodwa<"f* 
r.vcnue,  kept  by  no  Italian  name  I  tiianelli,  wu 
was  a  little  shy  as  he  tout  Bourbon  whisky 
wt;ii  his  sol.  <'rinks  to  hi*  friends  and  was 
■voting  to  ivk  about  th|  p'.tes  being  paid 
f<  1  substitu-.es.  He  heard  of  Sr.coo  being  of- 
fered for  one  but  he  didn't  pay  the  doctor  al- 
though he  heard  that  soldiers  from  the  Can- 
adian side  did  not  have  to  go  before  a  doctor 
and  he  thought  he  knew  of  a  man  who  would 
get  me  $1,200  half  of  which  would  be  paid 
when  I  signed  the  roll  and  I  promised  to  call 
again.  He  returned  me  my  pistol  and  told  me 
to  get  back  for  C — .  as  it  was  near  last  post, 
but  when  I  got  to  Johnstone's  he  had  gone  and 
I  hurried  down  to  the  Crawford  house. 

Given  the  Frog's  March 

There  I  was  informed  he  had  been  seen 
with  one  of  the  military  police,  who  asked  him 
for  his  pass,  and  he  refused  to  show  it  to  him 
and  took  off  his  waist  belt  to  strike  him  but 
he  was  knocked  down  with  his  swagger  stick 
and  the  town  patrol  took  him  in  charge,  lie 
was  drunk  and  was  carried  frogs'  march  fash- 
ion which  was  the  only  way  to  handle  a  fract- 
ious prisoner  those  days,  face  downward.  L»ut 
it  cured  the  worst  of  them,  particularly  if  it 
was  found  necessary  to  put  a  bugler  boy  to 
ride  across  the  small  of  his  back  to  keep  mm 
from  struggling. 

Allan'*  Plan  of  Campaign 

At  the  time  was  now  Hearing  for  the  Don- 
ovan capture,  I  hurried  back  to  tne  room  and 
reported  and  got  a  reprimand  for  not  securing 
him  when  I  titst  found  he  bad  been  drinking. 
It  was  now  too  late  to  get  C-  •  under  any  cir- 
cumstances.   He  could   not   be  trusted   when 
not   perfectly  sober  and   Allan   said,   "I    will 
nip  this  fellow  myself  at  any  cost.     Get  me 
my  cloak  and  cape  and  I  will  play  the  C —  role, 
and  if  he  escapes  me  there  will  be  no  one  to 
blame  but  myself,  as  you  must  not  be  seen 
but  to  take  this  rope  and  stand  by,  lest  there 
may  be  two  of  them  as  it  would    hardly    be 
safe  to  leave  a  stiff    on     the    edge    of     the 
ice.    If  he  is  to  come  away  from  it  any  distance 
at  all  he  will  draw  it  up  on  the  solid  ice,  but 
if  he  suspects  and  ia  alone,  he  will  not  leave 
the  skiff  at  all  but  will  hold  it   with  a  boat 
hook  and  be  ready  to  shove  off  into  the  float- 
ing ice  if  everything  is  not  just  as  he  expected 
it.    Now  if  you  hide  yourself  close  by  and  the 
signal  is.  not  right,  he  will  shove  off  and  take 
his  chances  in  the  floe  ice,  and  shore  he  will 
drift  along  the  edge  and  you  could  throw  your 
pling  irons  with  the  off  chance  of  hook- 
ing him.  Then  he  will  cut  your  rope  and  shoot 
or  take  his  chances  on  a  big  cake  of  ice  and 
give  you  the  empty  skiff,  but  don't  open  fire 
on  him  unless  1  call  on  you.     If  he  suspects

his  fire  and  the  signa  u  to  close  in  quick 


ice  not  more  than  to  feet  out  and  a  struggle 
was  going  on  although  I  couldn't  see,  it  was 
too  dark,  but  they  were  being  carried  further 
out  and  I  called  out  twice  before  I  got  an  an- 
swer, when  'the  sergeant  called  back  "All 
right,  He  got  me,  but  I  have  him  now,  Throw 
your  rope  when  vou  see  a  chance." 

Exciting  Struggle  in  Detroit  River 
I  heard  the  prisoner  using  foul     language 
which  satisfied  me  he  was  being  tied  but  as 
I  didn't  know  which  way  the  current  would 
carry  them.   I  was  getting  anxious  for  his  safe- 
ty until  he  called  out  to  me  to  flash  my  lantern 
and  carry  it  along,  which  I  did  keeping  as  close 
to  the  floating  ice  as  I  dare,  while  trying  to 
get  a  flash  on  him  without  any  effect,  but  I 
could  hear  that  he  was  working  either  with 
a  pole  or  an  oar  through  the  ice,  while  I  kept 
my  lantern  as  high  as  I  could  which  was  a  help 
to  guide  him.     When  I  heard  him  say,  "Lie 
quiet,  you  cur,  or  I  will  drown  you."  Then  he 
called  to  me  to  get  my  rope  ready  as  he.  was 
foul  of  a  flake  of  ice  which  he  couldn't  break  - 
through,  but  he  had  made  fast  to  it  and  look- 
ed like  setting  outward  when  he  asked  me  to 
test  the  flake  and  then  throw  the  rope.    I  had 
to  be  careful  but  by  tapping  the  flake  with 
my  stick,  it  sounded  strong  enough  and  I  step- 
ped on  it  and  threw  my  rope  just  in  time  as 
it  had  moved  out  nearly  two  feet  to  land  on  the 
solid  ice  after  he  called  to  me  to  hold  on.    All 
the  while  he  helped  with  a  boat  hook  until  the 
current  Gradually  carried  it  toward  the  opposite 
shore  leaving  the  skiff  in  some    open     water 
where  I  got  a  glimpse  of  it  now  with  my  lan- 
tern and  was  ordered  to  haul  away  followed 
by  a  strong  expression  and  an  order  to  "lie 
down  you  treacherous  cur." 

Ties  Him  Around  the  Neck 
This  was  a  tug  on  my  rope,  made  me  slack 
tip  a  little  for  a  moment,  then  I  was  told  to  haul 
away  and  when  he  jumped  out  he  told  me  to 
untie  the  prisoner  who  I  found  last  with  two 
big  hitches  around  his  neck  and  over  the  rear 
thwarts.  This  explained  to  me  without  ask| 
ing  any  question,  why  he  called  on  me  to 
slack  up. 

Stabbed  With  Boat  Hook 
On  comparing  notes  I  found  he  had  a  hole 
through  the  left  side  of  his  face  which  was 
done  with  the  boat  hook  when  Donovan  was 
being  captured,  after  firing  one   shot   which 
missed  the  mark.  He  ordered  me  to  remove  the 
bracelets  from  the  prisoner  who  was  poorly 
clad  and  both  were  wet  and  ice  covered.  I 
noticed,  as  he  handed  me  the  key  of  the  cuffs 
that  he  was  covered  with  blood  now  frozen 
to  his  cane  and  it  revealed  also  a  terrible  look- 
ing gash  in  his  face.     I  ventured  to  say  that 
he  was  hit.    He  said,  "Yes,  the  prisoner  fired 
one  shot,  as  I  was  jumping  into  the  boat  after 
him  and' then » jabbed  me  with  his  boat  hook, 
after  pitching  his  pistol  overboard.    Now  lead 
on  your  lantern  and  go  straight  to  the  guard 
room."  Then  turning  to  the  prisoner:  "Keep 
close  up  and  make  no  attempt  to  run  for  it 
will  be  my  turn."  We  kept  the  middle  of  the 
street  after  we  passed  the  Hidon's  house  and 
through  a  dense  crowd  all  the  way.    We  land- 
ed him   in  the  guard  room  and  the  sergeant 
went  to  the  hospital.     After  reporting  to  the 
orderly  officer.  Mr.  Fraser  of  the  Quebec  com- 
pany, he  then  told  me  to  report  to  Sergt.  Mc- 
Cord  and  ask  for  a  couple  of  fatigue  men  to 
have  the  stiff  hauled  up  to  the  station  and  no- 
tify the  corporal  of  the  patrol  to  take  it  over 
until  further  orders  and  hand  over  the  boat 
hook  to  the  main  guard  as  it  might  be  want- 
ed at  the  trial.    I  carried  out  the  orders  and 
went  with  the  fatigue  men  and  hauled  the  skiff 
over  the  ice.  The  bottom  of  it  looked  like  the 
floor  of  a  slaughter  house  and  the  point  of 
the  boat  hook  was  covered  with  frozen  blood, 
but  the  prisoner  himself  was  bespattered  with 
blood  which  he  was  anxious  to  explain  came 
from  the  sergeant  when  he  was  tying  him  in 
the  boat,  but  when  shown  the  boat  hook  he 
was  dumb. 

Awful  Fight  in  Open  Boat 
I   went  to  the  hospital  the  next  day  but 
tju  crgcant  would  not  allow  me  to  sec 

him  until  the  doctor  had  made  his  rounds  and 
as  I  was  a  witness  at  the  orderly  room  at  1 1 
o'clock.  I  said  I  w  at  3.30  when  I 

came  off  duty.  I  appeared  befdre  Capt.  Alleync 


who   took   orderly   room   and    stated   what   1 
knew  in  the  C.  case,  he  being  charged  with 
being  drunk  and  disorderly  in  Windsor  and 
resisting  the  patrol  escort  and  was  given  five 
days  in  the  cells.    I  went  to  the  hospital  after 
noon  and  was  allowed  to  see  my  sergeant,  but 
his  head  was  so  swollen  they  were  afraid  of 
erysipelas  setting  in.    He  told  me  tnat  he  gave 
the  signal  when  challenged  and  waited  to  see 
his  next  move  when  he  called  out  "Come  quick, 
come  quick.'  He  said:  "I  closed  on  him  and  he 
bolted  for  his  boar/rand  jumped  in  and  seemed 
to  slide  the  whole  length  of  it,  but  the  impact 
carried  it  into  the  floe  ice  and  I  had  to  jump 
or  be  left.    He  fired  point  blank  at  me  from 
the  stern  of  the  boat  lying  down,  just  as  I 
jumped  in,  and  he  threw  the  pistol  overboard 
and  from  a  kneeling  position  he  drew  the  boat 
hook  to  the  position  of  shorten  arrns  and  be- 
fore  I   could   duck   my   head,   it   was  driven 
through    my   left   cheek   carrying  the  upper 
teeth  with  it  and  pulled  back  for  another  thrust 
when  I  landed  on  him  and  I  don't  know  what 
prevented  me  from  kilting  him  and  throwing 
him  overboard-   a  sense  of  duty,  I  suppose.  I 
was  bleeding  like  a  bull  and  savage  enough 
for  any  foul  act,  but  I  did  not  handle  him 
gently  in  turning  him  over  and  putting  the 
darbies  on  him.    He  squealed  when  I  had  my 
knee  on  the  small  of  his  back  to  bring  his 
hands  and  wrists  together  and  when  I  pulled 
led  on  the  rope  after  yctu  jumped  o  nthe  solid-

Was  a  Connaught  Ranger 

Sir— I  am  on  my  way  from  China  back 
to  Halifax  to  see  my  only  brother  before 
going  back  to  Ireland,  where  I  was  born  79 
years  ago. 

In  the  88th  Connaught  Rangers  i  was 
taken  on  the  strength  when  I  was  twelve 
years  old  and  posted  to  the  band  as  one  of 
the  buglers  and  went  with  the  2nd  battalion 
to  the  Crimea  in  55  and  was  wounded  at 
the  storming  of  the  Redan  when  we  were 
beat  back  twice  until  the  sailors  from  the 
Lancaster  battery  came  up  to  relieve  us,  but 
their  scaling  ladders  were  too  short  and  they 
were  badly  cut  up,  the  poor  fellows  trying 
to  make  a  bridge  with  their  back  to  rest  the 
ladders  on.  I  was  invalided  home  with  a 
heavy  draft  on  the  troopship  Pelican.,  and 
came  to  Canada  in  1863  with  my  father  and 
mother. 

Joins   Royal   Canadians 

I  was  transferred  to  the  Royal  Canadian 
rifles  and  was  in  Capt.  Mora'n's  company 
and  sent  to  a  place  called  Chatham  in  upper 
Canada  in  1864.  and  I  enlisted  in  a  regiment 
in  Quebec  going  for  service  on  the  frontiei 
in  October,  1864,  with  Captain  Alleync  and 
Lieut.  PrcndergaM  and  sent  to  Windsor  op- 
posite to  Detroit  and  shortly  after  I  wa3  told, 
off  for  special  duty  by  order  of  Col.  Osborne 
Smith  to  report  myself  to  Sergt.  Jack  Allan. 

Myself  and  Corp.  Donely  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Rifles  were  put  in  plain  clothes  to 
look  out  for  the  crimps  on  the  other  side 
of  the  border  line  from  Detroit  who  made 
a  business  of  smuggling  our  men  across  and 
selling  them  to  the  .substitute  brokers  who 
paid  as  high  as  a  thousand  dollars  for  the 
American  citizens  who  were  drafted  and  had 
to  go  to  the  front  or  supply  a  substitute. 

Stealing  English  Soldiers 
I  like  the  duty  as  we  did  no  parades  or 
drills  and  our  sargeant  was  one  of  the  best 
men  I  ever  served  under.  He  was  a  soldier 
from  the  crown  of  his  head  to  the  sole  of  his 
feet  and  I  think  he  took  a  fancy  to  me  after 
we  caught  the  first  one  of  the  gang,  a  shoe- 
maker from  Detroit,  who  had  planned  to 
smuggle  Private  C— .  an  old  30th  Regiment 
man  who  had  served  in  the  Crimea.  He  gave 
me  the  information  in  old  Tom  Johnstone's 
tavern  near  the  Ferry  Hill  in  Windsor,  and 
-I  reported  to  the  sergeant  and  he  had  him 
in  the  room  in  the  Hiron's  house  at  the  top 
of  the  Ferry  Hill  where  we  used  to  change 
our  clothes  off  and  on  to  disguise  ourselves 
and  passed  the  signals  to  maek  no  mistake 
as  it  was  a  very  cold  day  and  the  ice  was  run- 
ning very  thick  in  the  Detroit  river  which 
was  frozen  out  about  100  feet  from  the  shore 
an(j  c— ,  said  that  he  was  to  be  down  on  the 
ice  about  9  o'clock  and  be  ready  to  answer  his 
whistle  with  the  words,  "All  right.  Donovan." 
and  then  run  for  his  skiff  which  he  was  to 
have  on  the  edge  of  the  frozen  ice  sharp  on 
the  time  when  "first  post"  war,  sounding, 
but  he  was  not  to  bring  any  firearms  with 
him  as  he  would  have  a  gun  and  would  shoot 
him  if  he  tried  any  double  cross  work  on 
him. 

Blood  Money 
Then  when  he  was  enlisted  he  would  get 
$500  when  he  signed  <>n  and  when  he  was,  de- 
livered ,  to   the   recruiting  officer  on      Peach 
idand  he  would  be  given  another  $400  as  he 
would  keep  $100  as  his  commission.       Then 
Sergt.   Allan   told   him   he   would  get  a   pass 
for  him  to  be  absent  from  barracks  until  10.30 
id  he  was  to  report  to  me  at  915  »t  John- 
stone's  tavern    with  cloak  and  cape  and 
waist  belt  and  side  arms  under  it.    Meantime, 
he   was  to  take  his   further  orders   from   mc 
Then  he  dismissed  him  with  a  warning  against 
talking  to  anyone   about   it  and   particularly 
ordered  him  not  to  enter  the  canteen.     Then 
he  turned  to  mc  and  said:  ''Send  Corpl.  Done- 
id  mc  at  1  ind  when  he  came  he  said: 
Id  you  off  last  night  to  watch  the  train 
and  the  ferry  boat  for  that  crimp  and  gave  you 
picture  of  him  and  Otl     that    he

the  man  walked  on   within  four  feet 


and  found  C—  who  I  thought  had  been 
drinking  and  when  I  charged  him  with  it  he 
said  he  had  a  couple  of  glasses  of  beer.  I 
took  him  into  a  side  room  and  warned  him 
that  if  he  took  any  more.  I  would  send  him 
to  the  guard  room  and  turn  in  his  pass  to  the 
sergeant  of  the  guard. 

The  Justice  of  the  Barrack  Room 
This  brought  him  up  standing  as  he  was 
afraid  of  Sergt.  Allan  who  had  given  him  a 
terrible  thrashing  on  Christmas  morning  be* 
hind  the  cook  house  before    reveille    sounded 
when  he  took  the  place  of  Private  Young  whom 
the  blackguard  had  hit  the  night  before  with  a 
scrubbing  brush  when  the  lad  was  saying  hi3 
prayers  by  the  side  of  his  cot  and  the  poor  lad 
went  to  Sergt.  Allan's  small  room  in  the  corner 
and  reported  what  had  happened  when  we  all 
heard  the  answer  quite  distinctly.    It  was,  '  I 
should  send  the  fellow  to  the  back    yard    be- 
fore reveille  goes  and  thrash  him  soundly.  i. 
will  take  the  responsibility  and  will  tell  of  a 
man  to  see  that  you  get  fair  play.     This  will 
be  better  than  having  him  spend  Christmas  in 
the  guard  room."  Then  he  called  for  me  just 
as  lisrhts  out  was  sounding  and  I  went  into  his 
room  and  he  warned  me  to  have  Private  C— - 
narade  half  an  hour  before  reveille  at  the  cook 
house  and  to  parade  Young  at  the  same  hour 
and  place  and  to  see  fair  play  between  them 
as  C— -  was  known  to  have  used  his  teeth  in  a 
previous  encounter  at  Kingston   with  one  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  brakesmen  who  suffered  the 
loss  of  parts  of  an  ear.  but  as  the  sergeant  was 
giving  mc  the  orders,  he  was  writing  on  a  slip 
of  paper  telling  me  that  Young  would  sleep  in 
his  room  and  he  would  sleep  on  Young's  cot 
and  would  parade  in  front  of  C—  with  only  his 
shirt  and  drawers  on  as  they  looked  so  much 
alike  that  the  paymaster  took  them  for  broth- 
ers.   I  was  to  lock  the  the  barrack-room  doors. 
I  warned  C —  against  clinching  or  standing 
over  his  apponent  when  down.  t  He  must  get 
back  to  his  corner.     He  weighed  187  poun<l>. 
nearly  40  pounds  heavier  than  the  sergeant, 
but  in  exactly  20  minutes  C's  face  was  cut  to 
ribbons  and  the  sergeant  was  hardly  touched, 
but  he  stopped  and  made  himself  known,  tel- 
lin«'  him  this  was  better  than     spending    his 
Christmas  in  the  guard  room  and  be  hoped  it 
would  be  a  lesson  to  him,  and  it  was,  but  if  he 
afterward  got  into  the   guardroom   he  would 
ask  if  Sergt.  Allan  was  on  or  off  duty.    1  le  was 
a  fine  soldier  when  sober,  but  when  dmnk  he 
was  the  most  mutinous  blackguard  I  ever  sol- 
diered with,  an  ugly  brute,  quarrelsome     and 
wicked  and  your  only  protection  against  him 
was  a  club.     He  did  two  regimental  and  one 
general    courts   martial    while   we   served   up 
there,  but  no  matter  where  he  was  found  when 
drunk  Sergt.  Allan  would  only  say  "come  on" 
and  he  would  follow  him  like  a  dog. 

*.  Red  Coated  Lochinvar 

I  saw  him  once  when  he  was  orderly  to  the 
officer  commanding,  when,  of  course,  he  wore 
his  waist  belt  and  side  arms  (the  sword  bay- 
onet) and  when  he  came  off  duty  he  got  drunk 
in  the  town  before  going  .back  to  his  barracks 
to  report  and  I  was  coming  up  the  front  street 
and  saw  several  negroes  near  the  place  where 
they  were  having  a  colored  wedding  and  they 
came  running  towards  me  in  a  very  excited 
manner,  saying  that  a  soldier  was  in  and  had 
taken  possession  of  the  bride  and  beaten  the 
bridegroom  and  driven  the  others  out  with  bis 
bayonet.  I  looked  in  and  saw  who  it  was,  and 
When  I  came  out  I  met  the  town  policeman, 
who  had  been  sent  for.  I  told  him  he  had  bet- 
ter not  go  near  him  as  he  had  his  side  arms, 
and  to  pacify  the  negroes,  I  said  I  would  go 
Sergt.  Allan,  and  asked  the  policeman  to 
Weep  them  back  nntil  I  returned.  I  found  the 
Sergeant  at  the  room.  He  had  just  come  back 
from  Chatham  and  turned  in  for  a  smoke,  but 
he  got  up  and  we  went  over. 

He  Steals  Black  Bride 
He  asked  the  policeman  to  keep  the  crowd 
back  while  he  went  in,  and  there  he  found  C— 
wjth  a  quart  of  beer  on  a  table  beside  him 

sword  bayonet  out  of  the  scabbard  lying 
ready  for  any  emergency  and  poor  bride,  with 
all  her  finery  on,  was  sitting  on  his  knee,  wirle 
the  bridegroom,  with  a  bad  ga  head 

and  bleeding  like  a  stuck  pig,  w 
ecu  them  and  Hi 
•   went  up  and  touched    him     on     the 


ice,  I  wanted  more  to  put  round  his  neck  and 
over  the  hind  seat  which  kept  him  well  braced 
underneath  and  if  he  had  struggled  or  attempt" 
ed  to  roll  when  I  began  to  use  the  boat  hook, 
he  would  have  chocked  himself,  and  he  wasn't 
a  suicidal  party. 

We  only  want  Costello  now  and  the  whole 
gang  will  be  broken  up.  I  had  to  get  away  as 
the  hospital  sergeant  said  that  the  orderly  offi- 
cer and  Col.  Osborne  Smith  were  coming  to 
visit  the  patients — now  sir,  I  find  that  my  train 
goes  out  in  fifteen  minutes  and  I  was  very 
anxious  to  have  seen  my  old  sergeant,  now 
Capt.  Jack  Allan. 

A  Proud  Record 
I  remember  when  he  was  gazetted  captain  in 
1865  after  the  breaking  up  of  the  big  cadet 
camp  when  he  passed  the  possible  number  of 
marks  and  was  given  command  of  No.  4  com- 
pany, the  color  company,  over  the  heads  of 
the   oldest  officers   in    Canada,   such   as   Col. 
Lord  Alymer,  Col   De   Salaberrv  and  others 
who  were  in  his  company,  but  he  deserved 
it  all  and  more,  and  Col.  Wolseley  knew  his 
man  when  he  introduced  him  to  the  minister 
of  militia — as  the  only  cadet  in  Canada  who 
couldn't   be   plucked   for     his     examinations 
without  the  war  office  would  publish  a  rew 
drill  book.    He  took  first  in  everything,  cavalry, 
artillery,  and  infantry  and  in  competition  with 
Capt.  now  Lt.-Col.  Fox,  in  charge  of  the  army 
gymnasium   and   small   arm   training  school, 
London.  1  was  present  in  the  theatre  on  Cote 
street,  Montreal,  at  the  garrison  assault"  at- 
arms  in  1867,  when  Capt.  Allan,  boxed,  fenced 
and  out-pointed  Capt.  Fox,  then  of  the  iooth 
Regiment  in  everything,  getting  9  out  of  the  10 
points  in  single  stick  loose  play,  getting  even 
points   in    fencing   and   getting   the   decision) 
easily  in  boxing.    I  won  £2  on  that  occasion, 
for  I  knew  what  he  could  do,  and  Capt.  Fox 
was  counted  about  the  best  of  the  garrison 
lightweights  among  the  officers,  but  I  could 
keep  on  and  fill  a  big  book  about  our  captain 
who  never  missed  a  chance  to  fight  for  his 

To  the  Gates  of  Hell 

It  was  in  the  blood  and  he  couldn't  help 
•t ;  but  you  could  count  on  one  thmg,  as  cer- 
tain as  death,  he  /would  never  ask  a  man  to 
do  what  he  would  not  do  himself  and  do  it 
quick,  and  any  man  who  served  under  him 
would  follow  him  into  the  gates  of  Hell,  for 
he  would  always  be  in  front  and  the  men  of  his 
boat  crew  in  the  Red  river  expedition  could 
tell  of  his  gallant  "conduct  in  saving  his  men 
from  death  by  drowning.  I  met  one  of  them 
five  years  ago  in  Vancouver,  and  he  recounted 
the  whole  thing  to  us  at  the  Badminton  hotel, 
saying  that  thirteen  of  them  oWed  their  lives 
to  the  captain.  This  man's  name  was  Mannix. 
He  was  a  sergeant  in  the  boat  at  the  time  and 
I  met  him  in  Victoria,  B.C. 

Should  Have  Victoria  Croat 
He  told  me  that  he  had  a  brother  in  the 
boat — a  corporal — who  was  living  near  Battle- 
ford,  who  steered  the  boat  after  the  captain 
jumped  overboard  with  the  tracking  line  in 
his  mouth  and  swam  to  the  shore  but  all  the 
details  were  so  vividly  given  that  I  could  just 
imagine  I  was  looking  at  him,  because  I  know 
just  what  he  would  do  without  any  thinking 
about  it  any  more  than  cracking  a  walnut 
There  was  one  thing  I  particularly  noted  in 
Mannix's  account  of  it. 

A  God-Fearing  Soldier 
He  laid  the  whole  thing  to  Providence  for 
he  said  that  God  could  only  have  put  strength 
into  a  man  to  enable  him  to  swim  in  such  a 
terrible  place  where  one  false  stroke  would 
have  carried  him- over  the  falls  and  the  boat 
and  crew  would  follow  and  no  one  would 
ever  have  known  what  had  happened  to  them 
any  more  than  is  known  about  the  e^ent  now 
because  it  was  the  act  oi  one  of  the  best  men 
that  ever  carried  a  sword.

Following  is  the  full  text  of  the  sermon  de- 
livered by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  (the  Rt. 
Rev.  A.  F.  Winnington-Ingram,  D.  D.),  at  the 
Church  Congress  Stoke-on-Trent,  on  Tuesday, 
October  3,  191 1. 

"Neither  do  men  put  new  wine  into  old  bot- 
tles, else  the  bottles  break,  and  the  wine  run- 
neth out,  and  the  bottles  perish;  but  they  put 
new  wi&e  into  new  bottles,  and  both  are  pre- 
served.'^-St.  Matthew,  ix.  17. 

.  We  meet  today  in  one  of  the  busiest  centres 
of  the  industrial  life  of  England.  Some  of  you 
who  have  never  been  here  before  have  heard  of 
'The  Potteries"  all  your  lives;  you  are  in  the 
heart  of  the  Potteries  today. 

And  I  think  one  question  especially,  in  such 
a  district  and  in  such  a  time,  is  forced  upon  us 
to  ask  and  to  answer,  and  that  is,  Why  has  the 
Church  not  more  influence  than  it  has  upon 
the  rising 'tide  of  democracy  today?  It  is  no 
question  of  Church  or  Chapel.  No  other  one 
religious  organization  has  more  influence 
than  the  Church  of  England,  but  why  has  or- 
ganized labor  so  little  to  say  to  organized 
Christianity  as  a  whole?  Has  the  new  wine 
burst  the  old  bottles,  and  is  the  wine  hopeless- 
ly and  wastefully  running  out? 

.  In  the  first  place  no  one  will  deny  that  there 
is  a  strong  new  wine  working  in  the  hearts  and 
brains  of  thousands  today.  Thousand  believe 
today  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  equality  of 


known  at  fourteen  as  "the  boy  preacher."  He 
has  now  a  library  of  two  thousand  volumes. 
He  says  in  his  address  in  Labor  Week :  "Any 
man  who  would  find  his  heaven  in  a  heaven  of 
material  benefit  for  the  masses  of  the  people 
has  got,  I  think,  a  heaven  that  will  prove  a 
great  disappointment  when  he  comes  to  realize 
it.  A  man  has  something  more  than  that.  I 
believe  that  man  is  a  spiritual  being.  Unless 
you  cultivate  the  spiritual  side  of  man  as  well 
as  the  material  and  mental,  you  have  not  half 
saved  the  man.  .  .  .  When  we  have  done  our 
best  by  acts  of  parliament,  we  never  can  bring 
this  world  back  again  to  purity  and  perman- 
ent happiness  except  by  the  pure  and  unde- 
nted religion  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ."  In  the  same  sense  speaks  Mr.  Clynes. 
M.P.  for  Northeast  Manchester,  and  Mr. 
Adamson,  M.P.  for  a  great  mining  constitu- 
ency in  the  North,  and  for  years  a  Sunday- 
school  teacher.  "One  has  only  to  realize  what 
provision  God  has  made  for  the  needs  of  men 
in  the  nersnn  of  His  Son  Testis  to  have  a  stiff i- 
cient  reason  for  our  loving  Him  in  return,"  de- 
clares the  latter.  So  again  Mr.  Parker,  M.P. 
for  Halifax,  who  gives  a  wonderful  address  on 
the  Power  of  Vision,  says :  "It-  is  our  business 
to  keep  the  Vision  in  front  of  us — that  we  have 
to  work  for  the  other  fellow,  to  give  to  the 
whole  of  the  people  a  life  worthy  of  the  living. 
So  only  can  we  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the 


mate  them  are  not  Christian  ideas.  What  did 
Christ  really  come  to  reveal  if  it  was  not  the 
infinite  value  of  each  individual  life,  the  love 
of  God  for  all  and  each,  the  law  of  sacrifice  for, 
the  sake  of  others,  the  power  and  blessing  of 
brotherhood?  What  saying  was  more  often 
on  His  lips  than  the  promise  that  the  Kingdom 
of  God  was  at  hand? 

Speaking,  then,  as  I  do  today,  to  a  body  of 
earnest  Christian  men  and  women,  the  first 
thing  that  I  can  ask  them  to  do  is  to  thank 
God  that  such  men  as  these  are  leading  the 
Labor  movement  in  the  English-speaking 
countries.  It  was  a  great  surprise  to  France 
when  the  English  Labor  men  appeared  at  the 
great  Labor  Conference,  bearing  a  banner 
with  the  Cross  upon  it,  and  proclaimed  them- 
selves followers  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  goes  far 
to  bear  out  the  contention  of  my  great  prede- 
cessor' Bishop  Creighton  that  England  is  still 
much  the  most  religious  nation  in  the  world. 
Such  men  may  often  make  mistakes,  and  do 
make  even  colossal  mistakes ;  they  get  thrown 
over  by  their  own  followers ;  they  may  even  in 
individual  cases  get  intoxicated  themselves  by 
the  ne,w  wine  of  power  and  influence;  but  we 
do  a  great  injustice,  and  wantonly  widen  the 
breach  between  organized  Christianity  and  or- 
ganized Labor,  if  we  do  not  bow  our  heads  be- 
fore the  ideal  which  is  inspiring  them,  and  the 
Master  whom,  however  imperfectly  (and  this 


who  would  give,  and  perhaps  have  given,  the 
coats  off  their  backs  for  the  poor  committed 
to  their  charge.  There  is  nothing  like,  there, 
never  has  been  anything  like,  the  parochial 
work  in  town  and  country  of  the  Church  of 
England.  As  is  truly  said  by  the  layman  who 
writes  'Across  the  Bridges'  the  blackguard 
never  fails.  And  yet,  and  yet,  is  it  ungracious 
to  affirm  that  we  are  liable  to  class  prejudice? 
I  have  taken  a  humble  part  in  such  parish  work 
since  twentyseven  years  ago  I  began  my  minis- 
terial life  as  a  curate  in  this  diocese,  and  yet  I 
know  full  well  myself  the  danger  of  class  pre- 
judice. We  clergy  are  largely  drawn  from  one 
class;  the  lay-people  who  have  leisure  to  at- 
tend such  a  congress  as  this  are  wholly  drawn 
from  that  class.  We  are  apt  to  like  the  poor  so 
long  as  they  keep  in ,  their  proper  place.  We 
read  our  class  newspapers,  and  hear  our  class 
conversation  over  the  teatable  or  after  dinner, 
and  in  all  we  do  and  say  class  feeling  insensibly 
makes  itself  felt.  We  freely  admit  and  deplore 
the  great  obstacle  which  the  "caste"  system 
presents  in  India  to  the  progress  ot  the  Gospel : 
out  are  we  equally  sensible  to  the  subt«c  caste 
feeling  which  exists  as  an  intangible  fence  be- 
tween us  and  the  toiling  millions  of  our  peo- 
ple? 

And  notice,  secondly,  this  spoils  the  real 
sympathy  which  we  wish  to  give.  Unless  we 
put  heart  to  heart  and  "lind  to  mind  we  do 


not  give  real  sympathy.  Linless  we  realize  that 
the  young  workman  is  as  proud  and  sensitive 
as  our  own  young  brother  who  has  come  home 
from  the  university  or  from  Sandhurst;  unless 
we  realize  that  he  does  not  want  charity  or 
pity,  or  being  preached  at  any  more  than  the 
other;  that  he  wants  to  stand  on  his  own  feet 
and  look  the  whole  world  in  the  face  and  have 
a  man's  life  with  some  leisure  in  it  and  time  to 
read  and  think,  and  an  honorable  opportunity 
to  court  his  girl  and  a  home  to  take  her  to, 
and  that  nothing  else  that  we  can  give  him 
will  do  instead,  nothing  else  is  treating  him  as 
a  man — not  till  we  realize  that  and  show  him 
we  realize  it  have  we  given  him  sympathy. 
And  so  with  the  girls  and  women,  it  is  all  very 
well  to  get  them  into  clubs  and  mothers'  meet- 
ings and  give  themgood  advice,  and  save  them 
from  temptation — and  splendid    is    the    work 
that  doubtless  many  of  you  are  doing  in  this 
direction.     But  your  sympathy  must  go  fur- 
ther.   That  girl  must  have  shorter  hours ;  she 
ought  never  to  hear  what  she  has  to  hear  where 
she  works.     It  is  not  enough  that  she  should 
hear  nice  things  said  when  she  comes  to  the 
club,  she  must  be  saved  from  insulting  talk 
where  she  works;  her  soul  is  the  soul  of  a 
queen  ;  she  is  a  daughter  of  God  ;  she  should  be 
able  to  carry  her  head,  as  your  girl  does,  with 
the  proud  consciousness  of  perfect  innocence, 
and, be  able;  though  she  works  in  a  pottery, 
to  lay  her  crown  of  flawless  purity  at  the  feet 
of  her  Savior  when  she  meets  Him  at  last.  Can 
she  always  do  it  now?     That  young  mother 
should  not  work  in  a  factory  at  all.    She  should 
be  the  keeper  of  the  home;  she  should  have 
rest  before  the  child  is  born  and  rest  after,  if 
the  children  of  the  nation  are  to  be  its  joy ;  it  is 
not  enough  to  give  her  a  little  good  advice  at 
the  mothers'  meeting  about  not  taking  stimu- 
lants or  drugs ;  she  should  have  a  life  in  which 
she  will  not  feel  the  need  of  either — a  life  in 
which  she  can  play  her  true  partTas-wjfe  and 


mother,  while  the  man  has  a  wage  which  will 
keep  the  whole  family  from  want.  And  it  is 
not  until  we  realize  that  the  world  of  Labor  to- 
day desires  this  with  a  passionate  longing,  and 
ourselves  share  that  longing  with  the  same 
passion,  that  we  have  given  its  members  the 
sympathy  which  they  crave,  but  for  which  they 
are  at  present  too  proud  to  ask. 

And  then  I  think  we  come  to  a  third  reason 
which  helps  to  account  for  the  gulf  which  most 
undoubtedly  exists.  It  happened  that  at  the 
same  time  this  summer  that  I  was  studying 
the  addresses  given  in  Labor  Week  I  was  also 
reading  the  last  two  volumes  of  the  singularly 
interesting  history  of  the  Church  of  England, 
edited  by  the  late  Dean  of  Winchester.  These 
last  two  volumes  are  by  the  Vice-Provost  of 
Eton,  and  bring  the  history  of  the  Church 
down  to  the  present  time.  The  first  volume 
consists  of  350  pages,  and  the  second  of  450. 
They  give  a  perfectly  frank  and  true  account 
of  what  the  Church  of  England  has  been  really 
interested  in  during  the  last  hundred  years,  of 
the  subjects  which  have  crowded  its  meetings, 
excited  its  debates,  and  sometimes  almost  torn 
it  to  pieces.  Of  these  eight  hundred  pages, 
about  four  hundred  are  devoted  to  the  Ritual 
question,  the  struggles  as  to  real  meaning  of 
the  Ornaments,  Rubrics,  Art  vestments  to  be 
worn  or  not?  Is  incense  to  be  burnt  or  not?  Is 
a  stole  legal?    What  is  the  real  worth  of  a 


opportunity  for  all  .thousands  believe  that  this 
grinding  poverty  which  some  of  us  have  seen  in 
great  cities  before  our  eyes  is  unnecessary  and 
should  come  to  an  end ;  thousands  look  forward 
with  hope  to  a  day  when  each  child  shall  have 
a  chance,  and  one  shall  be — to  use  a  terrible 
phrase — "damned  into  the  world" ;  thousands 
believe  thai  literally  a  Kingdom  of  God  is  "at 
hand."  They  are  tired  of  hearing  of  a  heaven 
in  another  world ;  they  believe  they  were  prom- 
ised a  heaven  on  earth;  they  complain,  with 
Clough,  of  Christian  people  that : — 

"They  mark  off  so  much  sky 

And  call  it  Heaven. 

Place  bliss  and  glory  there 

Plant  perfect  homes  in  the  unsubstantial  sky, 

And  say  what  is  not  will  be  by-and-by." 

They  arc  set  at  least  on  seeing  the  beginning 
of  a  heaven  on  earth.  It  is  a  modest  enough 
Kingdom  of  God  which  they  expect.  They  do 
not  crave  for  large  mansions  or  princely  in- 
comes, but  more  time  to  think,  and  greater 
leisure  from  toil,  and  a  living  wage,  and  a  help 
towards  being  independent  in  old  age  instead 
of  going  to  the  workhouse,  and  co-operation 
the  ruling  motive  of  life  and  work  instead  of 
cut-throat  competition,  and  peace  among  na- 
tions instead  of  war.  This  is  the  beautiful 
dream  which  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  Labor 
movement  in  this  country,  and  which  I  found 
animating  Labor  Day  last  summer  in  Canada, 
and  which,  though  mixed  up  into  many  unsat- 
isfactory elements,  is,  I  expect,  the  inspiration 
of  what  is  called  "Socialism"  abroad,  and  the 
cause  of  the  tremendous  strides  which  it  has 
made.  It  is  new  wine,  and  apt  to  go  to  the 
head  with  intoxicating  force;  but  what  Chris- 
tian can  deny  that  the  dream  is  a  beautiful  and 
a  Christian  dream,  and  that  the  wine  in  itself, 
undiluted,  might  have  been  created  at  Cana  of 
Galilee? 

And  the  second  thing  to  notice  with  thank- 
fulness is  that  in  this  country  the  Labor  move- 
ment i.-  avowedly  and  definitely  religious.     If 
anyone  doubts  this  he  should  send  to  the  war- 
den, Browning  Hall,  Walworth,  for  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "Christ  and  Labor,"  containing  the  ad- 
dresses in  Labor  Week  of  the  present  year  by 
eleven  Labor  members  of  Parliament.    At  the 
settlement  there  was  founded  in  1879  "The  Fel- 
lowship of  Followers,"  whose  members  are  en- 
rolled on  signing  this  significant  declaration : 
"Jesus  said.  'If  any  man  would  come  after  Me, 
let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross,  and 
follow  Me.'   Meaning  to  follow  Him,  I  wish  to 
be  enrolled  in  the  Fellowship  of  Followers." 
During  or  before  Labor  Week,  1910,  this  decla- 
ration was  signed  by  nineteen     Labor  mem- 
bers of  Parliament.    But  what  is  of  still  greater 
importance  is  the  personal  declaration  of  those 
who  spoke  throughout  the  week.    Mr.  Thomas, 
M.  P.  for  Derby,  who     commenced  life  as  a 
chemist's  errand  boy,  and  at  13  became  an  en- 
gine cleaner,  points  to  Nehemiah  as  his  ideal  of 
how  a  man  should  set  about  to  rebuild  Jerusa- 
lem.   Instetad  of  flattering  his  fellow- workmen, 
as  we  are  apt  to  imagine  Labor  leaders  do,  he 
frankly   declares   that   drink,    while    not    the 
cause  of  poverty,  greatly  aggravates  it;  he  is 
'  himself  a  teetotaller,  and  instead  of  laying  the 
theme  for  faults  in  character  on  circumstances, 
lays  the  greatest  stress  on  personal  example, 
and  uplifts  his  hearers  to  what  he  calls  "the 
greatest  of  all  ideals,  the  Fatherhood  of  God 
and  the  brotherhood  of  man."    Mr.  Peters,  the 
National  Agent  of  the  Labor  Party,  has  been 
all  his  life  actively  engaged  in  Christian  and 
temperance  work,  and  is  an  accredited  local 
preacher.     "My  own  connection  with  the  La- 
bor   movement   has   its    inception    inside   the 
Christian  Church,  where  1  remain  today.     It 
was   inside  that,"   he  says,  "that   I   first   felt 
drawn  towards  the  desire  to  help,  to  love,  and. 
far  as  my  humble  abilities  permit,  to  Mftiit 
in  raising  the  fallen,  in  helping  the  oppressed, 
uplifting  humanity,  and  in  serving  in  any  way 
I  could  the  men  and  the  women  with  whom  I 
was  brought  in  daily  contact.     With  such  in- 
and  guidance  that  one  is  enabled  to 
lay  through  the  means  of  per- 
mmuni  ami    toufch     with    our 

Father.  I  int'  to  remain."    Mr.

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Divine  Master  whom  we  all.  I  am  sure,  in  our 
heart  of  hearts,  desire  to  follow." 

Let  me  conclude  my  quotations  from  the 
only  two  Church  of  England  men  who  spoke. 
Mr.  George  Lansbury,  and  the  Labor  Premier 
of  New  South  Wales,  who,  as  his  vicar  told 
me  in  a  private  letter,  has  been  teaching  in  his 
Sunday-school   for  thirty  years  and   superin- 
tendent for  twenty-two.     Mr.  Lansbury,  now 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Laymen,  the  So- 
cialist M.P.  for  Bow  and  Bromley,  says:     "I 
like  to  sit  or  kneel  in  a  church,  and  try  to  be 
for  a  few  minutes  right  away  from  the  world, 
and  everything  that  bothers  and  perplexes  and 
distresses  me.    I  like  to  kneel  and  remember 
that  there  was  some  One  who  lived  two  thou- 
sand years  ago  who  went  through  this  world 
bearing  the  burden  of  sin  and  sorrow  in  His 
life;  that  He  too  lived  weary  days,  and  He  ton 
lived  a  hard  life.  .   .    .   But  He  left  with  man- 
kind this  message,  'One  is  our  Father';  and 
that  through  Christ  we  approach   Him;  and 
because  of  His  life  we,  humble  individuals  as 
we  are,  are  of  value  in  the  eyes  of  the  Great 
Creator  of  all  men  and  women."    What  could 
any  of  us  say  more  beautifully  or  truly?    And 
then  to  conclude  my  quotations,  I  come  to  the 
great  Labor  Premier  of  New  South  Wales,  the 
Sunday-school  superintendent  for  twenty-two 
years,    who,   after    detailing    the    legislation 
passed  in  Australia  for  the  good  of  humanity, 
ends  as  follows  1    "We  who  believe  from  the 
bottom  of  our  hearts  that  the  nation  and  the 
people  are  going  to  be  greater  than  formerly 
they  were,  place  our  reliance  on  God's  Holy 
Word.     We  honestly  believe  that  a  Supreme 
Being  is  governing  this  universe,  and  we  see 
in  the  nations  of  the  world  a  gradual  evolu- 
tion— it  may  be  slow,  because  it  must  not  get 
ahead  of  the  people;  but  it  is  sure,  from  one 
end  of  civilization  to  the  other."    The  men  who 
speak  like  this  must  be  religious  men.     Nor 
can  any  one  contend  that  the  ideas  which  ani- 


is  true  of  all  of  us),  they  try  to  serve. 

.  But  when  we  have  done  this,  we  must  go 
further.  We  must  ask  why  are  scarcely  any  of 
these  men  belonging  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land? Why  in  the  recent  strike  had  the 
Church  so  little  influence?  Why  do  they  not 
turn,  as  you  would  naturally  suppose  they, 
would,  to  the  Church  which  was  founded  two 
thousand  years  ago  to  preach  and  teach  these 
very  ideas,  and  to  hold  up  just  this  ideal  to  the 
world?  It  is  true  that  our  Lord  said:  "Who 
made  Me  a  ruler  and  a  judge?"  It  is  true  that 
the  Church  must  never  take  a  party  line  or  a 
class  line,  and  must  include  in  its  care  the  rich 
as  well  as  the  poor;  but  it  is  recognized  again 
and  again  in  the  addresses  from  which  I  have 
quoted  that  the  good  of  each  must  be  the  good 
of  all,  and  to  refuse  to  be  a  ruler  and  a  judge 
in  any  particular  case  is  not  to  disown  the 
dominant  ideas  of  freedom  and  equality  of  op- 
portunity and  care  for  the  weak,  which  have 
indeed  made  Christianity  what  it  is.  No;  those 
of  us  who  have  lived  among  working  men 
know  that  they  do  not  resent  the  frankest 
criticism,  that  they  despise  the  man  who  tries 
to  be  a  Court  Chaplain  to  King  Demos,  and 
that  they  value  the  words  of  any  one  who  will 
point  out  where  they  are  wrong  in  their 
economics,  or  are  making  mistakes  from  ignor- 
ance of  history  or  of  human  nature.  But  what 
we  have  to  ask  is — Why  are  they  not  looking 
more  than  they  are  to  the  historic  Church  of 
Jetus  Christ  for  sympathy,  guidance  and  ad- 
vice? 

I  believe  the  first  reason  is  that,  conscious- 
ly or  unconsciously,  we  are  influenced  still  by 
class  prejudice.  I  know  that  I  am  speaking 
this  morning  to  a  body  of  people  who  are 
probably  the  kindest-hearted  people  in  the 
world,  to  clergy  and  clergy's  wives  and  daugh- 
ters, and  their  most  devoted  lay  people,  men 
who  toil  day  and  night,  with  the  help  of  their 
families,   for  the   good   of  their  parishioners,

everything  as  only  doing  his  duty  and  no  one 
could  teach  him  that  part. 

I  have  served  in  the  United  States,  in  Cuba, 
China  and  Japan  since  I  left  him  after  the  cap- 
ture of  Costello  and  Sergt.  Richardson  in  De- 
troit and  taking  them  bodily  across  the  river 
to  Windsor,  Canada,  in  March,  1865,  and  nearly 
being  a  casus  belli  with  the  republic  and  in  my 
time  I  have  met  all  kinds  and  conditions  of  men 
and  officers  but  the  class  ate  as  rare  as  white 
blackbirds  and  almost  faultless  except  being 
too  ready  to  fight  with  perhaps  slight  provoca- 
tion particularly  for  a  comrade,  and  today  I 
would  feel  highly  honored  to  have  an  opportun- 
ity of  shaking  that  right  hand  of  his  which 
he  would  extend  as  heartily  to  a  comrade  work- 
ing on  the  public  streets  as  to  the  governor- 
general,  and  if  he  had  only  a  shilling  in  his 
pocket,  it  Was  yours  for  a  look. 

His  Attitude  on  the  Veldt 
I  met  a  man  at  Port  Arthur,  China,  after 
in  South  Africa.  His  name  was  Casey  Cal- 
lahan, and  he  had  been  one  of  the  scouts  for 
the  Mounted  Police.  He  said  he  knew  him  out 
there  and  when  he  described  seeing  him  supply- 
ing fresh  ammunition  to  the  firing  line  from  ths 
artillery  buckets  and  spreading  cigarettes 
among  them,  I  knew  at  once  it  was  he.  Cal- 
lahan was  in  South  Africa  and  when  I  met 
him  after  the  surrender  of  Port  Arthur,  he  was 
chief  of  scouts  in  the  Marusa  division.  1  was 
a  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  Royal  Mar- 
ine* and  instructor  in  the  marine  division  after- 
wards attached  to  the  hospital,  but  I  have  fin- 
ished my  fighting  unless  Germany  wants  to 
invade  old  England,  then  J  can  be  young  en- 
ough to  enlist.

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STABILITY  IN  MEXICO 

That  the  revolution  in  Mexico  which  dis- 
placed Diaz  as  president  and  substituted  Ma- 
dero  did  not  unsettle  business  to  any  material 
extent  is  indicated  by  the  returns  of  that  coun- 
try's foreign  trade  for  the  fiscal  year  1910-11, 
just  made  public.  The  revolution  began  to  be 
active  in  December,  1910,  and  culminated  in 
the  spring  of  1911.  It  would  have  been  natur- 
al to  expect  a  shrinkage  of  business  activity 
and  a  diminution  of  imports  and  exports  while 
the  political  crisis  which  resulted  in  the  en- 
forced retirement  of  Diaz  was  acute.  But  the 
impending  change  in  the  presidency  did  not 
throw  Mexican  merchants  into  a  panic  or  dis- 
courage foreign  merchants  from  shipping  in 
goods.  The  imports  for  1910-11,  valued  at 
$305,835,000,  were  larger  by  nearly  rr, 000,000 
than  those  for  1909-10,  and  the  exports,  valued 
at  $293,752,000,  were  nearly  $34,000,000  larger 
than  those  for  the  year  preceding. 

No  symptoms  of  business  stability  could 
be  more  favorable  than  this  steady  gain  made 
in  foreign  trading  during  a  year  of  poetical 
turmoil.  On  the  surface  Mexico  was  greatly 
wrought  up  over  the  downfall  of  the  Diaz  sys- 
tem and  the  triumph  of  the  new  order,  repre- 
senting greater  political  freedom.  But  the 
change  was  not  interpreted  as  threatening  in- 
dustry or  investments,  for  trade  with  the  out- 
er world  not  only  went  on  as  usual  "but  in- 
creased in  volume.  Mexico's  present  prosper- 
ity rests  on  a  sound  basis,  since  the  country 
has  vast  resources  and  foreign  capital  is  eager 
to  develop  its  mines,  oil  wells  and  rubber 
plantations,  and  to  extend  ils  railways.  The 
revolution  of  1911  disclosed  a  solidity  and 
force  of  public  opinion  heretofore  unsuspect- 
ed. It  has  also  dsiclosed  an  admirable  politi- 
cal restraint  and  a .  steadiness  in  resisting 
economic  strain  which  show  that  Mexico  has 
found  herself  as  a  settled  industrial  and  com- 
mercial community, — New  York  Tribune.

Privy  Council  Judgment?  The  Gorham  case, 
the  Bennett  case,  the  Maconochie  case!  Then 
follow  some  fifty  well-written  pages  on  "Es- 
says and  Reviews,"  the  attack  on  Bishop  Tem- 
ple, the  attempt  to  drive  out  of  the  Chumh  one 
who  eventually  turned  out  to  be  one  of  its 
greatest  heroes.  Then  follows  the  Colenso 
controversy ;  then  the  controversy  about  "Lux 
Mundi,"  and  so  it  goes  on.  Now  I  should  be 
the  last  to  deny  the  importance  of  some  of 
these  controversies,  but  it  is  hard  to  realize 
how  trivial,  how  petty  many  of  them  must 
have  seemed  to  the  toiling  millions  of  our  fel- 
low-countrymen— how,  at  any  rate,  far  above 
their  heads  the  whole  hurly-burly  sounded. 
There  they  were  fighting  and  struggling  for 
daily  bread ;  here  we  were  convulsed  with  the 
question  of  whether  a  stole  was  legal.  There 
they  were  working  out  their  own  salvation  as 
best  they  might ;  here  we  were  ranged  into  two 
rival  camps  of  High  Church  and  Low  Church, 
and  too  intent  upon  defeating  one  another  to 
have  time  to  attend  to  their  growing  hunger 
for  a  life  which  could  be  in  any  sense  called 
real  life  and  a  home  which  was  indeed  a  home. 

Can  we  wonder  that  the  new  wine  refused 
to  stay  in  the  old  bottles?    No!    The  truth  of 
the  matter  is  that  it  will  not  be  enough  to  alter 
this  or  that  detail ;  the  whole  tone,  the  whole 
texture  of  the  Church  must  be  altered.    There 
is  nothing  whatever  wrong  with  the  Church  or 
the  Sacraments,  or  the  ministry  or  the  cere- 
monial.    The   creeds,   it  is  true,  have  to  be 
brought  home,  not  as  a  skeleton  of  dogma,  but 
in  the  living  language  of  the  Bible.    The  sim- 
plicity and  symbolism  of  the  Sacraments  ap- 
peal to  the  workers  of  the  world.    With  regard 
to  ministry,  if  they  respect  any  one  connected 
with  religion,  they  respect  the  hard-working 
parson  who  lives  in  their  midst,  and  is  kind  to 
their  children.     With  regard    to    ceremonial, 
they  vary  in  their  tastes  like  the  well-to-do,  but 
certainly  not  the  worst-attended  places  of  wor- 
ship among  the  working-classes  are  those  that 
have  a  rich  ceremonial:  but  for  all  that,  my 
contention  this  morning  is  that  the  wine  skins 
or  bottles  must  be  new.    That  fatal  class  preju- 
dice and  caste  feeling  must  be  laid  aside  and 
for  ever;  we  must  break  through  that  subtle 
network  which  consists  in  a  sense  of  superi- 
ority, and  come  out  upon  common  ground  at 
last.    Browning  says  that  every  man  has  two 
sides  to  his  character — one  to  face  the  world 
with,  and  one  to  show  a  woman  when  he  loves 
her.    We  must  give  up  the  parish  manner  and 
let  our  friends  come  through  it  into  the  other 
side,  where  we  keep  our  real  tastes,  our  real 
loves,  our  real  aspirations,  and  make  them  at 
home  there  with  our  true  selves.    We  are  a  lit- 
tle impatient  if  we  have  been  kept  waiting  by 
the  working  people  on  the  doorstep,  and  not 
asked  in,  even  if  it  was  washing  day;  but  we 
have  not  always  asked  them  in  into  our  true 
lives:  they  have  been  kindly  treated — on  the 
doorstep!    We  must  cease  to  believe  that  any 
one  who  does  not  come  regularly  to  our  church

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THE  "GREEN  TROUT"  OF  PONTCHAR- 
TRAIN.

"The  'fly,"  the  'spoon,'  the  minnow,  the  worm, 

By  river  or  sounding  sea, 
But  a  thing  I  hate  is  to  change  my  bait, 

So  the  'silver  bait'  for  me." 

—Old  Ballad. 

To  begin  with,  the  "green  trout"  of  the 
south  are  black  bass.  Those  in  Lake  Pont- 
chartrain  are  big  mouth  black  bass.  Those 
in  many  of  the  southern  mountain  streams 
are,  I  presume,  of  the  "small  mouth"  tribe. 
There  is,  perhaps,  a  more  piratical  elevation 
of  the  dorsal  fin  to  those  southern  bass,  a 
rakish  look  to  them,  but  they're  bass,  all 
right.  And  as  for  those  in  Pontchartrain, 
well,  I  know  what  1  know,  and  this  story  I'm 
telling  happened  to  "I, — myself." 

A  curious  old  sheet,  that  lake.  Tropical, 
ur  nearly  so,  in  iis  surroundings,  for  near  at 
hand  the  gulf  rolls,  where  the  fins  of  sharks 
cut  under,  where  mullets  leap  in  silvery 
schools,  and  the  fierce  sun  beats  straight  and 
hot  from  a  brassy  heaven.  Miles  and  miles  of 
salt-sweet  water  in  Pontchartrain,  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  tall  flags  and  marshy  cover, 
hundreds  of  little  knoll  like  islands,  many  of 


em  a  few  feet  in  diameter,  gulls,  solitude, 
silence. 

And  fish!  Many  and  various;  from  the 
"ballfaced"  sheepshead  to  sheddercrabs  and 
stingarees.  Sharks,  dogfish,  black  bass,  alias 
"green  trout"  and  a  host  of  others. 

It  was  in  the  summer  time,  and  the  sun 
warped  the  ties  of  the  rumbling  little  road 
that  smoked  and  grumbled  with  a  jerkwater 
train  going  towards  Pontchartrain.  Hot? 
Lord  save  us,  what  blistering  heat.  So  hot 
that  the  lizards  panted  and  hung  their 
tongues  out,  and  black  wasps  on  the  timbers 
of  sizzling  culverts  curled  up  like  spiders  in 
a  frying  pan.  And  we  were  out  for  "green 
trout,"  the  three  of  us.  Nice  fellows,  those 
southern  boys!  They  had  entertained  me 
royally  for  two  weeks,  and  were  now  taking 
me  out  for  a  fishing  trip,  at  my  anxious  re- 
quest. They  had  spared  no  trouble  nor  pains 
to  show  me  that  New  Orleans  was  'the  citadel 
of  hospitality.  Why,  a  stranger  with  good 
letters  of  introduction  would  have  to  fight 
a  duel  before  they  would  let  him  spend  a  cent. 

Ancient  Fisherman  ^Points  the  Way. 
When  we  got  to  the  "jumpoff"  place  the 
wheezy  old  train  hesitated  a  few  seconds,  ami 
we  piled  off  into  a  forbidding  looking  wilder- 
ness. A  shed,  a  pole,  and  a  couple  of  charred 
planks  make  shift  for  the  "station."  Not  a 
living  thing  was  in  sight.  Not  even  a  buz- 
zard. We  edged  down  towards  the  water 
and  there  we  upended  something  in  the  way 
of  a  prehistoric  Creole  fisherman  and  hunter 
who  certainly  had  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Me- 
thuselah "beat  for  fair." 

"And  weedy  and  old  was  he." 
From  him  wc  bought  bait  for  the  trout. 
We  also  had  advice  from  him.  delivered  in 
a  most  musical  patois  and  with  an  animation 
that  betokened  a  flickering  still  of  the  Gallic 
esprit.  I  wfsh  I  could  write  Creole  dialect. 
He  told  us  to  take  a  boat  apiece  and  scatter 
in  different  directions  iii.it  the  trotft 
were  feeding  now  here,  now  there,  "all 
ovair,"  with  a  sweep  of  his  long  and  lean 
arms.  We  took  his  crawfish  and  his  advice, 
I  was  introduced  into  a  slim,  canoelike 
craft  after  assuring  my  friends  that  I  could 
handle  a  bat  and  swim  well.  The.*  station 
pole  was  a  landmark  not  possible  to  los< 
there  was  no  danger  of  losing  one's  self.  So, 
with  a  passing  of  three  boats  into  the  lake 
in  different  directions  and  with  the  disap- 
pearance of  "The  Ancient  Mariner."  1  found 
myself  alone  with  my  bait  and  the  green  wa- 
ters of  Pontchartrain. 


locate  fhe  "trout."  They  were  there,  I 
knew  by  the  one  1  had  caught,  if  by  nothing 
else.  At  last  I  got  a  couple  more  by  the  side 
of  a  litttle  island  and  began  to  "chirk  up"  a 
little.  But  seme  hours  passed  after  this  and 
1  did  not  get  a  solitary  strike,  so  I  made  up 
what  was  left  of  my  mind  that  I  would  set 
sail  for  the  landing  and  let  it  go  at  that. 

Hut  for  some  reason  or  other  I  lost  my  bear- 
ings and  could  not  locate  that  infernal  totem 
pole  of  the  station,  and  T  ran  into  this  chan- 
nel and  that  channel,  this  and  that  little 
bayou  and  curve  of  alluring  water,  and  it  was 
late  in  the  afternoon  before  I  got  my  bearings 
perfectly  over  the  tall  swampy  growth.

Statements  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, the  total  number  of  these  sheep  now  ex- 
isting in  the  West  is  considerably  less  than  it. 
was  ten  years  ago  .  Apparent  local  increases, 
on  the  strength  of  which  hopeful  estimates 
have  been  made,  are  often  deceptive,  in  that 
they  are,  to  a  great  extent,  the  result  of  shift- 
ing and  in-crowding,  rather  than  of  natural  in- 
crease .  L^ndoubtedly  in  certain  favored  sec- 
tions the  rate  of  natural  increase  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  present  death-rate,  but,  taking 
the  ranges  as  a  whole,  a  quinquennial  census 
would  indubitably  show  such  a  progressive  de- 
cline in  the  big-horn  population  as  to  leave 
little  ground  for  hope  that  they  can  hold  their 
own  as  objects  df  sport,  except  in  a  few  excep- 
tionally favorable  localities,  such  as  lie  just 
outside  the  limits  of  a-  central  sanctuary  of 
perpetual  reserve.  Here,  if  adequately  safe- 
guarded, not  only  by  law  but  by  local  senti- 
ment, witiiOul  which  coronary  whucrriess  game 
regulations  are  of  slight  avail,  they  may  linger 
for  many  years  to  gratify  man's  sporting  in- 
stinct, and  to  develop  in  him  all  of  those  admir- 
able qualities  of  mind  and  body  which  the  pur- 
suit of  an  agile  and  wary  animal  in  rough  and 
inaccessible  country  engenders. 

At   present,  of  all   North   American  game 


animals,  the  brg-Oiorn  make?;  the  heaviest  de — 
mands  on  the  hardihood,  endurance  and  skill 
of  the  hunter.  Inhabiting,  as  it  now  principal- 
ly dues,  some  of  the  wildest  and  roughest 
mountain  ranges  of  the  globe,  its  capture  can 
be  effected  only  by  those  in  whom  the  rugged 
elements  of  life  linger  not  far  below  the  sur- 
face veneer  of  civilization.  I  do  not  know 
what  inspired  the  maxim  that  we  grow  by 
striving,  but  the  big-horn  certainly  might  have 
done  so.  Its  rarity,  extreme  wariness,  keen- 
ness of  nose  and  vision,  and  extraordinary 
agility,  combined  with  the  remote  and  inacces- 
sible character  of  its  present  habitat,  make  it 
the  fitting  quarry  only  of  those  who  regard  re- 
peated defeats  but  as  stepping-stones  to  ulti- 
mate success.  I  do  not  find  myself  in  com- 
plete agreement  with  Mr.  Roosevelt's  enthus- 
iastic belief  in  the  value  of  big-game  shoot- 
ing as  an  adjuvant  of  the  qualities  of  good 
citizenship,  for  the  elemental  hunting  instinct 
is  essentially  antagonistic  to  those  qualities, 
and  its  development,  beyond  a  point  quickly 
reached  .is  distinctly  prejudicial;  but  any  man, 
with  a  taste  for  hunting,  who  feels  in  himself 
the  softening  effect  of  a  bed  of  rose  leaves  and 
the  slackening  of  moral  fibre,  evidenced  by 
hvpersensitiveness  to  failure,  would  certainly 
find  in  the  quest  of  the  big-horn  that  tonic  and 
teaching  which  would  in  the  course  of  a  -few 
weeks  make  him  a  more  efficient  citizen. 

That  the  big-horn,  in  spite  of  the  serious 
thinning  of  its  ranks,  is  not  in  imminent  danger 
of  extinction,  is  proved  by  the  following  fig- 
ures. Obviously,  census  estimates  of  wild  ani- 
mals must  be  largely  guess-work,  and  as  such 
they  carry  no  real  authority ;  but,  even  so,  esti- 
mates by  shrewd  observers,  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  the  game  conditions  of  their  re- 
spective districts,  are  not  without  value.  In 
Wyoming,  once  the  most  famous  big-horn 
country  in  America,  and  still  productive  of  the 
finest  heads,  there  are  now  about  i.ooo  sheep, 
unequally  distributed  through  the  most  re- 
mote and  inaccessible  mountain  ranges,  nota- 
bly along  the  headwaters  of  the  Big  Horn, 
Green,  Yellowstone,  and  Gros  Ventre  rivers. 
Only  about  fifty  or  sixty  rams  are  killed  an- 
nually by  hunters;  yet  it  may  be  said  that 
mountain  sheep  in  this  state  have  remained 
stationary  for  several  years.  In  the  early 
eighties  an  epidemic  carried  off  a  large  num- 
ber, and  although  no  sickness  on  a  large  scale 
has  been  reported  since  then,  the  animals  have 
not  been  able  to  improve  their  position.  As 
cougars  and  eagles  are  not.  in  my  opinion,  very 
destructive  to  the  big-horn  in  Wyoming  (cer- 
tainly not  to  the  extent  of  checking  the  nat- 
ural increase  of  i.ooo  head)  we  can  only  pre- 
sume that  these  sheep  are  ttot  80  productive  as 
should  be  the  case.  But  if  this  is  so.  it  is 
strange  tfcat  no  deterioration  has  been  ob- 
served in  the  horn  develbpment  of  the  rams, 
for  it  is  characteristic  of  the  genus  Ovis  that 
the  fluctuations  of  horn  growth  and  progeny 
are  sympathetic.  Some  of  the  largest  heads 
ever  secured  in  Wyoming,  the  country  of  mas- 
sive horns,  were  obtained  in  1908  and  1909. 
a  fact  which  seems  to  suggest  that  the  pro- 
creative  defect  lies  mainly  in  the  ewes,  which 
are,  perhaps,  more  susceptible  to  devitalizing 
conditions  than  the  males. 

In  Colorado,  where  mountain  sheep  are  en- 
tirely protected,  it  is  estimated  that  they  now 
number  between  3,000  and  5.000  head,  scat- 
tered over  the  mountain  ranges  in  bands  of 
from  forty  to  fifty.  There  is  a  large  band  in 
Grand  County,  near  Sulphur  Springs,  and  an- 
other big  bunch  in  Estes  Park;  but  the  bulk 
of  the  sheep  are  high  up  in  the  mounts  1 
where  few  hunters  care  to  pursue  them.  Some 
well-informed  authorities  believe  that  they  arc 
increasing  in  numbers ;  others  regard  this  view 
as  too  optimistic.  Probably  "stationary"  best 
describes  the  situation  in  this  state,  as  also  in 
Montana,  winch  claims  to  have  more  big-horns 
to  a  given  area  than  any  other  big-horn  coun- 
try. Mr.  Avars,  chief  game  warden  for  the 
state,  places  the  figures  at  10,000,  but  this  esti- 
mate items  to  me  to  be  too  hopeful.  There 
are  only  a  very  few  wild  sheep  remaining  in

in   Meagher   County,   the   Gallatin    Range   in 


Gallatin  County,  the  Tobacco  and  the  Dedison 
Ranges  in  Madison  County,  the  Highland 
Range  in  Silver  Bow  County,  and  the  Koote- 
nai Rarige  in  Flathead  County.  These  sheep 
fall  somewhat  below  the  Wyoming  standard  of 
excellence,  but  they  appear  to  be  rather  more 
prolific,  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  they 
will  outlast  the  sheep  of  the  other  big-horn 
states  of  the  Union. 

For  British  Columbia  no  useful  figures  are 
available-  Practically  exterminated  in  the 
Similkameen  and  Okanagan  districts,  formerly 
the  wild  sheep  country,  and  in  Chilcotin  be- 
coming very  scarce,  the  big-horn  may  still  be 
found  in  fair  numbers  in  the  Rockies  of  the 
East  Kootenay — where  the  largest  and  best 
heads  are  obtained  on  British  soil — and  on  oth- 
er suitable  ranges  up  to  the  fifty-second  paral- 
lel. Above  this  latitude  the  big-horn  disap- 
pears, its  place  in  the  northern  portions  of  the 
province  being  taken  by  the  three  allied  vari- 
eties, Stone's,  Dall's  and  Fannin's,  with  which

horn,  aggregating  two  hundred  head,  may  be 
seen  during  a  week's  trip  by  a  man  who  knows 
where  to  look  for  them,  but  on  many  ranges 
where  they  once  roamed  in  abundance  there  is 
now  none  to  be  found.  Of  the  stock  remaining, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  proportion  of  ewes  to 
rams  is  exceptionally  large,  a  rather  singular 
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circumstance  in  view  of  the  faet  that  the  In- 
dians.  who  prefer  ewe  meat,  have  been  killing 
ewes  by  the  hundred,  their  hunting  camps  of- 
ten presenting  the  appearance  of  Golgothas, 
Possibly,  nature,  which  is  the  case  of  a  race 
past  the  apex  of  its  racial  curve,  automatically 
increases  the  proportion  of  females,  is  making 
a  last  attempt  to  perpetuate  the  big-horn  in 
British  Columbia.  Many  competent  observers, 
having  in  mind  the  habits  of  these  southern 
sheep  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  live, 
believe  that  the  numerical  superiority  of  the 
ewes  is  more  apparent  than  real,  and  that  such 
excess  as  exists  is  largely  accountable  to  the 
sportsman's  practice  of  killing  the  most  virile 
males,  whereby  the  delicate  prenatal  balance  of 
sex  is  disturbed;  but  in  refutation  of  this 
hypothesis  I  may  cite  the  case  of  moose  in 
New  Brunswick,  where  these  semi-fabulous 
deerr  hardrhunted  as  they  are  in  the  male  line, 
show  no  deviation  from  their  normal  birthrate. 

In  the  preceding  paragraph  the  case  of  the 
big-horn  has  been  likened  by  implication  to 
that  of  an  ancient  people.  The  big-horn  is  not, 
however,  geologically  speaking,  of  remote  ori- 
gin, the  sheep  group  being,  it  would  seem, 
rather  more  modern  than  the  oxen,  none  of 
its  fossil  remains  having  been  found  prior  to 
the  merge  of  the  Pliocene  and  the  Pleistocene 
periods.  On  the  score  of  antiquity,  therefore 
(even  were  it  not  abundantly  proved  that  the 
physical  condition  of  the  species  were  never 
higher),  we  can  advance  no  theory  of  sene- 
scence, such  as  some  favor,  which  explains  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  why  these'  animals 
should  disappear  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  what 
we  may  regard  as  the  decrease  justified  by  ob- 
vious conditions.  We  are  thus  forced  to  con- 
clude that  some  subtle  influence  is  at  work 
limiting  the  procreative  powers  of  the  big- 
horn very  much,  perhaps,  as  the  productivity 
of  some  primitive  races  has  been  observed  to 
be  affected  adversely  by  contact  with  civiliza- 
tion. This  conclusion  is,  no  doubt,  somewhat 
academic,  and  as  such  it  must  be  offensive  to 
out-door  minds;  but  it  appears  to  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  absence  of  adequate  practical  ex- 
planations of  the  threatened  extinction  of  the 
big-horn.  Whether  the  stamina  of  the  species 
will  suffice  to  carry  any  considerable  number 
of  them  safely  through  the  danger-zone  be- 
tween natural  wildness  and  semi-domestica- 
tion is  a  moot  point;  but  in  any  event  they  will 
lose  a  measure  of  those  subtle  elements  of 
wildness  whihe  now  characterize  them,  for  al- 
though an  animal  living  in  proximity  to  civil- 
ization, and  brought  in  frequent  contact  with 
the  evidences  of  man,  may,  and  docs,  gain  in 
citnning,  wariness,  and  sagacity,  it  inevitably 
loses  a  certain  delicacy  of  wild  instinct,  which 
is  more  akin  to  the  shyness  of  the  untried  maid 
than  to  the  worldly-wise  caution  of  the  matron. 
In  the  case  of  an  animal  like  the  big-horn, 
which  symbolizes  the  lure  of  the  West  for 
sportsmen,  the  loss  of  this  "bloom"  will  be 
especially  regrettable. 

And  what  chance,  it  may  be  asked,  in  view 
of  the  somewhat  depressing  showing  of  this 
article,  does  the  sportsman  have  of  securing 
one  or  more  of  these  highly-prized  animals? 
In  the  first  place,  it  may  be  said  that  the  big- 
horn is  now  everywhere  so  scarce  that  suc- 
cess depends  in  four-fifths  proportion  on  the 
hunter  himself.  Assuming  that  he  is  strong 
enough  for  rough  work,  that  he  has  ample 
time,  and,  mot  important  of  a|l,  that  he  pos- 
sesses the  means  to  engage  a  thoroughly  com- 
petent guide,  he  can  enter  the  mountains  of 
almost  any  sheep  district  with  the  practical 
assurance  of  success.  But  there  is  no  royal 
road  to  sheep  hunting  (except  that  the  ex- 
pense is  truly  imperial),  and,  other  things  be- 
ing equal,  the  more  difficult  the  trail,  the 
greater  the  reward,  not  only  as  regards  num- 
bers but  intrinsic  merit.  The  bands  on  the 
more  accessible  ranges  have  been  looked  over 
so  often  that  only  mediocre  rains  remain,  but 
in  remote  localities  really  excellent  trophies 
can  be  secured  at  the  expense  of  persistent 
fort.  Of  course,  luck  «  a  considerable  cle- 
ment of  success  in  all  big-game  shooting 
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an  immoral  figment  of  those  who  make  ,a 
princely  wage  by  luring  innocent  sportsmen 
into  the  wilds  in  pursuit  of  an  ignis  fatuus.  At 
present  Wyoming,  in  spite  of  the  compara- 
tively small  numbers  of  her  sheep,  affords  the 
surest  hunting  for  thc6«  magni 


Here  and  there  were  little  knobby  island-, 
with  a  growth  of  raw  marsh  gra>s  over  thorn, 
and  around  the  edge  of  these  places  I  began 
to  cast  and  sink  the  active  crawfish  bait.

It  was  a  beautiful  and  touching  sight. 
After  making  absolutely  certain  that  there 
was  no  one  around  with  a  medieval  firearm 
ready  to  pour  a  charge  of  shot  into  me  from 
some  sequestered  nook  in  the  bushes,  I  got 
out  my  trusty  landing  net  and  began  to  fish 
for  green  trout.  I  did  not  get  all  big  ones, 
but  I  skipped  the  little  ones.  I  averaged 
about  three  and  one-half  pounds  to  all  the 
bass  I  was  skilful  enough  to  "land,"  and 
after  "reeling  in"  fourteen  I  concluded  I 
had  enough.  It  was  a  beautiful  string  and 
enough  to  gladden  the  heart  of  a  true  angler. 
I  then  closed  the  box  for  a  space  and  got  out 
a  small  notebook  from  my  pocket,  and  with 
a  pencil,  squatting  down  on  the  seat  of  the 
boat.  I  indited  the  following  appreciatory 
epistle  to  my  unknown  benefactor,  after- 
wards putting  a  $5  greenback  in  the  book 
and  tying  the  book  securely  to  the  top  of  the 
box: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  passing  through 
your  charming  little  bayou  I  was  atracted  by 
the  animated  condition  of  your  fishbox.

THE  PASSING  OF  THE  BIG-HORN 
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To  be  rare,  wary,  and  difficult  of  access  are 
among  the  conditions  which  give  an  animal  a 
high  sporting  value,  and  any  four-legged 
creature,  yclept  big-game,  that  is  so  unlucky 
as  to  posseis  these  qualities  in  a  marked  de- 
gree is  sure  to  be  diligently  pursued,  without 
regard  to  its  commercial  worth,  or  artistic  ef- 
fect. When,  however,  in  addition  to  fulfilling 
all  of  these  requirements,  an  animal  has  the 
misfortune  to  be  distinguished  by  delicate 
flesh,  unsurpassed  in  flavor  by  any  other  mild 
meat,  and  a  head  of  singular  beauty,  the  popu- 
larity of  that  anima!  is  assured,  and  its  fate  is 
then  regulated  solely  by  the  sum  of  its  natural 
means  of  defence,  plus  the  degree  of  protec- 
tion which  wisely-framed  and  lcarefully-ad- 
ministered  game  laws  arc  able  to  afford  it. 

Such  an  animal  is  the  big-horn  sheep  of 
North  America,  once  so  abundant  and  so  bold 
in  the  mountain  districts  of  the  West,  now 
of  a  wariness  to  tax  the  skill  of  the  most  ex- 
perienced hunter,  and  so  dwindled  in  num- 
bers that  its  extinction  (except  in  national  and 
private  parks)  is  a  question  of  a  few  years,  if 
a  comparatively  insignificant  stock  still  left 
in  the  mountains  p.r«>\e  to  be  insufficient  to 
meet  the  levies  made  on  it  by  disease,  natural 
enemies,  man,  and  those  devitalizing  influ- 
ences as  inimical  to  animal  as  to  Indian  stam- 
ina, which  an  encompassing  civilization  ex- 
primarily  on  ail  wild  nature-  To  nullify 
;b  far  as  possible  th^e  adverse  conditions  ami 
influences,  energetic  iave  from  time  to 

time  been  taken  by  the  various  game  atltl 
itics  to  render  yet  more  effective  the  strin 
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animals,  the  ranges  reached  from  Cody  offer- 
ing, perhaps,  the  greatest  advantages.  A  grand 
series  of  twenty-six  rams,  secured  in  the  past 
five  years  by  Ned  Frost,  the  famous  Cody 
aqj  'u;  yxL\  o\  ui  fi  ujoji  papsjS  'apmif 
maximum  measurement  for  each  season  ris- 
ing from  year  to  year.  So  long  as  a  series  of 
sheep-heads  like  this  can  be  secured  through 
the  instrumentality  of  one  guide,  even  though 
he  be  an  exceptionally  successful  hunter,  no 
serious  sportsman,  if  he  but  have  a  modicum 
of  luck,  need  despair  of  placing  a  good  speci- 
men of  Ovis  montana  to  his  credit. — Lincoln 
Wilbar  in  Baily's.

CANADIAN  HATCHERY  LARGEST  IN 
THE  WORLD 

The  replenishing  of  Canadian  rivers  with 
the  commercial  varieties  of  fish  is  the  care  of 
the  Fisheries  Department  of  the  Canadian 
Government,  and  is  carried  out  by  an  excel- 
lent series  of  hatcheries  established  through- 
out the  country,  at  points  both  on  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  coasts,  and  on  the  Great  Lakes. 
The  largest  of  these — indeed  the  largest  of  its 
kind  in  the  world — is  the  hatchery  at  Harrison 
Lake  drained  by  the  Fraser  river,  in  British 
Columbia,  which  deals  exclusively  with  the 
hatching  of  salmon,  and  where  there  are  al- 
ways ten  million  fish  in  the  building,  seven 
million  sockeye  salmon  eggs  and  fry,  the  fish 
principally  used  for  canning  purposes,  and 
three  million  spring  salmon.  The  building  is 
220ft.  long  and  40ft.  wide.  It  contains  160 
hatching  troughs,  each  averaging  90,000  fish. 
During  September  and  October  tfaps  and  nets 
are  set  in  the  neighborhood  of  tributaries  of 
the  Fraser  river  to  secure  the  salmon  as  near 
spawning  time  as  possible.  When  the  fish  arcN 
discovered  to  be  "ripe,"  the  eggs  of  the  female 
are  expressed  into  a  pan,  and  the  fertilizing 
"milt"  of  the  male  thoroughly  mixed  with 
them.  The  eggs  are  then  carried  to  the  hatch- 
ery and  placed  in  troughs  set  in  flowing  water. 
When  the  fish  are  ready  to  be  liberated  they 
are  placed  in  a  specially  constructed  semi-sub- 
merged boat.  This  is  towed  to  a  chosen  spot, 
and  when  in  proper  position  is  allowed  to 
sink  below  the  water. 


BUFFALOES   ON    MELVILLE    ISLAND. 
NORTH  AUSTRALIA 


A  London  firm  of  solicitors  has  just  issued 
a  prospectus  for  the  sale  of  a  long  lease  of  Mel- 
ville Island,  situated  off  the  northern  coast  of 
Australia,  near  Port  Darwin,  and  noted  for  it< 
herds  of  introduced  Indian  buffaloes.  The 
number  of  these  animals  is  estimated  at  be- 
tween 15,000  and  20,000 'head,  and  the  number 
of  calves  born  yearly  at  about  3,000.  Of  the 
former  about  2,000  head  are  killed  annually  for 
the  sake  of  their  horns  and  hides  alone,  the 
meat  and  bones,  for  want  of  proper  facilities, 
being  absolutely  wasted.  In  view  of  a  pro- 
posal recently  made  that,  in  order  to  respect 
the  prejudices  of  the  Hindu  community,  beef 
for  the  English  army  in  India  should  be  pro- 
cured outside  the  country,  the  buffaloes  on 
Melville  Island,  which  has  an  area  of  2,400 
square  miles,  would  form  a  basis  for  com- 
mencing such  an  experiment.  The  supply  of 
meat  might  be  increased  to  almost  any  extent 
by  introducing  into  Melville  Island  ordinary 
cattle  from  the  mainland,  where  they  can  be 
purchased  for  about  £1  per  head.

worthless!  In  Great  Britain,  the  cen- 
sus i*  taken  In  one  night  and  that  plan 
will  be  tried  in  Canada.  If  it  1*  decided 
to  count  the  people  again.

The  parliament  met  at  Ottawa,  on 
Thursday.

This  is  the  first  time  in  history  that 
a  member  of  the  British  Royal  famlily 
ha*  filled  the  post  of  governor  to  a 
British  possession.  We  will  learn  next 
week  what  the  Borden  government 
plans  to  do,  for  the  Governor-General's 
speech  usually  outlines  the  work  of 
th*  session. 

On  November  Hth.  1911,  Seattle  cel- 
ebrated It*  ooth  birthday.

The  city  has  been 
burned  down  and  pillsged  by  the  sol- 
diers °f  the  government.  Of  such  mis- 
cry  we  cannot  conceive. 

On  the  »th  of  November.  King  George 
and  Queen  Marj-  left  their  home  In 
London  for  Delhi,  in  Jndls.  where  th* 
king  will  be  crowned  emperor  of  India, 
with  great  pomp  and  ceremony.  It  is 
Stated  that,  in  this  matter,  the  king 
i*  not  ruled  by  the  advice  of  his  min- 
ister*. This,  however,  scarcely  seems 
possible,  for  the  ministry  must  take 
the  responsibility  for  the  acts  Of  his 
majesty.

The 
native  towns  are  crowded  and  dirty, 
intermittent  fevers  and  other  diseases 
being  always  present;  these  are  peculiar- 
ly fatal  to  Europeans,  though  the  natives 
do  not  suffer  so  much. 

The  whole  region  is  more  or  lea*  a 
'gold  producing  country,  but  at  the 
present  the  value  of  the  territory  Is 
chiefly  due  to  the  profusion  of  vegetable 
products  supplied  by  the  rich  Soil.  Co- 
coanut  and  palm  oil.  bread  fruit  Indian 
corn.  yams,  sweet  potatoes,  limes  and 
oranges  are  only  some  out  of  many  other 
valuable  productions  of  this  territory. 
The  principal  exports  are  gold  dust  and 
palm   oil.

In  fact,  a 
cloud  has  no  envelope  at  atl.  The  water 
is  not  held  together  by  any  outalde  skin 
of  any  kind,  and  so.  of  course,  a  cloud 
could  never  hurst. 

When  people  In  a  balloon  pass  Into  a 
oloud,  or  when  we  do  so  while  climbing 
a  high  mountain,  we  find  that  the  charrge 
from  the  clear  air  to  the  cloud  I*  a 
quite  gradual  one.  Also,  If  we  wat<-n 
a  cloud  closely,  we  find  that  Its  shop* 
Is  always  changing:  w*  may  see  that  the ' 
edges  of  It  gradually  fsde  away  If  the 
sun  I*  growing  in  strsngth.  But  there 
still  remain  some  very  interesting 
points:  Why  does  the  w*t*r  hold  to- 
gather  In  this  way?  Why  doe*  tt  form 
clouds  at  all?  Why  is  the  cloudy  mater- 
ial not  distributed  equally  through 
Ibe  air? 

At  present  these  question  c«n  he  an- 
swered only  vaguely.  But  we  know 
that  th*re  are  many  other  forces  of  at- 
traction In  th*  world  beside*  gravita- 
tion.   Ws  know,  for  Instance,  that  drop* 

A-ater  on  a  Plate  wl| 
gather,  and  we  know  *1e>°  that  there  are 
powerful  force*  of  electrical  attraction. 


"Here  is  the  real  hole  In  the  sky,"  said 
the  English  astronomer,  Sir  William 
Herschel.  many  years  ago,  to  his  sister. 
He  had  been  studying  the  Sliver  River 
of  Heaven,  as  the  Japeness  call  the 
Milky  Way,  that  stretches  like  a  dim 
white  arch  across  the  cloudless  sky. 
Night  after  night,  and  year  after  year. 
Herschel  returned  to  the  study  of  the 
strange  black  holes  In  the  heavens.  H>i 
thought  they  were  windows  opening  out 
Into  the  black  Immensity  of  space. 

For  the  last  sixteen  years  another  as- 
stronomer.  Professor  Barnard,  has  been 
ex;.r..ining  these  holes  lit  the  sky.  Hap- 
pily he  possesses  better  Instruments 
tnan  Ilfrschel  could  have  had.  He  has 
the  finest  telescope  In  the  world,  the 
great  Bruce  telespcope  fixed  at  the  top 
of  an  observatory  in  the  clear  skies  of 
Mount  Wilson,  in  California.  Th*  tsle- 
»sc:ip'  1&  used  to  photograph  the  star* 
and  star-mists  of  the  heavens.  It  often 
takes  Professor  Barnard  four  hours  and 
a.  half   to  get  a  photograph.

Al- 
ready some  famous  modern  astronomers 
ars   beginning   to   think   that  new   star* 
are   formed   by  a  collision  between   two 
dead,  black,  lifeless  worlds.

Some  time  ago,  I  remember  reading  in  one 
t'f  the  magazines  a  delightful  article  in  which 
the  writer  deplored  the  modern  dramatic  hab- 
it of  picturing  woman  as  a  clothes-peg.  The 
sage  who  penned  it  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that 
this  was  as  bad  for  her  cause  as  the  habit  of 
presenting  her  as  a  sort  of  angel-child.  Many 
«if  us  wish  to  be  considered  neither  one  nor  the 
other;  and  in  taking  a  general  survey  of  one's 
circle  of  acquaintances  it  is  quite  easy  to  see.

We  are  all  so  very  tired  of  the  heroine  who

But  to  return  to  clothes.  It  really  must  be 
a  sign  of  decadence  that  we  permit  the  stage 
frock  to  be  so  very  much  overdone.

Certainly  those  who  have  the  opportunity 
of  dressing  well  ought  to  make  a  stand  for 
grace  and  practicality  in  woman's  dress.  Why 
should  we  be  victims  to  hideous  things  when 
it  is  possible  to  look  so  charming  and  to  have 
clothes  that  are  entirely  appropriate  to  what- 
ever we  take  in  hand?  The  strong-minded 
division  is  partly  to  blame  for  many  of  our  ec- 
centricities, because  girls  very  naturally  feel 
that  they  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  ugly 
utilitarianism.  Then,  on  the  other  hand,  we 
have  the  feeble  kind  of  woman  who  is  so  des- 
perately afraid  of  having  an  opinion  of  her 
own.  and  who  falls  an  easy  victim  to  a  wave 
of  fashion,  however  idiotic.  To  preach  mod- 
eration is  to  utter  the  eternal  cry  for  medium 
in  ail  things,  no  doubt,  yet  as  regards  dress 
this  has  never  been  so  easy  to  attain  as  it  i.»  at 
the  present  moment.  I  look  upon  the  wist  dis- 
cretion manifested  everywhere  in  the  dress 
wcrld  as  a  distinct  triumph  for  the  arts  as  weU 
at  for  womankind 

We  may  augur  without  much  fear  of  con- 
tradiction that  upon  everything  the  rever  and 
lapel  will  play  a  prominent  role.  If  not.  what 
is  the  object  of  all  the  contrasting  materials 
that  are  so  much  seen  this  season?  Latins 
with  striped  or  colored  backs,  velvets,  tweeds 
— everything  is  reversed  with  color,  and  the 
manufacturers  are  much  too  clever  to  make 
what  will  not  be  used.  The  wide  braids  which 
we  saw  in  the  spring  are  still  here,  but  they 
are  no  longer  placed  round  the  hem  of  the  coat, 
but  are  introduced  in  the  form  of  smart  little 
pockets,  or  perhaps  the  hem  of  the  narrow  skirt 
panel  is  trimmed  with  a  motif  of  wide  braid, 
and  the  narrow  panel  of  the  coat  in  the  same 
way. 

The  introduction  of  a  bright  touch  of  color 
is  also  a  new  point  to  note.  For  instance,  a 
very  smart  grey  tweed  that  I  saw  the  other 
day  had  a  rose-colored  collar  facing  and  plain 
revers  of  the  tweed,  the  effect  being  exceed- 
ingly good.  Tiny  folds  of  rose-color  and  a  cer- 
tain shade  of  blue  may  be  seen  on  some  of  the 
new  coats  and  skirts,  but  it  is  only  a  suspicion 
of  color,  and  it  is  done  so  adroitly'that  there  is 
nothing  garish  nor  commonplace  about  it.  On 
the  whole,  I  see  that  small  "pattes"  of  velvet 
will  be  the  popular  trimming  of  the  tailor- 
made,  and  velvet  buttons  will  naturally  com- 
plete the  idea.  Narrow  braiding  is  not  much 
patronized  upon  the  newer  models.  The 
length  of  the  coats  varies  considerably;  a*  a 
rule,  the  ordinary  tailor-made  coat  is  cut  just 
above  the  knees,  but  the  short  coats  will  cer- 
tainly be  worn  still,  so  that  nobody  need  feel 
very  much  disturbed 

It  is  evident  already  that  the  very  long  fur 
coats  will  hold  their  own,  but  the  three-quarter 
length  coat  is  really  more  practical  for  those 
who  walk  about.  A  coat  of  seal  musquash, 
worn  with  an  ermine  tie  and  muff,  and  a  band 
of  fur  round  the  now  fashionable  hat  with 
drooping  brim,  will  look  exceedingly  attrac- 
tive. The  fashion  for  the  thin  winter  frock 
will  make  it  much  more  easy  to  wear  a  fur 
coat  than  was  the  case  a  few  years  ago.  Num- 
bers of  the  sealskin  coats  are  trimmed  with  a 
rounded  border  of  some  contrasting  fur,  and 
very  attractive  are  the  musquash  coats  cut 
with  a  stole  neck,  intended  to  be  worn  with  a 
tie  of  ermine  or  skunk. 

Then  there  are  the  velvet  paletots,  trimmed 
with  fur  or  made  with  contrasting  revcr.  and 
long  redingotes  of  very  fine  cloth  are  extreme- 
ly smart  and  useful,  and  they  have  the  addi- 
tional merit  of  being  available  for  people  of 
all  age*. 

The  fashion  for  turning  the  brim  of  the 
hat  down  on  either  side  of  the  face  gains  rap- 
idly. How  far  it  will  lead  us  it  is  impossible  to 
say.  There  are  large  folded  toques  with 
turned  down  brims,  velvet  hats  with  softly 
drawn  satin  brims,  and  plain,  turn-down  velvet 
hats  massed  with  ostrich  feathers.

Many  mothers,  who  are  stricken  with  hor- 
ror at  hearing  of  acts  of  deliberate  cruelty  to 
children,  fail  to  realize  the  variety  of  more 
subtle  forms  of  torture  which  may  exist,  even 
in  their  own  households. 

Some  children  are  intensely  nervous.  A 
loud  noise,  such  as  the  banging  of  a  door  or 
the  fall  of  a  heavy  article,  will  make  them 
shake  from  head  to  foot,  while  their  eyes  show 
how  their  nervous  system  has  been  shaken. 

A  loud,  blustering  tone  of  voice,  or  the 
raised  note  of  angry  discussion  between  par- 
ents, has  a  similar  effect  on  the  child,  who  is

The  approach  of  'nig  animals,  even  of  dogs 
and  cats,  alarms  some  children,  while  others 
are  terrified  at  the  sight  of  a  large  bath  full 
of  water. 

Most  children  have  an  instinctive  fear  of  a 
dark  room  .and  many  object  to  being  left  alone 
in  a  room  even  during  the  day, 


One  of  the  commonest  methods  of  extort- 
ing obedience  from  refractory  children  is  by 
frightening  them. 

Threats  that  they  will  be  given  to  mys- 
terious beings,  who  will  do  all  sorts  of  dread- 
ful things  to  them,  are  held  over  their  youth- 
ful heads. 

Parents  who  leave  their  children  in  the  care 
of  others  have  little  idea  as  to  how  much  of 
this  sort  of  thing  goes  on  behind  their  backs, 
for  the  children  are  again  menaced  with  addi- 
tional horrors  if  they  tell. 

This  evil  is  a  real  one,  while  the  folly  and 
danger  of  it  are  self-evident.    • 

The  little  nerves  are  weakened,  the  child 
lives  in  an  atmosphere  of  continued  dread, 
and  the  impressions  received  remain  through- 
out life. 

Many  adults  who  are  >ubject  to  morbid 
moods  and  excessive  nervousness  are  reaping 
the  effects  of  nerve  strain,  induced  in  their 
young  days. 

Parents  who  believe  in  Spartan  ways  of 
bringing  up  their  children  should  apply  the 
same  method  in  a  comparative  degree  to  them- 
selves. 

They  might  then  realize  to  some  extent  the 
sufferings  to  which  they  subject  those  whom 
they  are  endeavoring  to  cherish  to  the  best  of 
•  their  power. 

One  sees  little  children,  thinly  clothed,  ex- 
posed to  the  rigor  of  cold  and  wind,  led  by 
the  mother  or  father  enveloped  in  costly  furs 
or  thick  overcoat. 

In  some  cases  the  legs  or  ankles  of  these 
little  ones  are  uncovered  even  in  severe  weath- 
er with  the  idea  of  hardening  the  system. 

Parents,  too.  often  practice  pet  schemes  on 
their  children  which  they  do  not  care  to  try 
on   themselves. 

The  early  cold  bath  in  a  cold  room  for  a 
child  who  is  in  dread  of  the  plunge  is  a  posi- 
tive torture. 

Unaccountable  dislikes  of  children  for  cer- 
tain articles  of  food  must,  after  rational  treat- 
ment, be  allowed  to  persist. 

The  child  suffers  intensely  both  mentally 
and  physically  if  forced  to  partake  of  what  it 
loathes,  and  the  wise  parent  does  not  force 
such  an  ordeal. 

Substitutes,  affording  equal  nourishment 
should  be  offered  instead. 

Exercise  and  recreation  out  of  doors  as 
much  as  possible,  will  minimize  the  naughti- 
ness of  mosl  children  and  indu.ee  sound,  re- 
freshing sleep,  which  builds  up  their  minds 
and  bodies. 

Simple  clothing,  which  they  need  not  fear 
spoiling,  simple  diet,  and  simple  toys  which 
will  stand  wear  and  tear,  are  necessary  factors 
in  the  production  of  the  childlike  child — and, 
alas!  how  few  and  far  between  those  sweet 
little  simple  mortals  seem  to  be  getting  now- 
adays, in  these  times  of  precocious  old-young 
people — and  the  child  genius! 

A  wise  and  judicious  control  does  not  need 
threats  or  entreaties  to  secure  obedience. 
"  'Tis  not  good  that  children  should  know  anv 
wickedness." 
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USEFUL  RECIPES 

Tomato  Store  Sauce. — Wipe  two  .dozen 
large  ripe  tomatoes,  put  them  into  a  pan.  add 
four  large  or  five  small  Spanish  onions  peeled 
and  sliced,  and  cook  them  in  a  moderate  oven 
until  tender  enough  to  allow  the  pulp  to  be 
passed  through  a  fine  sieve.  Place  in  a  pre- 
serving pan,  add  a  quart  of  vinegar,  two  ounces 
of  salt,  a  teaspoonful  of  cayenne,  and  simmer 
the  whole  gently  for  about  ten  minmes;  bottle. 
cork  down  tightly,  and  store  in  a  cool,  dry 
place. 


Homc-Made  Hop  Bitters— Take  a  jar 
which  you  can  cover  down,  fill  it  lightly  with 
hops — do  not  press  the  flowers  in  any  way — 
pour  in  enough  whiskey  to  fill  the  jar  to  the 
level  of  the  cork,  cord  down,  and  leave  for  a 
full  month.  Press  the  hops  well,  strain  the 
whiskey  through  fine  muslin,  make  a  syrup  in 
the  proportion  of  half  a  pound  of  sugar  to  half 
a  pint  of  water;  sweeten  the  bitter.-  to  taste, 
and  strain  again.  Pour  into  dry  bottles  and 
cork  well.

Marrow  and  Apple  Jam. — Choose  a  large 
vegetable  marrow,  peel  and  remove  the  seeds. 
Weigh.  Kor  every  seven  pounds  take  six 
pounds  of  sugar.  Slice  the  marrow .  put  it  in  a 
bowl  with  tlie  sugar,  the  strained  juice  and 
grated  rind  of  two  small  or  one  large  lemon, 
and  half  a  teaspoonful  of  ginger.  Leave  for 
twelve  hours.  Bring  the  syrup  to  the  boil,  add 
the  marrow  and  six  large  cooking  apples.  'Boil 
until  quite  clear  and  thick.  When  cooked,  add 
threepenny-worth  of  brandy  and  tie  down  se- 
curely. This  jam  should  not  be  made  in  an 
iron  saucepan,  as' it  spoils  the  color. 

Boiled  Custard. — Rinse  out  a  saucepan  in 
cold  water,  pour  in  a  pint  of  milk,  add  a  bay 
leaf,  small  piece  of  lemon  rind  or  vanilla  pod; 
and  two  ounces  of  sugar,  and  bring  slowly  to 
the  boil.  Beat  four  eggs,  strain  into  a  large 
basin.  As  soon  as  the  milk  reaches  boiling 
point  remove  the  flavoring  ingredient,  pour  it 
rapidly  into  the  eggs,  return  immediately  to 
the  saucepan ;  repeat  several  times  until  the 
eggs  and  milk  arc  thoroughly  mixed  .  Pour  in- 
to a  jug.  stand  the  jug  in  a  saucepan  of  boiling 
water,  place  over  a  gentle  heat.  Stir  with  a 
wooden  spoon  until  the  custard  coats,  it,  pour 
into  a  glass  dish,  and  leave  to  cool 


Green  Tomato  Pickle. — Wipe  six  pounds  of 
tomatoes,  pull  off  the  stalks,  slice  up  the  fruit, 
and  place  it  in  a  china  bowl,  sprinkling  salt 
between  the  layers.  Leave  until  the  next  day ; 
strain  through  a  colander,  but  do  not  press  the 
pulp  in  any  way.  Put  the  juice  into  a  preserv- 
ing pan.  add  two  pounds  of  golden  syrup,  an 
ounce  of  cloves,  two  or  three  small  red  peppers, 
sliced  (if  very  tiny  use  a  few  more,  but  do  not 
slice  them),  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  each  of  all- 
spice and  cayenne  pepper,  a  good  tablespoon- 
ful  of  mustard  seeds,  and  three  pints  of  vine- 
gar. Boil  for  ten  minutes.  Add  the  tomato 
pnlp  and  two  pounds  of  thinly-sliced  Spanish 
onion.  Boil  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  and  bot- 
tle.

With  regard  to  the  distinctive  qualities 
which  we  fondly  imagine  are  possessed  by  our 
boys,  or  our  girls,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  out- 
standing in  the  first  case  are:  Manliness 
(which  includes  nerve),  energy,  presence  of 
mind  (self-control),  originality  and,  lastly, 
love  of  sport — a  sportsman  in  fact. 

With  regard  to  our  girls — one  desires  the 
following;  Tact,  loyalty,  love  of  children, 
and  wit.  If  to  these  are  added  the  natr.r.  I 
graces  of  womanhood,  such  as  beauty  a  1 
vivacity,  nothing  should  be  needed  to  make  the 
happy  possessor  of  such  attributes  a  great 
success — in  whatever  sphere  of  life  she  is 
placed. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  no  direct  me": n 
is  made  of  brains,  but  in  the  fifth  point  o!  tie 
general  character  the  attribute  of  adaptability 
is  found,  and  this  quality  is  obviously  impos- 
sible without  a  considerable  amount  of  ihe 
necessary  grey  matter  so  essential  in  the  hap- 
py culmination  of  all  we  seek  in  life. 

Whilst  on  this  point  we  can  also  lay  stress 
on  "self-esteem";  this  without  arrogance  is 
essential.

These  were  made 
up  of  her  imitations  of  well- 
known  actors  and  actresses,  songs 
and  piano  numbers,  and  they 
were  given  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Hungarian  court.  These 
first  attempts  proved  so  unex- 
pectedly successful  that  parental 
objection  stopped  suddenly,  and 
the  diminutive  Marie  Madelaine 
Hajos,  as  she  was  christened,  was 
sent  to  the  National  Academy  of 
the  Theatre  to  remain  for  five 
years  of  study,  as  was  the  cus- 
tom. 

Her  talents  were  such  that  on 
the  end  of  a  single  yea*  she  was 
considered  graduated  to  create 
the  leading  woman's  part  in  the 
comedy  now  known  in  America 
as  "Seven  Sisters."  She  was  then 
only  fifteen  years  old,  and  had 
broken  two  of  the  ironclad  con- 
ventionalities of  European  stage- 
land  in  that  she  had  become  a 
star  at  a  single  step,  and  had  pass- 
ed through  the  academy  in  a  sin- 
gle year.

The  singers  responded  nobly  and 
the  volume  of  tone  produced  in 
the  opening  bars   were  tremen- 
dous.

The  Arvhrhrke  Ferdinand  Karl,  brother 
of  the  heir  ipresumptive,  applied  hh  long 
ago  as  1904  to  be  allowed  to  marry 
Frauleln  CJeuber,  the  daughter  of  a 
Vienna  professor  of  engineering,  whom 
he  met  In  1900  at  a  ball  In  Prague.
